the quotations are brutal—with sedition. 

Every conservative must adhere to the general 


purpose of the society as it 


is stated by Robert Welch: 


“to promote less government, more responsibility and 


a better world.” 


| Every loyal American must agree devoutly with 

| the society’s immediate intention of “stopping the 
Communists and destroying their conspiracy, or at 

| least breaking its grip on our government and shat- 
tering its power within the United States." 

And every informed American must agree with 
the society's tenet that the United States is actually 
now engaged with Soviet Russia in a struggle for 
the survival of our system. 

With all honorable Americans, this newspaper 
looks with disgust and dread upon the godless ma- 
terialism and blood-soaked tyranny of the Commu- 
nist conspiracy. It is because of our people’s disgust 
and dread that the Communists must seek their ends 
by secret subversion, by seducing officials, by dis- 
crediting our institutions, sowing distrust among us, 


| aggravating union and racial disputes, entering with- 


out conscience into any course that will serve the 
purpose of Moscow.

My firm belief that Dwight Eisenhower is a 
E dedicated, conscious agent of the Communist conspiracy,” 
thundered Welch, “is based on an accumulation of de- 
tailed evidence so extensive and so palpable that it 
seems to put this conviction beyond any reasonable 
{ doubt.” And Welch added, “in my opinion, the chances 
С" are very strong that Milton Eisenhower is actually 
À Dwight Eisenhower's superior and boss within the Com- 
munist party."

E - B. The Birchers reject the integrity and patriotism 
ef those leading the major social groups of the nation.

broadcasting—for all these, quotations could be supplied 
in bulk to illustrate Birch Society charges that their 
leaders have become conscious or unconscious instru- 
ments of the Communist conspiracy. 

C. The Birchers are convinced that the Communists 
have gone so far in penetrating American polities that 
there is little hope in the existing political system. Even 
though Welch advocates the nomination of Senator 
Barry Goldwater for President and J. Strom Thurmond 
for Vice President in 1964, on an American Party ticket, 
he warned his followers unequivocally that even Gold- 
water — the “most Americanist” figure at the moment 
in politics — was “still a politician” and not to be 
relied upon, Welch has also had some things to say 
about "Jumping Jack" Kennedy. According to Welch, 
the nation received "the exact Communist line . . . from 
Jack Kennedy's speeches, as quickly and faithfully as 
from the Worker or the National Guardian . . .” In 1959, 
Welch denounced the "Kennedy brat" for "finding the 
courage to join the jackals picking at the corpse of 
McCarthy." 

D. Most of the Birch Society's positive program con- 
sists of advocating the repeal of things or the removal 
of the nation from something or somewhere. A partial 
list of the things the Society describes as wicked, Com- 
munist and dangerous includes: US membership in the 
United Nations, the ILO, WHO, ITO and UNICEF; mem- 
bership in GATT (The General Agreement on Trade and 
Tariffs); reciprocal trade agreements; the useless and 
costly NATO; “so-called defense spending”; all foreign 
aid; diplomatic relations with the Soviet Union and all 
other Communist nations; the NLRA; social security; 
the graduated income tax; REA, RFC, and TVA; govern- 
ment wage and ‘price controls; “forced integration”; 
“deliberately fraudulent’ US Government bonds; the 
Federal Reserve System; urban renewal; fluoridation; 
metropolitan government; the corporate dividend tax; 
the “mental health racket”; Federal aid to housing; and 
all programs "regimenting" farmers. 


Direct and Dirty Action 


E. Finally, the Birch Society advocates both "direct 
action" and "dirty tacties" to "break the grip of the 


‘members through directives in the Bulletin and contacts 
with Chapter leaders, These mix both traditional and 
fundamentalist techniques. The local programs include 
Infiltration of community organizations such as the PTA 
(“to take them’ away from the Communists”); harass- 
ment of "pro-Communist" speakers at meetings of 
churches, political parties, and publie forums; creation 
of local front groups suggested by Welch; campaigns to 
secure endorsement of Birch positions and signatures for 
Birch petitions in all groups that Birch members belong 
to, such as veteran and business organizations; letters 
and telephone calls to local public officials, leading 
citizens and newspapers supporting what the Society 
opposes or opposing the Society directly; monthly tele- 
phone calls to the local publie library to make sure 
it has five right-wing books recommended- by Welch 
each month for this purpose. 


The Future of Birchism 

Having found the John Birch Society to be an authen- 
tic right-fundamentalist organization, the obvious ques- 
tions are: what is its future for the 1960's and what is 
its relation to other right wing groups? 

Welch has set his sights on one million members. 
Today, he has probably 60,000 dues-paying members 
distributed widely throughout the country, though with 
particular strength in such potential centers of funda- 
mentalism as Los Angeles, Houston, Wichita, Chicago, 
Indianapolis and Boston. Although the Society is fer- 
vently opposed to “integration at bayonet's point" and 
the school desegregation rulings of the Supreme Court, 
(it published a glowing article on Governor Orval 
Faubus of Arkansas and said И fully agreed with his 
position on race relations) Welch claims two all-Negro 
chapters and integrated white-Negro membership in 
northern chapters. 

Of its 60,000 members, approximately two-thirds are 
men, who pay $24 a year in dues, and one-third are 
women, who contribute $12 annually. This gives the 
Society a current dues income of roughly $1,350,000 a 
year. Life memberships at $1,000, special donations from 
wealthy supporters (the Texas oilmen and middle- 
business leaders are already supplying Welch gen- 
erously), and sale of Society literature adds perhaps 
$250,000 more, giving Welch a working fund of not 
less than $1,600,000 per year. 


So far, the Birch Society has been successful in at- 
tracting to it highly substantial figures in local com- 
munities — physicians, stock brokers, retired military 
officers, lawyers, and many other professionals who bear 
no resemblance to the crowds at a tent-rally for Conde 
McGinley or a Leander Perez rally outside a New 
Orleans school, Those who make up the Council of the 
Society are old stalwarts of the right-fundamentalist 
cause — men such as Colonel Lawrence Bunker, Cola 
G. Parker, T. Coleman Andrews, Clarence Manion and 
Spruille Braden — and most of the local leaders are 
also seasoned fighters for the right. Most of the Society's 
members, I suspect, already had strong affiliations with 


i Y > SA 
other right-wing ‘groups beforé the Birch Society w: 
formed. What Welch hopes to accomplish is a welding 
together of hundreds of thousands of right-fundament-. 
alist joiners into the fig! 
Society. In the Bulletin and American Opinion, Welch 
makes it a point to offer flattering salutes to various 
right-wing groups, publications, and personalities, and 
to stress that Americanists can work in several forums 
at once for the cause. Obviously, he hopes to make his 
group the central organization. To some extent, he has 
already succeeded in doing so. No other right-fundament- 
alist organization that comes to mind has ever achieved . 
so large and solid a membership in a permanent, due- 
paying, working group. Р 

One strength of the Society is that it has centered 
its attacks on the “soft underbelly” of American society 
— those places where a minimum of pressure can pro- 
duce maximum terror and restrictive responses. Welch 
has stressed that school boards and PTA groups, libraries, 
city colleges, national corporations and local businesses 
and communication media are the central targets. 


Weapon of Secrecy Lost 

However, the Society has lost one of its most potent 
wenpons — the element of secrecy. Those in local com- 
munities who felt the sting of Birch campaigns during 
1959-61 report that it was the factor of surprise at these 
sudden fundamentalist pressures and the unawareness 
of their organizational source which threw them off 
balance, Now, however, the Society has been brought 
into public view. Its authoritarian character and its 
extremist statements have been attacked in both liberal 
and conservative newspapers; by prestigeful Catholic, 
Protestant and Jewish leaders; and by political figures 
as diverse as Richard Nixon, President John Kennedy 
and Attorney General Robert Kennedy, Rep. Sam Ray- 
burn, Senator Thomas Dodd and Senator Barry Gold- 
water himself, The fact that a prominent leader in the- 
Society who had been selected to be Washington lobbyist 
for the National Federation of Retail Stores was hastily 
discarded in June by the Federation because of his Birch 
affiliation indicates that recent publicity has damaged 
the Society's claim to respectability, 

The Bireh Society stands then as the glamor-group 
of the fundamentalist right, with substantial fiscal 
resources, a humming organization, and well-calculated 
pressure tactics. Their weight as a political factor 
























negligible, but whether this will remain so will 
. to await the test of Birch Intervention in 


among the new nations; increased mil 
ME nations over questions of 3 
constant military 'and $pace-success pressures from the 
Russians and, soon, from Communist China; lessened 
American control in the United Nations; constant trouble 
in Latin America; continuous outlays of foreign assist 
ance which do not “buy loyalties" or “deliver votes" on 
critical issues. If the US can prevent these situations 
from exploding, most foreign policy experts would think 
we had done splendidly. But cutting losses and preparing 
future positions is not going to satisfy the right-funda- 
mentalists (or the frantic pacifist variety on the left 
either), The right wing has its fierce belief in unilateral 
solutions and its assumption that each loss for America 
has its source in a Communist agent or "Comsymp" 
in Washington, at The New York Times, in the Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine, or at Yale Law School, The 
coming strategic retreats of the 1960's will, I fear, lend 
fuel to their fires, 

As for domestic factors which will contribute to a 
growth or decline in right-fundamentalist strength, these 
are more varied and complex. If we paid a high price in 
foreign policy for the tranquilized atmosphere of 1954- 
60, we did gain a moratorium on fratricidal internal- 
security conflict. Now that Ike is out of the White 
House and a Democratic Administration has entered, . 
committed to a strong civil libertarian outlook, pressures 
may start rising, These will be kept somewhat in check 
by virtue of the fact that a Catholic heads the Admini- 
stration. There has also been something of an education 
of the political public on the question of Communist 
infiltration and it will take more than a Colonel Abel or 
a member of the American Embassy in Poland to shake 
public confidence that all is being handled adequately. 

The more dangerous issue, I think, is the racial one, 
In the 1960's, the struggle for Negro equality will move 
increasingly into the areas outside the South. Middle- 
class resentments against Negro neighbors and Negro 
competitors threaten to rise. On this score, the Birch 


Society has a promising position — anti-integration by 


compulsion — and the reservoirs of racial hostility, 
unless carefully and wisely controlled, could fill the 
Society's well to overflowing. If racial supremacy ever 
becomes a substantial force outside the South, it will 
take exactly the form of genteel anti-equality which 
Welch preaches. 


Perhaps the central question mark is not an issue 
but a man — Barry Goldwater, If he chooses to remain 
a Senate figure and a Republican Presidential hopeful, 
he will undercut the Birch Society, for it could em- 
barrass him by its extremism and it is not under his 
control. Already, Goldwater has called for Welch to 
resign as leader of the Society because of his authori- 
tarian policies and his charges against Eisenhower, How- 
ever, if Goldwater should decide that the third party 
route was his best course, he could mould the funda- 
mentalist-right into a cohesive movement and it would 
assume immediate political influence.

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No Reason for Despair 


(Excerpts from a speech by Harlan Cleveland, 
Assistant Secretary of State for International 
Organization Affairs, at Binghampton, N.Y. 
Oct. 20.) 

We are concerned with the danger of a 
rising mood of national frustration — an 
attitude from which there are only two 
exits: belligerence or defeatism. There is a 
persistent, pervasive myth in this country, 
that the story of the Cold War is the story 
of one long, unbroken retreat by the West 
before the juggernaut of international com- 
munism, guided by the master minds of the 
Kremlin. 

Disasters are more newsworthy than 
anything else. World affairs generally 
are covered like a World Series—with the 
same certainty that at the end of the day, 
even if it takes extra innings, one side must

encounter, the chances are that this. will be 
as "another communist: gain" — 
and "another Western reverse." So, little by 
little, the impression of steady retreat is 
created by that sector of the news media 
which covers the Cold War like a sporting 

event. ~ 

It may be unnecessarily dramatic to pro- 
claim that democratic public opinion is fac- 
ing its greatest test — conceivably the ulti- 
mate test. But a case can-be made that 
national frustration would be a greater 
danger to the national security than the 
arms race. And if the field is left clear to 
those who believe that Khrushchev has a 
monopoly on confidence — that toughness in 
US foreign policy is measured by a belliger- 
ence that needs neither brains nor skills — 

frustration is likely to be our lot. 

A true view from the Kremlin would 
show: troubles with China ... a "cancer" 
in the satellites . . . no sale on the ideology 
. . . communist parties doing less business 
... neutrals refusing to be bought by arms 
and dams... capitalism not behaving ac- 
cording to the Communist book . . . the 
Western alliance refusing to crumble . . . 
Western Europe getting together . . . re- 
gional associations popping up elsewhere . .. 
the United Nations acquiring a capacity to 
act in the name of a world community .. . 
and the hard line boys right in the Kremlin 
muttering about people who are ''soft on 
capitalism." 3 

In pondering the ingredients for an ap- 
propriately tough US foreign policy in this 
situation, one might remember: that the 
US can manage the difficult business of liv- 
ing in free alliance with other sovereign 
states — which the Soviet Union cannot; 
that the US can cooperate and accommodate 
and compromise — which the Soviet Union 
cannot; that the US can submit to general 
disarmament in a world in which the rule of 
force is subjected to the rule of law — which 
the Soviet Union cannot; that the US can 
live with the Charter of the UN—which the 
Soviet Union cannot; that the US can iden- 
tify its own national interests with the in- 
erests of most other countries — which the 
Soviet Union cannot. D 

All this would suggest that meaningful 
toughness for US foreign policy would come 
from standing firm against enemy aggres- 
siveness while seeking some basis for direct 
negotiation; from building the United Na- 
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tions while simultaneously strengthening 
the Atlantic Community and the Western 
hemisphere organization and regional asso- 
ciations wherever they make sense; from 
seeking to help the less developed world 
while retaining freedom of action; from 
tolerance toward the uncommitted while re- 
serving the right to be committed; from 
refusing to budge where vital principles are 
concerned while taking initiatives where 
everything else is concerned. 





Heresy in Moscow 


Was the proletarian dictatorship really 
necessary in the Soviet Union? Communists 
throughout the world have stoutly main- 
tained that it was, and is, but Moscow 
Kommunist now says that it outstayed its 
time by 20 or 25 years. 

The authoritative journal maintains that 
“toward the end of the 1930's or at the be- 
ginning of the 1940’s” economic and social 
conditions in the USSR were “ripe” for the 
winding up of the dictatorship. But Stalin 
initiated large-scale political persecutions 
just at the time the need for them had 
disappeared. 

Thus Kommunist takes and develops the 
currently fashionable Soviet line that the 
fault was not with the system but with the 
man. One of its contributors, however, 
probes deeper. Prof. Strogovich, a member 
of the Soviet Academy, criticizes the new 
Communist Party program for being vague 
about the freedom of the individual. He 
notes that the program sees the guarantee 
of that freedom in the general development 
of “socialism.” 

That is not enough, the Professor com- 
plains. He asks for more specific legal and 
institutional safeguards for civil liberties.

Barks and Blights 


(A suggestion from Paul Seabury, chairman of 
the ADA National Executive Committee) 





Arising out of a growing interest in 
the subject, an idea has recently occurred 
to me about the Birch Society: namely, that 
it be renamed the Sycamore Society, and 
for the following reasons. 

Some sycamore trees grow on the street 
here in Washington where my family lives. 
As you may know, the sycamore always has 
its troubles. Its bark, for instance, does not 
seem to have the durability of bark on 
ordinary trees; like that of the eucalyptus, 
it is constantly splitting off in splotches 
and tatters. This gives the tree a somewhat 
scabrous appearance which is unpleasing 
to the eye. In addition, however, the syca- 
mores on our street have some disease, 
evidently an infectious blight, so that num- 
bers of them recently have been under the 
care of tree doctors. 

I have thought about this, and it 
occurred to me that, in the case of the syca- 
more, its blight may be worse than its bark. 
And since it seems to me also that this may 
be true of the Birchers as well, the change 
of name might perhaps be suggested to Mr. 
Welch. — 





'The Berlin Crisis-Two Views 


(The following is an exchange of correspondence between Prof. 
Raymond L. Richman, member of the Pittsburgh ADA Board, and 
Prof. Samuel H. Beer, ADA National Chairman.) 


Richman... 


The ADA statement on Berlin 
in the September ADA WORLD 
is a piece of hysterical nonsense 
which reflects no credit on the 
ADA Executive Committee, their 
intellectual acumen, or their ob- 
jectivity. It is an Administration 
propaganda piece. Hardly any- 
thing in the statement stands up 
under examination.

Is it? He had been proposing 
negotiations for years; long be- 
fore his US visite What willing- 
ness to negotiate have we indi- 
cated? What have we done about 
this island, this Western. power 
enclave, which is a source of 


provocative anti-Communist prop-, 


aganda and subversion within the 
territory of Communist East Ger- 
many? What have we done to 
make West Berlin tolerable to 
the Communists? Only as a neu- 
tral area, divorced from the cold 
war, could West Berlin have re- 
mained a viable democratic com- 
munity. Mr, Khrushchev proposed 
negotiations, proposed making 
West Berlin a free city. Our re- 
sponse was not to enter into nego- 
tiations, but to mobilize — as 
though Western power could 
really be made effective to main- 
tain West Berlin as an outpost 
in the cold war. In this game, 
Soviet counter-mobilization was 
to be expected, the harvest of 
which now rains from the skies. 
One can only say that the un- 
realistic Western position de- 
serves the humiliation of Western 
leaders, if that is Khrushchev's 
purpose. 

2. “By his diplomacy of nu- 
clear terror, he is attempting to 
force the Western governments to 
capitulate and thereby to demon- 
strate . . . that there is no power 
that can any longer resist the 
Soviet empire." It would be sur- 
prising indeed if Soviet power 
was insufficient to be exerted 
against an island totally sur- 
rounded. On what do you base 
your conclusion that this will 
demonstrate Soviet power is in- 
vincible everywhere? During 
the period of our nuclear monop- 
oly, we were unable to exercise 
power everywhere. More re- 
cently, even after the breach of 
our monopoly, events in Lebanon, 
Japan, Korea, the Congo prove 
otherwise. 

3. "Mr. Khrushchev's success 
in this aim would make nuclear 
war virtually inevitable . . .

But does 
Mr. Richman mean that, because 


the city is surrounded by the So- ` 


viet Empire, Russia somehow ac- 
quires the right to make demands 
regarding it which (I presume) 
he would not grant regarding 
other parts of the West? 

Let us remember how West Ber- 
lin became an “enclave.” In vio- 
lation of the Potsdam Agree- 
ments, the Soviets imposed the 
puppet regime of Ulbricht where- 
ever their military power pre- 
vailed. No doubt today West Ber- 
lin, protected by Western military 
power, is felt to be “‘provocative’* 
by a regime that is as hateful to 
its subjects as it is to us.

WASHINGTON — 
Former Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon has just 
completed a Washington 
reconnaissance. With no 
significant exceptions, the 
local Republican elders 
advised Nixon to run for 
governor of California. 
Some added that Nixon's 
position of leadership in 
the party would be sadly 
undermined if he ducked 
the governorship race. 


The competition, from Dem- 
ocratic Gov. Pat Brown, is at 
present expected to be fairly 
lackadaisical. Yet the advice 
Nixon got in Washington, al- 
though similar 
to the advice 
he has been 
getting in Cali- 
fornia, was decidedly unpalata- 
ble to him. He does not want to 
run for the governorship, partly 
because the office itself does not 
irresistibly attract him, and 
partly because he would natural- 
ly like to wait a little longer 
before making another hard 
race, 

All the same, the logic of Nix- 
situation clearly jibes with 
advice he got Even 
minor considerations, such 
as the fact that California state 
house would give Nixon a digni- 
fied refuge from the 1964 presi- 
dential primaries, all tend to 
push Nixon into the gubernato- 
rial contest, 


Hence it appears likely that 
the reluctant Nixon will finally 
announce his gubernatorial can- 
didacy when his self-eet deadline 
comes in the middle of next 
month. He might balk at the last 
moment, But the odds favor the 
Nixon candidacy, and if he 
makes the race, the odds are on 
a Nixon victory over Pat Brown. 


Rockefeller Ahead 


Thue one of the major ele- 
ments fn the coming Republican 
pattern appears to be about to 
jell in a rather solid and impres- 
sive way. As to element num- 
ber two, the situation of Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller of New York 
can be considered as having 
jelled already, barring a political 
miracle to reverse the present 
outlook, 

Gov. Rockefeller is virtually 
certain to win re-election by a 
good majority, if only for want 
of effective opposition. He just 
may make an important gain 
from the moon-struck mayoralty 
fight in New York City, where 
the Democrats are certainly do- 
ing everything in their power to 
help the other side. And even 
without this kind of gain, Rocke- 
feller’s home-state position will 
be very strong.

Furthermore, as things now 
stand, Rockefeller also seems 
likely to be further strengthened 
by other northeastern state vic- 
tories of Republicans of the 
Rockefeller type. The most not- 
able example is former Secre- 
tary of Labor James Mitchell, 
whose prospects for capturing 
the governorship of New Jersey 
are now rated very good indeed. 


Far From Ready 


There may be other such suc- 
cesses, as well. All of them will 
drive home the point that 
Rockefeller-t y p e Republicanism 
wins votes. The point will have 
to be driven home very hard in- 
deed, however; for even the New 
York City financial district, 
where the Landon, Willkie, 
Dewey, and Eisenhower drives 
all began, is far from ready for 
Rockefeller as yet.

Hence a word from 
Goldwater favoring Kuchel 
ought to have been a matter of 
course. He was pressed to say 
this word. Yet he refrained 
quite ostentatiously from doing 
so, even when the bleachers of 
the stadium where he made his 
address blossomed with John 
Birch Society “Russelot for Sen- 
ator” banners. 


Goldwater in fact hopes to be 
helped by the victories of Gold- 
water-type Republicans, just as 
Rockefeller hopes to be helped 
by victories of Republicans of 
the Rockefeller type.

` Foreign Policy 
A Debate Topic 


* ONE OF THE CLICHES of American politics is that 
which suggests a bipartisan foreign policy exists and that it 
should be continued. The term came into general usage after 
the late Sen. Arthur Vandenberg (R-Mich.) had renounced 
isolationism and had become a spokesman for those Demo- 
crats and Republicans who acknowledge that World War п 
had created conditions which projected the United States 
into world leadership whether it wished it or not. 

To ‘that degree the term is correctly 
employed, It is also correct in its implica- 
tion that once the United States has been 
committed ‘to a particular course of inter- 
national action the President is entitled to 
bipartisan support in his implementation of 
that course. To employ another trite term, 
politics stops at the ocean's edge. 

None of this suggests there is anything 
- improper in campaign debate over foreign 

policy or criticism directed at such policy at 

—— any other time. The more responsible leaders 
in both parties recognize this fact. Any policy, foreign or 

k domestic, is subject to the continuing evaluation of the 
American people and especially during a presidential cam- 
paign in which the chief architect of such policies is to be 
chosen. i 


DESPITE THIS, administration partisans are inclined to 
suggest there is something sacrosanct about foreign policy and 
that it involves matters so esoteric that none save those who 
engage in its formulation and in its execution possess suf- 
ficient knowledge or wisdom to discuss it. 


In broad, general outline, the United States has a bi- 
partisan foreign policy. It is to preserve peace in a nuclear 
‘age without sacrificing the values and proper interests of the 
United States. 

Whether those aims are best served by the various pro-

THE BASIC CONCEPT was further extended in decisions 
to provide both economic and military aid to undeveloped 
nations on the theory that such action would forestall Com- 
munist takeovers in them. 

The issue in today's presidential campaign, insofar as 
foreign policy is concerned, has not been sufficiently made. 
The issue should be whether the Johnson-Kennedy adminis- 
tration has properly implemented that policy and whether 
Sen. Barry Goldwater, if elected President, would implement 
it better. 

The Johnson-Kennedy implementation has been somewhat 
sterile. Implementation and programs have not been changed 
to meet changing conditions, As a conse- 
quence, we lack a definitive policy other 
than opposition to further inroads upon the 
free world by international communism. 
Some of our alliances have crumbled and 
we have met with serious setbacks other- 
wise. The Johnson-Kennedy administration 
has been neither flexible nor creative in 
updating its implementation. 

The dilemma confronting the American 
people is that the implementation of foreign 
policy offered by Sen. Goldwater is even 

more outmoded. President Johnson has indicated little as to 

intended implementation other than more of the same. He 
should tell the American people what changes, if any, he 
intends to make in the conduct of foreign policy. 

Status quo in the application of foreign policy, which is 
about all that he has suggested, seems somewhat out of place 
in a candidate who is proposing many changes on the 
domestic scene.

REPUBLICAN vice-presidential candidate William E. Mil- 
ler is evidently the sponsor of new campaign strategy which 
calls for renunciation of John Birch Society support. 

When Miller introduced this strategy at a meeting Friday 
of thé Republican Cook County Central Committee, it un- 
doubtedly signaled a realization by the GOP high command 
that the Birchers are hurting the Republican cause. 


dently being tried out. Sen. Barry Goldwater, 
the presidential candidate, and Miller will 
not necessarily hammer away at this new 
theme but may wait a bit and see what 
happens to the trial balloon. 

Goldwater's previous approach has been 
to criticize Birch leader Robert Welch for 
imputing communism to former President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and calling for the 
impeachment of Chief Justice Earl Warren, 
but not to include the membership. He has 
said many of them are “fine people.” 


NOW, ACCORDING TO MILLER, these “fine people” 
are to be disqualified from holding any federal jobs under 
the Goldwater-Miller administration if it is elected. More- 
over, said Miller, no Birchers have any say in the Goldwater 
campaign. It was a severe slap at the John Birch Society. 

Why did Miller adopt this rather startling new tactic? 
Well, as we have said above, it might have been realized that 
the Birch connection was becoming a bit of a shackle on the 
GOP drive for the" White House, However, if the Birchers 
don't support Goldwater, won't that place a bit of a strain 
on the white backlash? 

It might also indicate that,, perhaps, you can be too con- 
servative, that it can be carried a bit too far for the taste of 
the new Republicans who are coming up, and even for many 
of the old ones who realize this campaign is not quite like 
any others before it. 


SURELY, MILLER is not impugning the capacity of a 
Birch member to hold a responsible federal post solely to set 
up the point that the Americans for Democratic Action. is 
the Democratic counterpart of the Birch group.

ATLANTA — 1t took a sharp pair of eyes to find a 
single Negro in the enthusiastic crowds that flocked around 
Sen. Barry Goldwater here last week. 

And yet the Negro vote in Georgia is now climbing to- 
ward an estimated 200,000—some 80,000 more than two 
years ago and twice as many as in 1960. 

Four years ago, Atlanta's Negro vote went for Richard 
M. Nixon. Statewide, it split about 50-50. 

In view of this rapid growth in the 
Negro vote, it would seem only natural 
for Republican candidates for Congress, 
and for Republícan backers of the Gold- 
water-Miller ticket, to start a little judicious 
courtship, But what is happening? 

“We'll lose every one of those votes,” 
says a Goldwater stalwart and hastens to 
add: "But we'll carry this state without 
them." 

Roscoe Pickett, the Republican national 
committeeman and one of five Republican 
candidates for Congress, puts it less breathlessly. 

"Sure Johnson's going to get a lot of Negro votes. But I 
don't think the Negroes are going to forget all the things the 
Republicans have done for them over the years.” i 


OTHER REPUBLICANS DISAGREE. In the in-fighis. 
ing that plagued the Republicans last spring during the Gold- 
water take-over, former national committeeman Robert Snod- 
grass was the party's keenest disciple of biracialism, Ever 
since 1952 Snodgrass had encouraged Negro participation at 
the party's highest level. He read the registration tea leaves. 

But Pickett emerged supreme in the Goldwater revolution 
here. And on the day before Goldwater's visit, Snodgrass 
delivered himself of one of the bitterest charges ever made 
by a responsible party figure against fellow Republicans. 

"The Republican Party of Georgia," he said, "cannot 
afford to be, and it must not be led by hatemongers like the 
Ku Kluxers, the John Birchites, the castoffs and hav е-Беепѕ 
of the Democratic Party."

Even if all thee Democrats-for-Goldwater succeed in 
swinging Georgia into the Republican column for the first 
time in history, the future prospects of the party here seem 
fragile at best, because of the inexorable growth of the Negro.

"The Pickett-Goldwater Republicans are playing for 
today but it’s a helluva gamble for the long run,” said an anti- 
Goldwater Republican. “They might pull it off this year but 
where do they go then, particularly if Lyndon Johnson stays 
in the White House for another eight years?" 

If his speeches here last week were any indication, 
Goldwater is not much troubled by this question. He neither 
talked civil rights mor sought to dissociate himself from 
racial extremists.

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. Britain Goes Against OAS 


Great Britain has indicated that it is 
willing, by terms of an old treaty made 
before Fidel Castro came to power in 
Cuba, to give Castro the right to establish 
a commercial airline between Havana and 
Nassau, in the British Bahamas. 

Such action is contrary to the wishes of 
the majority of Latin American nations 
and the United States. The Organization 
of American States (OAS) has declared 
Cuba an outcast nation because it has made 
violent attempts to overthrow democratic 
governments in the Western Hemisphere 





and substitute communism. This censure 
has the approval of all of the OAS nations 
except Mexico which takes the stand that 
a legal nicety is involved. Until that legal 
point is resolved Mexico will continue to 
maintain diplomatic relations with Cuba. 

The British "have been quite active in 
dealing with Cuba this year. They have 
agreed to sell Castro 950 buses, to over- 
hau! and refurbish his nationally-owned 
airline, and next month a London engi- 
izing Cuba sugar ports so that sugar ex- 
ports can be handled more economically. 

This assistance to Cuba at a time when 
Cuba is in real trouble is an affront to most 
of the Western Hemisphere nations. Cuba’s 


mainstay is sugar. In the last 11 months 
the price of sugar in the world market has 
fallen from 13 to 3.6 cents a pound. The 
1964 harvest is expected to be below the 
1963 harvest and Cuba will have real dif- 
ficulty meeting her commitments to Soviet 
bloc nations, The combination of a falling 
sugar market, a small harvest and a rapidly 
failing internal economy give every indi- 
cation that Russia, which is now spending 
more than $1,500,000 a day to keep Cuba 
going, will have to dig even deeper in its 
pocket. 

In the past Latin American nations have 
reacted strongly when Western nations 
dealt with Cuba. Last January President 
Betancourt of Venezuela made a point of 
reminding Great Britain, upon announce- 
ment that Great Britain was selling 400 
buses to Cuba, that Venezuela had felt the 
impact of Castro’s terrorism. Betancourt 
underlined the fact that Castro’s sole ob- 
jective in Latin America was to ‘infiltrate 
and destroy democratic governments in the 
Western Hemisphere so that communism 
could take over. 

Venezucla also reminded the British at 
that time that Venezucla was the best cus- 
tomer the British had in Latin America 
Then President Betancourt 
amounted to a thinly veiled threat that 
the time might come when Great Britain

Peace In The Land Of Sheba 


Peace, of sorts, may come to the little 
country of Yemen in the southeast corner 
of the Arabian peninsula, the legendary 
home of the Queen of Sheba, 

Tt was almost two years ago, on Sept. 
26, 1962, that Army officers overturned 
the absolute monarch ruling the tiny state, 
the size of Nebraska. They promised to 
modernize Yemen, one of the most isolated 
and backward areas of the Middle East. 
They said they wanted to bring the people 
into the 20th Century. 

Since that time Yemen has become a 
battleground not only between those tribes 
loyal to the monarchy and the Army that 
established a republican reform govern- 
ment but between outside Arab states. To 
the aid of the Yemen royalists came the 
Wahhabis of Saudi Arabia and the Hashi- 
mites of Jordan, all former enemies. To 
the aid of the Army rebels came the United 
Arab Republic which obviously had helped 
plan the uprising. Jordan eventually lost 
heart for the struggle, but Saudi Arabian 
aid to the sheiks who still swear fealty to 
the royalty continues. Thousands of Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser's troops still 
fight side by side with the Yemen rebels. 

The United States long since has recog- 
nized the new regime which controls the 
seat of government and which gives prom- 
ise of carrying out long-needed reform. 
U.S. recognition gave Washington a boost 


in the eyes of the Arab states that sup- 
ported the change. But since the US. 
maintains relations with both the U.A.R 
and Saudi Arabia the continued clash be- 
tween the two over Yemen presented a con- 
tinued embarrassing relationship. The U.S 
tried to act as an intermediary to bring 
about the withdrawal of both from Yemen 
but the situation remained at stalemate with 
fighting continuing in the mountainous 
hinterlands. The UN was ineffectual. 

Now President Nasser and Prince Faisal 
of Saudi Arabia are dealing directly rather 
than through intermediaries. Faisal has 
conceded that the manarchy is dead. The 
Egyptians agree that the sheiks in the out- 
lying areas who supported the monarchy 
and are friendly with Saudi Arabia must 
have a role in the new republican govern- 
ment. 

There are still details to be worked out 
and Prince Faisal has not yet recognized 
the new regime as the United States has. 
But co-operation with the inevitable seems 
to be in order, the inevitable being the 
carrying out of social revolution to better 
the masses of Middle Eastern peoples.

By CONNIE CLARIS 
Mrs. M. F. Toms Jr. of 
Country Club Drive, Hender- 
sonville, is the only sister of 
the late Capt. John Birch, for 
whom the John Birch Society 
was named. 


As Betty Birch, she grew 
up at “Birchwood”, a farm 
outside “Macon, Ga. with six 
brothers and parents who 
were former missionaries to 
India. Her father taught agri- 
culture at Berry School. 

John and Ellis, the two eld- 
est boys, were born in India 
but the family soon returned 
home because of Mr. Birch's 
health. The five younger chil- 
dren were born in New Jersey 
where Birch farmed before 
resuming his teaching career. 

John Birch was no ordinary 
big brother. Says Mrs. Toms, 
“In our family we didn’t have

much money so John used to 
buy us younger children can- 
dy and gifts at the dime store 
with money he earned selling 
newspapers. Once he brought 
me a copy of “A Child’s Gar- 
den of Verses.” How I loved 
that little book." 

On another occasion Mrs. 
Toms was hospitalized with a 
serious illness. Thirteen-year- 
old John had been saving his 
paper money to buy a bike, 
but he immediately gave it all 
to his parents to help with 
her medical bill. "I never 
even thanked him for it," 
she recalls. 

As a youngster she learned 
io play chess because John 
wanted to play. One day while 
home sick. from school he 
read the rules in an encyclo- 
pedia, then made a board and 
chessmen from cardborad and

Brother 

Herbert, now a doctor in At- 

lanta, went on to win his 

high school chess champion- 
ship. 

John Birch was a topnotch 
student, valedictorian of his 
class and magne cum laude 
at Mercer University. After- 
ward he attended a Baptist 
seminary covering two years 
work in one, again at the head 
of his class. 

Mrs. Toms recalls that the 
entire family went down to 

the railroad station to wave 
him off to China one summer 
afternoon in 1940, "and that's 
the last we ever saw of him." 

In July, 1942, after two 
years in the mission field, 
John joined Gen. Claire Chen- 
nault's Flying Tigers, expect- 
ing to serve as a chaplain. 
However, because of his fa- 
miliarity with China and the 
language, he soon became a 
fulltime intelligence officer, 
serving so heroically that he 
was awarded the Legion of 
Merit and recommended for 
the DSC 

On Aug. 24, 1945, two weeks 
after the Japanese surrender 
in World War II, Captain 
John Morrison Birch of the 
Mth Air Force was brulally 
murdered by communist Chi- 
nese soldiers. Although the 
Nationalist and Communist 
Chinese had fought side-by- 
side against Japan, their com- 
mon enemy, the communist 
forces had set out immediate- 
ly to bring China under their 
influence 

When Capt. Birch and his 
party were accosted’ and dis- 
armed by Chinese communist 
soldiers, Birch deliberately 
defied his captors. His Na- 
tionalist aide Lt. Tung warned 
him that his life was in dan- 
ger, but Birch replied that he 
felt it very important to dis- 
cover if the communists in- 
tended to be friend or foe to 
America. The answer was 
death to Captain Birch and 
serious injury to thè lieuten- 
ant. 

Thus John Birch became 
perhaps the first casualty 
in the Cold War. The funeral

“The 
Piedmont Crescent is growing 
more rapidly than almost any 
other section of the country,’ 
Sanford said. “We cannot afford 
to let it grow wild.” 

What is the most significant 
development in a region long 
recognized for its temperate cli- 
mate and an abundance of basic 
natural resources? 

“People,” said John Paul Lu- 
cas, a vice president of Duke 
Power Co., and chairman of the 
Charlotte Chamber of Com- 
merces Piedmont Crescent 
Committee. “A clear pattern of 
dense population is emerging,” 
he said, “And it is bound to re- 
sult in a concentration of indus- 
try.” 

A Duke Power analysis of the 
1960 census disclosed that each 
crescent county had more than 
100 persons per square mile. It 
also showed the crescent had 
not become saturated as have 
other urban areas. 

“Industry needs people, but it 
needs skilled people,’ Lucas 
pointed out, “We're solving this 
problem with 29 technical edu- 
cation centers in the two Caro- 
linas, And 15 of them are in the 
crescent." The centers train 
persons to perform specia! skills 
for industries. 


BIGGEST INSTRUMENT 


Walter Harper of South Caro- 
lina's Development Board called 
the centers “the biggest single 
instrument the state has in eco- 
nomic advance." 

With the region expected to 
add almost a million persons in 
two decades, officials hope res- 
ervation of space for transporta- 
tion routes, schools, housing de- 
velopments and recretation area 
will prevent both the congestion 
and disorderly growth that has 
characterized ^ other ^ urban 
areas. 

The crescent grew up along 
the Southern Railway’s main- 
line between Washington and 
Atlanta. Today its lifeline is In- 
terstate 85, a modern highway 
which eventually will extend 
from Petersburg, Va., to Mont- 
gomery, Ala. 

A trip down “Textile Alley,” 
as U.S. 29 and I-85 is called, be-

GROWTH EXAMPLE 


A recent study at the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina indicated 
the crescent is an example of 
industrial growth superimposed 
on a small farm agricultural 
economy.

“Suppliers are being attract- 
ed by the base industries here. 
Companies that once shipped 
materials here are now locating 
here," said Leo J. Heer, execu- 
live director of the Southern 
Furniture Exposition in High 
Point. 

Heer pointed to the sewing 
machine industry, chemical 
companies and manufacturers 
of furniture hardware which 
have located in the High Point 
area. 

Banker Bland Worley of 
Greensboro said, “the only rea- 
son W. F. Fancourt Co. (mak- 
ers of textile chemicals) came 
to Greensboro from Philadelphia 
was to be near its customers, 
the makers of women’s hos- 
jery.” 

Worley gave this example of 
regional thinking: 

“If we can't get a new indus- 
try for Greensboro, let's get it 
for Charlotte. Anything that 
helps any part of the crescent 
helps the rest of it." 

Greensboro has the executive 
offices of Burlington Industries, 
Cone Mills and the synthetics 
division of J. P. Stevens & Co., 
its largest division. It is also 
headquarters for two large in- 
surance companies, Jefferson 
Standard and Pilot Life. In Aug- 
ust, 1965, Greensboro will be- 
come the largest regional postal 
center between Washington and 
Atlanta. 

Twenty-seven miles west of 
Greensboro is Winston - Salem. 
According to a leading econom- 
ic consultant, Winston - Salem 
has become “a regional city, 
serving as a center of retail 
trade, of finance, of transporta- 
tion, of medicine and of educa- 
tion.” 

It is home of Wachovia Bank 
and Trust Co., largest bank in 
the Southeast, the huge КБ, J. 
Reynolds Tobacco Co., and 
Wake Forest College. 

John F. Wattlington Jr., Wa- 
chovia president said of the 
Piedmont's future: “I forsee 
continued population and per- 
sonal income growth for the 
crescent, faster than for the na- 
tion." 


А. Н. Galloway, president of 
R. J. Reynolds, said, “The fact 
that our company has made its 
headquarters in the Piedmont 
for the past 89 years attests to 
our unfailing confidence in the 
people and the resources of the 
region.” 


COMMERCIAL HUB 


Charlotte, in the heart of the 
crescent, is the commercial 
hub. Charlotte, with a popula- 
tion of more than 200,000 and 
Gastonia have almost merged 
into a continuous urban area 
and have begun regional plan- 
ning. The cities are 25 miles 
apart. 

Ralph Isley, secretary of Gas- 
tonia’s Industrial Diversifica- 
tion Commission, emphasized 
that textiles will remain the 
city's backbone. There has been 
some diversification in recent 
years. r 

The Greenville, S.C., area 
ranked among the top 10 na- 
tionally in industrial growth last 
year. It added electronics, met- 
alworking, and other small in- 
dustries, 

Alester G. Furman III, presi- 
dent of a lage Greenville insur- 
ance brokerage, said, “We have 
all the essential elements for 
great economic progress in 
Greenville, such as an efficient 
labor supply, water, climate, 
transportation, aa alert and 
progressive business commun- 
у, and the availability of cap- 
ital." 

Despite a generally optimistic 
outlook, the crescent has many 
of the problems that have long 
faced other urban areas—slums, 
traffic congestion and the exod- 
us of business from downtown 
areas. 

Urban renewal projects, ex- 
pressways and downtown revi- 
val projects are helping revital- 
ize the larger cities. 

Furnitureman Heer summed 
up his feelings on the crescent's 
future this way: 

"An economist once told me 
that to find out what is going to 
happen in the immediate future, 
look at what has happened in 
the immediate past.”

that these students, who have two strikes 
against them in their first day in the ele- 
mentary school, drop out before high school 
days, with little training of any kind and with- 
out the skills necessary in finding a good job. 

Is it any wonder that about 14 per cent 
of the teen-age labor force is jobless, com- 
pared to around 3.9 per cent for adult men? 

Reading and listening with understanding 
are indispensables in education. Most of the 
slum children, white and black, never acquire 
these educational rudiments. Discussing this 
problem in a recent issue of Harper's Maga- 
zine, Charles E. Silberman said that the public 
schools have not even begun to approach a 
solution. Thus, he concluded, the “sad con- 
sequence” is that “the public school system is 
failing to educate between 50 and 80 per 
cent of its Negro and white slum children.” 

The ten schools selected for experiment 
are in or on the borders of Negro and Puerto 
Rican neighborhoods. 

But the new program is not limited to the 
education of slum children, Other features in- 
cluded for ‘the public-school-system are: team 
teaching and wider use of television; much 
smaller classes in all school departments; 
seven-day use of school buildings annually; 
and intensive professional services, including 
those of psychiatrists, psychologists, guidance 
counselors, social workers, physicians, dentists 
and others besides the teachers. 

This “new design” is a carefully planned 
and far-reaching program for better education 
for all students. If it is carried through to 
success in New York, it should have tre- 
mendous effect for good throughout the na- 
tion's public-school system.

After considering the results of some ex- 
periments in pre-kindergarten teaching for 
children three and four years old, the New 
York City Board of Education has asked Mayor 
Wagner for $5 million to start what the Board 
calls a “new design” in ten elementary schools 
of the city school system. (The total cost would 
be $10 million, but half the sum is avail- 
able in the city school budget). 

The plan would mean more teachers and 
services in all the public schools. But, if the 
"mew design” should prove successful, it has 
considerable promise of becoming one of the 
most important programs ever undertaken in 
the nation’s public schools. 

Educators and other citizens have long 
been concerned over the slow progress of 
many slum children of both races in the be- 
ginning grades of the public schools. They are 
just mot prepared. The new program would 
provide all-day kindergartens, and pre-kinder- 
gartens for the children three and four years 
old. 

These children come from a “starved” 
home environment in which they learn or 
absorb just about nothing educational. Com- 

pared to what the younger children of the 
middle classes acquire, most of the slum 
children are pitifully ignorant. They are espe- 
cially unprepared, as they enter the first grade 
of school, in reading and in understanding 
what the teacher is saying to a class. 

Therefore it happens, almost inevitably, 
that the extremely unprepared pupils are slow 
in the early elementary grades. They never 
catch up with the majority of their classmates.

Asa Gray, eminent naturalist, long familiar 
with the Southern Appalachians, once wrote 
that, in a trip of 30 miles through Western North 
Carolina, he encountered more native trees than 
can be found in a journey from Turkey to Eng- 
land, through Europe, or from the Asiatic coast 
to the Rocky Mountain plateau. 

When Dr. Ambler wasn’t busy with his pa- 
tients, he was working to stir up support for 
the park. He secured the support of U.S. Sena- 
tor Jeter C. Pritchard and other members of 
the North Carolina delegation in Congress. In 
cooperation with the Asheville Board of Trade, 
thousands of letters were sent out. 

A park convention met in the Battery Park 
Hotel Nov. 22, 1899, called to order by Capt. 
Thomas W. Patton of Asheville. N. G. Gonzales 
of Columbia, S. C., was elected temporary 
chairman and Dr. Ambler temporary secre- 
tary, In an address, Locke Craig explained the 
objects of the meeting. 

Among those present and taking part In 
committee work were: Josephus Daniels of Ra- 
leigh; A. H. McQuilkin of Asheville (who had 
written numerous articles on the park move- 
ment for his magazine, "Southern Pictures 
and Pencilings"); J. J. Seay, Moses Cone of 
Greensboro; Col. A. M. Waddell, F. R. Hewitt, 
F. C. Mason, Charles A. Webb, R. D. Gilmer; 
S. Wittkowsky of Charlotte; W. B. Gwyn and the 
Rev. Dr. Thomas Lawrence. 

Mr. Webb moved that the organization be 
known as “The Appalachian National Park As- 
sociation,” and thus the name was after some 
debate adopted. 

George S. Powell was elected president 
of the association; Dr. Ambler, secretary- 
treasurer. Mr. Webb was elected a director 
and in later years was appointed a mem- 
her of the North Carolina Park Commission. 

Many familiar names appear in the lists of 
those attending the convention: W. T. Craw- 
ford, S. P. Ravenel, C. S. Shenck, E. P. Mc- 
Kissick (then manager of the Battery Park), 
Pleasant Stovel of Savannah, Dr. H. N. Wells 
of Waynesville, Capt. J. E. Ray of Asheville, 
Thomas W. Rauol, Frank Jarrett of Dillsboro, 
Clark Howell, J. A. Holmes and many others.

The convention adopted a memorial to Con-

Mr. Dillon Treads The Watershed 


In a speech June 6 before the annual 
Business Conference of the Harvard Business 
School, Secretary of the Treasurer Douglas 
Dillon set forth an economic doctrine that 
tends to arouse dissent among some Democrats 
and Republicans. In the last three and a half 
years, Mr. Dillon said that the Administration 
had crossed a “significant watershed” in the 
history of American economic policy. 

The Secretary of the Treasury did not 
base his text on the somewhat remarkable 
performance of the national economy since 
1961. Instead, and taking his stand on eco- 
nomic grounds often the scene of controversy, 
he placed his emphasis on “the emergence of 
a national determination to use fiscal policy 
as a dynamic and affirmative agent in fostering 
economic growth.” 

Changing that long-word statement into 
more familiar terms, Mr. Dillon was explaining 
and defending such policies as “mixing” gov- 
ernment spending and tax reduction to spur 
a lagging movement of industry and general 
business. 

But what about the huge deficits that such 
policies may create? This is what disturbed 
Senator Byrd of Virginia, chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, when President 
Kennedy proposed rather drastic tax reduc- 
tion. It worried others in both parties. And 


the fact is that the combined deficits of 1963 
and 1964 are the largest in peacetime history, 
not excepting the big deficits under President 
Eisenhower. 

Answer to the fears and objections ex- 
pressed during the long congressional and 
national debate over tax reduction is not 
lacking. The economy has advanced, strongly 
and widely, since 1961—though wise caution 
might add that the country may not yet be 
entirely out of the economic woods. 

Yet the economists in general agree with 
Mr. Dillon that in, the last three years the 
Government’s expenditures, its debt manage- 
ment and monetary policies have recharged 
the batteries of the U. S. economy. 

The idea of Government intervention m 
economic affairs is not new. But Mr. Dillon 
is right in saying that its application since 
1961 has marked what seems to be the be- 
ginning of a new period of economic history,

There are so many things that can be done, and 
need to be done, in this area that time permits only a 
brief summarization by general types: 

1. The antitrust laws should be strengthened, their 
coverage extended and their enforcement revitalized. А 
It is particularly imperative that antitrust be used to | 
reduce existing market power by dissolution, divorce- 
ment and divestment, and to prevent conglomerste 
mergers and acquisitions. 

2. The cooperative movement should be extended 
forward into the intermediary functions of processing, 
packaging, storage and distribution of agricultural 
products. This, as experience has proven in other coun 
tries, is one of the best defenses against monopolistic 
intermediaries who stand between the farmer and the 
consumer, and exact tribute from both. 

3. Our experience with privileged monopoly in the 
natural resource, public utility and service areas has 
proven unsatisfactory. Hence, further expansion of pub- 
lic ownership and cooperative ownership in these e 
fields is desirable. This will yield a two-fold benefit to 
farmers—it will reduce their direct living and produc- 
tion costs, and it will strengthen the purchasing power 
of their urban consumers. 

4. The reduction, or preferably abolition, of tariffs, 
quotas and embargoes against foreign competition, par- 
ticularly on industrial goods produced under monop- 
olistic conditions, is one of the easiest and most effec- 
tive ways to reduce market power. Here, again, a twe 
fold advantage accrues to farmers—lower prices for in- 
dustrial goods and expanded foreign markets for sgri- 
cultural products. 

5. Modification of other governmental polices which 
promote monopoly, such as: 

a. Privileges and subsidies for Big Business. 

b. Patents. 

е. HOA RE regulation by independent commis- 
sions. 

à. Tax loopholes. 

€. Price fixing, non-competitive procurement, stock- 

piling, guarantees, “buy American” provisions. 

1. Private control of money and credit. 

These devices have proliferated to such an extent 
in recent times that governmental favor, in its various 
forms, has become the principal foundation of monopoly 
power. The net effect is to create “the new age of 
Mercantilism"—a system of state created, protected 
and subsidized monopoly capitalism. It is futile to talk

for total jx rroying 

This cannot be prevented, foi pe c 
is too weak to defend itself and government, baving 
become dependent on private monopoly for attainment 
of national economic goals, is precluded from restrain- 
ing monopolistic aggression. Thus, when government 
gives hostages to fortune by promoting and subsidizing 
monopoly it seals the fate of both free agriculture and 
free business enterprise. 

Although this truth would appear self-evident many 
agricultural and political leaders have failed {o rec- 
ognize it. They have assumed erroneously that the 
family farm could be preserved by applying to agri- 
culture generally the techniques of monopoly—produc- 
tion controls, price fixing, stock piling, dumping and 
subsidization. Thirty years of effort and some tbirty- 
five billion dollars of public money have been squan- 
dered in pursuit of this illusion. According to s recent 
estimate of Secretary Freeman, subsidy payments now 
account for approximately one-half of net farm income 
(6 out of 12 billion dollars). Nevertheless, the plight of 
the small and medium-sized farmers grows worse; 
their liquidation continues steadily; agricultural produc- 
tion becomes more and more concentrated; the inte- 
gration of Big Agriculture with Big Business proceeds 
apace; subsidization merely serves to enrich the large 
commercial producers, absentee landowners, capital 
gains speculators, and monopolistic purveyors of goods 
and services. 3 

The solution is not, as extremists claim, to “discon 
tinue all public supports and return agriculture to the 
free market." Such a policy would produce chaos and 
general bankruptcy in agriculture, but it would not 
solve the problem. It is fantastic to insist that agricul- 
ture operate in a free market while industry operates 
in a mopolistic market with government support and 
subsidization. This policy would produce a worse im- 
balance than now prevails. : 

What we need is a dual reorientation and redirec- 
tion of national policy. On the industrial front, we should 
reduce market power and restore free competition. On 
the agricultural front, public support should be directed 
specifically to preservation of the family farm. All 
subsidies to Big Business and Big Agriculture should be 
discontinued; they are neither necessary nor socially 
defensible. Some transitional subsidization wil) doubt- 
less be necessary to put the family farm on à more 
secure and efficient basis, and to facilitate tbe restora- 
tion of free competitive enterprise in the industrial 
sector, but such support should be limited in time and 
specific to the public purposes to be served. In order | 
to avoid undue shock effects on the economy both of | 
these movements should proceed gradually*end after | 
careful planning. Haste and drastic action sre not of

Doomed Cancer Patient 


Must Find Identical Case 


TUCSON, Ariz. — (AP) — Some time 
in the next six months, maybe in two 
weeks, a former University of Illinois 
football player, Robert F. Allen, is go- 
ing to die of cancer, the doctors say. 

They offer one way out—if Allen, a 
Tucson insurance executive who will 
be 29 on March 9, can find someone 
with ostéogenic sarcoma, a rare type 
of bone cancer, and O positive blood. 

If that person can be found—and 
agrees to try a new cancer treatment— 
both he and Allen may live. 

Last fall, two physicians from Buf- 
falo, N.Y., told the American College

However, the Rev. Brooks R. Walker, 
astor of Emerson Unitarian church in 
os Angeles and author of “The Chris- 
tian Fright Peddlers,” believes the pos- 
sibility of any right-wing takeover is 
so remote that it must be considered 
"nearly an improbability." 

“It could only occur if the American 
people and their leaders suddenly lost 
their concern for our nation's future, 
if some economic disaster destroyed 
out middle class, and if our strong 

judiciary, and especially the U. S. 
Supreme Court with its concern for 
defending minority and individual rights, 
was eliminated as one of the balancing 
forces of our tripartite system.” 

“History shows that the presence of 
a middle class is the crucial dis- 
tinction between nations which manage 
to maintain a stable democracy and those 
which do not,” the Rev. Mr. Walker 
continued. 

“The bulk of America’s middle class 
are not people who are unconcerned 
but who will not be stampeded into 
totalitarianism. They're like the Ameri- 
can revolutionary soldier, who, ques- 
tioned about whether it was Locke's 
writings or Jefferson and the young 
radicals that convinced him of the 
necessity to fight England, answered, 
‘Neither . . . I just didn’t want to 
be told what to do by those damned 
Redcoats.' " \ 

The Rev, Mr. Walker, whose home 
was bombed in 1962 as he was talking 
on right-wing extremism at Temple Sinai 
in Beverly Hills, feels that if Senator 
Barry Goldwater is elected in Novem- 
ber, "we will see much less extremism, 
less right-wing harassment, and fewer 
front movements as the right-wing 
— come out from under- 


ground.

"Goldwater could not have won the 
Republican presidential nomination if he 
had not wom-the- California primary, 
and he would not have won that without 
the support of right-wing extremists," 
the Rev. Mr. Walker said. 

“There are 12,000 Birchers in South- 
ern California and they were busy as 
only extremfsts can be busy, passing 
out literature for Goldwater and ring- 
ing doorbells for him. They won the 
primary for him in the precincts.” 

“I think Goldwater's controversial 
statement about extremism being a vir- 
tue in defense of liberty can be 
interpreted as a subtle thank-you’ for 
Birch Society support in helping him 
win the nomination." 

Goldwater must be defeated, the Rev. 
Mr. Walker said, for his failure to 
disavow support by extremists and 
racists, for failing to support the 
civil rights movement, and for his for- 
eign aid policy. 

“For example, it is American tradi- 
tion to respect the rights of other 
nations to exist as we insist that they 
respect our right to national survival. 
Goldwater violates this value consensus 
by saying there can be no accommoda- 
tion to communism. I don’t think we 
can afford to test this vague statement 
to see how far he will go not to accom- 
modate. 

“His record in race relations is in- 
defensible, and on the separation of 
church and state, it is even worse. 

“His defeated amendment to the fed- 
eral education bill would have revised 
it to grant aid to private and parochial 
religious schools as well as to public 
schools, This is a willful disregard of 
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the first amendment and flies in the 
face of religious and constitutional 
traditions of separation most sacred to 
his nation.” 

To combat right-wing extremism, the 
Rev. Mr. Walker feels four steps are 
necessary: The public must keep well 
informed on the dangers of both right- 
ist and leftist extremism; it must use 
the law to challenge illegal extremist 
tactics, such as passing off lies as truth 
or fiction as fact, and it must participate 
actively in all of the “humdrum work 


of a democracy,” in all civic, religious, 


community, political and educational 
organizations. 

“Most important are face-to-face en- 
counters. If a solution is to come, it 
will come from our willingness to listen 
to a person, to accept his valid points, 
to participate in a dialog with him, 
Every American must understand that 
there is a plenty of room for him in 
the mainstream of American politics 
so he does not have to resort to secret 
extremist activity."

NCREASING a national chorus of demand that 
the John Birch Society be formally investigated, | 
United States Senator Keating of New York and | 

Rep. Shelley of California have called for a thorough 
congressional probe of the controversial organization. 

In this demand they join Robert Welch, founder 
and leader of the society, who previously had asked 
United States Senator Eastland of the Senate Inter- 
nal Security subcommittee to conduct an official 
inquiry, and made the same request of Governor 
Brown and Attorney General Mosk. 

Congressmen Hiestand and Rousselot of Califor- 
nia, both avowed members of the society, have taken 
the same stand. 

Against this unanimity from both pros and cons 
on the society's activities, a dissenting voice has 
arisen: That of the American Civil Liberties Union.

,The latest classic example of political .schemirg 
directed at Christianity is the John Birch Society. Its 
founder, Robert Welch, a former industrialist ar 
director of the National Association of Man 
in his pitch to win over Protestant evafipelicals, the^* 
bulk. of Protestantism, blasts the infidelity, heresy and 
socialistic opinions of modernists and liberals. To 
capture fundamentalist organizations and mass follow- 
ings, he adroitly champions them against supposedly 
liberal church. councils and groups that are anathema 
to fundamentalists. Thus, thousands of fundamental- 
ists look upon Welch as a great Christian and his 
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Communism, 

y. The new leader of many of America's religious and 
economic conservatives takes a dim view of liberalism 
of any kind, and especially of democracy, a term he 
goes to great lengths to castigate. Broadening his con- 
of fundamentalism to include Catholics and Jews 
yho see it his way politically, Welch declares: 

"Now I know that there are still millions of devout 
Catholics» .fundamentalist Protestants and faithful 
Jews Î is country who still believe unquestioningly 
in the divine truths and powers which their Bibles 
reveal them; À © 

"Let all of us thank whatever God we severally 
worship that there is still so large a remnant of the 8 
really true believers still left. We: honor them. We 
need their steadying adherence to the rock of rever- 
ence, and their aspiration of unwavering ресе to 
ancient and divine commandments.” ~ ee

Possibly with an eye to important right-wing Cath- 
olics like former Notre Dame law school Dean Clar- 
ence Manion and Father Richard Ginder of Our 
Sunday Visitor, who are on his national council, and 
extreme Protestant fundamentalists among his re- 
gional leaders, Welch tried to discredt many Protes- 
tant ministers by saying: 

"Fully one-third of the services in at least the 
Protestant churches in America are helping that (dis- 
believing) trend. For the ministers themselves are 
not true believers in the Divine Names or the Divine 
Teachings to which they give lip service, as they go 
through their conventional motions on Sunday morn- 
ings. Some have merely watered down the faith of 
our fathers . . . into an inocuous philosophy instead 
of an evangelistic religion. Some have converted 
Christianity into a so-called *social gospel' that by- 
passes all questions of dogma with an indifference 
which is comfortable to both themselves and their 
parishioners; and which ‘social gospel’ becomes in fact 
indistinguishable from advocacy of the welfare state 
by socialist politicians. And some actually use their 
pulpits to preach outright Communism, often in very 
thin guise, if any, while having the hypocrisy to thank 
God in public for their progressive apostasy.” 

After throwing this sop to approving Catholics and 
fundamentalist Protestants, Welch quickly avoids par- 
tiality by admitting that “perhaps slower, and not yet 
so far advanced in some cases,” there just might be 
a little disbelief, which he works into “socialism,” 
among Catholics and Jews, too, But “the true funda- 
mentalists in our midst, whether Catholics, Protestants 
or Jews, are the moral salt of the earth.” He produces 
no evidence to prove that one-third of the Protestant 
clergy are false to their faith nor does he demonstrate 
by what occult power he can look into ministers’ 
minds to discover whether or not they are true be- 
lievers. 


INJECTION OF RELIGION 


Christians are certainly opposed to Communism’s 
dialectical atheism, But what enthusiastic supporters 
of the Birch Society do not note is that Welch, who 
continually injects religion into his political movement, 
is vague about his own religious beliefs. While making 
hay by running his mower over the liberals, the Birch- 
ist leader has some unorthodox views of his own. In 
his Blue Book, the Society’s political bible, Welch 
has this to say: 

“I personally think that, at the present level of our 
knowledge, we must conceive of this Divine Being 
having done so by creating Milky Ways and astronom- 
ical universes, with laws and purposes whicl caused 
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planets like our Earth to develop; and by creating 
evolutionary forces which both produced man and en- 
dowed him with purpose greater than his individual 
self." 

“The same thing is true with regard to those grad- 
ually-acquired characteristics of his own animal nature 
and later human personality, which converted him 
from monkey to primate, to barbarian, then to a 
man..." 

After quoting several free-thinking poets to reinforce 
his philosophy, Welch explains: “Lest some of you think 
there is anything blasphemous or even too secular 
in my repeated reference to the poets in this discus- 
sion, let me point out to you that the men who wrote 
many of the books of the Old Testament, and those 
who wrote most of the books of the New Testament, 
were the poetic spirits of their respective ages. Theirs 
were the minds on which their contemporaries and 
successors depended to interpret and phrase man’s 
most profound thoughts, most permanent beliefs, and 
deepest faith. Those same interpretations and record- 
ings and expressions of man’s developing experiences, 
beliefs and faith do not come to us today as further 
books added to our Bible; but they are being given 
to us, with greater and easier understanding than we 
might otherwise achieve, by the same kind of reverent 
and poetic minds.” 


NO FUNDAMENTALIST 


Demonstrating his fundamentalist background— 
and at the same time escaping its restrictions now— 
this master politician asserts: “I first broke through the 
intellectually restricting bonds of the unusually nar- 
row Southern Baptist fundamentalism in which I was 
raised, more than 40 years ago. I loved everything 
about it except the specific details of its dogma.” 

A remarkable statement, considering that a reli- 
gion's dogma is just about what a religion is and that 
Welch makes much of the “faith of our fathers” and 
“true believers.” 

Among the 20 or more nationally-known corpora- 
tions heads and arch conservatives in the Birch 
Society’s national council is another individual who 
has mixed Christianity all up with political issues. This 
one is Thomas J. Anderson, publisher of several siz- 
able farm magazines. 

A Methodist, Anderson has let go at his church 
leadership time after time. not through the proper 
channels of his denomination but in his magazines 
that are read by the general public. 

Obviously, it is the political viewpoint of some of 
his fellow churchmen that angers Anderson. If they 
were extreme political rightists, he probably would 
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find little fault with what they believe doctrinally. 
That he himself is not too reverent is evident from 
jesting references he has made to the Bible and de- 
scriptions of great Christians. In the February issue 
Farm and Ranch, for example, he editorially referred 
to the Apostle Paul as “an emaciated epileptic,” 

Unquestionably the Birchists, like politicians of all 
ages, propose to tie Christianity to their movement, 
making “Christians” of those who agree with them 
and liberals, disbelievers and un-Americans of those 
who do not. 

While criticizing democracy and currying the favor 
of some Christians by pitting them against others, in- 
jecting religion into a political issue and hitching 
“Christianity” to their political bandwagon, using such 
terms as “Less government—more individual responsi- 
bility,” it seems that the practical object of the Birch- 
ists is revealed in Welch’s speech to his lieutenants in 
which he says: 

“The men who join the John Birch Society during 
the next few months or few years are going to be 
doing so primarily because they believe in me and 
what I am doing and are willing to accept my leader- 
ship anyway. And we are going to use that loyalty, 
like every other resource, to the fullest possible advan- 
tage that we can. Whenever and wherever, either 
through infiltration by the enemy or honest differ- 
ences of opinion, that loyalty ceases to be sufficient 
to keep some fragment in line, we are not going to be 
in the position of having the Society’s work weakened 
by raging debates. We are not going to have factions 
developing on the two-sides-to-every-story theme. 

"Those members who cease to feel the necessary 
degree of loyalty can either resign or will be put out 
before they can build up any splintering following 
of their own inside the Socety. . . . But whenever 
differences of opinion become translated into a lack

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of loyal support, we shall have short cuts for elininat- 
ing both without going through any congress of so- 
called democratic processes. . . ." 

The Society is clearly monolithic, it has one-man 
leadership. Welch admits it: “The John Birch Society 
is to be a monolithic body. He also says: "The John 
Birch Society will operate under completely authori- 
tative control at all levels," 

Welch himself mentioned to an audience, *If I 
were the *man on the white horse' on our side in this 
war, which is still political and educational rather 
than military.” He underscored the words himself, 
Not many recall that the original “man on the white 
horse” was Benito Mussolini, founder of the Italian 
Fascist Society, which grew into the Fascist Party, 
eliminating all other parties, 

Mussolini, Hitler and Franco were “dedicated and 
dynamic leaders" and not dictators—until they had 
enough following to become dictators. Theirs was a 
crash program to save their countries from Commun- 
ism—which they, at least, did by giving their people 
a stiff dose of fascism or monolithic rule. After 22 
years, Spain is still stuck with Franco. Starting out 
with simple platforms, it was easy for the fascists, 
after using churchmen and the fear of Communism to 
place themselves in the saddle, to add as many more 
planks to their platforms as they wished, giving their 
lands unrestricted monopoly capitalism, plus murder, 
instead of Communism. This was splendid for the 
privileged few but tough on ordinary citizens. 

An odd inconsistency in the Birchist program to 
which Christians are asked to subscribe is the use of 
Communist methods and tactics to defeat home- 
grown Reds. Such methods are questionable, such as 
letter-writing propaganda and various pressure cam- 
paigns, cells, front organizations, political intrigue and 
razzle-dazzle. But, says Welch, “the front business, 
like a lot of techniques the Communists use, can be 
made to cut both ways.” 

The doubtful “question technique"—implying that 
the person questioned is guilty of something by the 
nature of the question, without saying so—is justified 
by the Birch generalissimo on the ground that, "the 
question technique, when skillfully used in this way, 
is mean and dirty. But the Communists we are after 
are meaner and dirtier . . .” 

In short, here is advocacy of one “mean and dirty” 
evil to defeat a meaner | and dirtier one. Instead of 
choosing Christian ethics, Americans are urged to 
choose between two evils. | 

And, in insinuating that Christians must choose 
strictly between the Communist way or the Birch way,

Foreword 


"Gloucester, 'tis true that we are 
in great danger. 

The greater, therefore, should our 
courage be, " 


Many people have written us that they were afraid to sign our petitions 
against a summit conference, for feár of retribution by the Communists. 
To them we would say that their caution is understandable but futile. 

You don't have to do anything to get on the Communists! purge lists. 

By failure to oppose Communist plans at every turn these people merely 
hasten the day of Communist retribution for their very thoughts. 


A few former warriors of renown in this life-and-death struggle, over- 
come by pessimism, have recently laid down their arms (or their pens 
or microphones, as the case may be), They feel that we are so "sur- 
rounded" as to make resistance hopeless, and that the only course left 
is to die with dignity. To them we would say that there is no dignity even 
in death, for those of us who are aware of what is happening to our 
country, unless we die fighting against its enslavement. 


But to members of The John Birch Society we simply say: Join us in 
The Hymn Of Defiance. Fou will find the words, and the familiar music 
to which they are to be sung, on the last page of this bulletin. At all 

of our chapter meetings during November where Coordinators are 
present, they will have tape recordings of the singing of The Hymn Of 
Defiance. These recordings are home-made, by non-professionals, 
and without even background music -- on purpose. Their sole ob- 
jective is to help you to associate the words with the tune, and our 
Home Chapter members will have to arrive at this concordance without 
even that much help. 


We hope, however, that the mere words will express the attitude of us 
all. The men and women in The John Birch Society realize full well 
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that our danger is great. But they are resolved that their courage, their 
determination, and their effort will all be greater. They have no thought 
of añy course but unceasing battle with the Communist ghouls, until the 
whole bestial conspiracy is utterly destroyed. At the cost of whatever 
dedication and sacrifice may be required, the members of The John Birch 
Society expect to lead, and to win, this fight against the Communists. And, 
going on from there, they intend to do all they can to bring about an era 

of less government and more responsibility in a better world. 


A Brief Report 


All members who have heard our basic presentation know that we consider 
letter-writing -- when used like à rifle instead of like a blunderbuss -- 
as one of the Society's most effective weapons. We now have hundreds of 
new members, however, who know nothing at all of our previous letter- 
writing campaigns. A quick look at one or two small successes, for which 
we can take at least some credit, may therefore be worth while. 


About a year ago, for instance, WNAC in Boston started a fifteen-minute 
radio program called Dangers Of Apathy, for every Sunday night at 10:45. 
They expected to run it for thirteen weeks. Actually it ran for thirty- 
nine weeks last season. It was advertised and boosted on an excellent 
thirty-minute television show over WNAC-TV in June, It will almost cer- 
tainly run all of this winter. It will be supported by two different half- 
hour TV programs during the next few months. And we are sure that the 
two separate barrages of mail which our members in the Greater Boston 
area poured in on WNAC last spring had something to do with encouraging 
them to this continuation and expansion of Dangers Of Apathy. For ordi- 
narily a radio station or TV station, which does have the patriotism and 
fortitude to run an anti-Communist program, receives plenty of brickbats 
from the Left but never a word of applause from the Right. 


One of our other campaigns was directed at blocking, wherever we could, 
the organized dirve of the oneworlders to have department stores sub- 
stitute UN insignia this December for conventional Christmas decora- 
tions. We believe that this drive -- whether many of its supporters 
recognize the fact or not -- is merely a part of a long-range Communist 
plan to take all religious significance out of Easter and Christmas and 
all patriotic spirit out of our present nationalist holidays. We believe it 
is quite important to oppose, as forcefully as possible, every cunning 
step planned in that direction, And even as small as The John Birch 
Society was when we embarked on this campaign, our members already 
hold letters signed by the presidents of all of the largest department 
stores in Boston, and by the heads of many department stores in other 
cities, stating that those stores will stick completely to conventional 
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Christmas decorations during the holiday season now approaching. And 
by the next Christmas, with our gathering strength, we expect to be able 
to make it very uncomfortable indeed for any department store that tries 
to prostitute the spirit of Christmas into a means of promoting the Com- 
munist-controlled United Nations. 


But out of our many letter-writing efforts, the one of which we have been 
most proud was the small flurry of praise and encouragement forwarded 
to Jacques Soustelle. For Soustelle had been mercilessly smeared by 
Look, Life, the New York Times, and the whole "liberal! pack -- for 

no other reason than that, next to Adenauer, he has now become the 
firmest and most important anti- Communist statesman in Western Europe. 
So Soustelle was amazed and vastly encouraged to find that there were 
plenty of Americans who understood what was really happening in Algeria; 
who were bitterly opposed to the underhanded support by our Government 
of the Communists there and in Cuinea and in Laos and even in France 
itself; and who were willing to take the trouble to tell him so. Your 
Founder had a very nice visit with Jacques Soustelle in New York just 

two or three weeks ago, when comparatively few people even knew he was 
in this country. And we are sure that the letters of approval written him 
had had palpable influence on the side of French firmness, in those scales 
where the immediate future of Western Europe now hangs in the balance. 


In many little ways besides letter writing, however, and some not so 
little, our members have been making their determination and their ef- 
forts count. In a report received just today, for instance, from our 
Coordinator in Tennessee, occurs this paragraph: 


"You'll be delighted to hear that the little nine-man 
chapter in Gatlinburg, headed by John Morell, broke 
the hold of the four dedicated World Federalists in 
town over the City Council, and that there will be 

no United Nations Day celebration. Instead, yes- 
terday the schools had a program celebrating United 
States Day. This should help our growth there. "' 


As to more ambitious undertakings by the Society as a whole, we note with 
pleasure the report in this week's papers that the East-West Summit Con- 
ference is now being talked about for sometime in the spring, with the 
French Government having considerable to say about the whole affair. 
This is a far cry from what was visibly planned last April, or from what 
was practically announced as to the East-West Summit this fall when 

the Khrushchev-Eisenhower exchange of visits was sprung on the Ameri- 
can public, And our Committee Against Summit Entanglements, both 
through its original petitions and later through its newspaper advertise- 
ments, sparked and inspired a great deal of the mounting opposition 
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which brought about these various postponements. But we covered that 
activity in some detail in our bulletin for October, so shall refrain from 
repetition here, 


Our effectiveness in quite varied areas of effort, however, and the 

esprit de corps of our Society, are steadily increasing. Our total com- 
bined efforts still amount to only a tiny drop, against the huge flood of 
continuing Communist successes. But they show what can be done when 
we have the numbers and the strength that are just waiting to be recruited, 


Let!s Write Some More Letters

Reprinted near the end of this bulletin is a recent editorial by the incom- 
parable Tom Anderson, in Farm and Ranch, It is in the form of a letter 
to Nikita Khrushchev, and it is pretty rough. But for a publication with 
a circulation of 1,300,000, and an advertising revenue running into 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, this piece of Straight Talk took a lot 

of courage. And its outspokenness serves to crystallize and encourage 
the resentment of a lot of good Americans against what is happening in 
Washington, 


We have inserted the editorial in this bulletin partly because we thought 
you would enjoy reading it, whether or not you have Victorian qualms 
against some of the language used. But also because it supports our 
argument that, in this struggle against the collectivists of all hues, there 
are occasions when we really have to play rough too -- the same as they 
do all of the time. This is no pillow fight in which we are engaged.

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And probably no explanation is needed by our members. But I personally 
have always doubted that Henry J. Kaiser himself, the fairhaired "tycoon" 
of the Roosevelt administration, could ever have run a peanut stand suc- 
cessfully without government furnishing him the capital and then buying 
the peanuts. But the Kaiser "industries" spawned by the newdeal and 
subsequent favors have posed as members of the free-enterprise business 
community. And it would not be too far-fetched to imagine that the 
Roosevelt-Truman-Eisenhower socialist administrations had pampered 
the Kaiser dynasty for the very purpose of developing a Judas goat that 
could go on and on, leading the real business interests of this country to 
the slaughter.

Charles Van Doren, it seems clear, not only 
participated (for very high pay) in a fraudulent deception of the public as 
to his intellectual prowess, but apparently lied under oath to a district 
attorney engaged in trying to investigate this very practice, But of course 
Mr. Van Doren comes from a great "liberal" family, and even worked 
himself as an editor for that most "liberal" of publishing houses, Harper 
and Brothers. So it would be both silly and unkind to consider integrity 
as anything a liberal so certified even needed, for his high position in 
that glittering world of the intellectual Left. 

As for that "distinguished family," their "fame" rests primarily on 
the long association of at least two of its members with The Nation, a 
publication which has during that whole association always been about as 
far left as you could go without landing in Red Square. I don't believe you 
can find one man in a hundred who can name, or that even you yourself can 
name, one single thing the most distinguished patriarch, Mark Van Doren, 
of this "most distinguished" literary family, ever wrote. But we "liberals" 
do have to look out for each other, don't we, Mr. Luce? Otherwise, we 
might not get invited to the right dinners, or the sale of our magazines 
might suffer. 

Of course a few years ago we put ourselves in right with the Left, by 
giving Stalin's hatchet man, Tito, the greatest favorable publicity build- 
up, throughout several issues of Life, that any human being has ever 
received, And that massive, vicious, unfair, and even untruthful attack 
on the great patriot, Senator McCarthy, in Time! That really did things 
for us for a long while, didn't it, Mr. Luce? But the effect of such 
splurges does wear off. The glow of our "liberalism" needs recharging. 
So, when we can exalt the Van Doren family (just when they need it most), 
show our disdain for oldfashioned morality, eulogize George Catlett 
Marshall as a "noble soldier," and editorially advocate repeal of the 
Connally Amendment, all in one issue, we should be able to count ona 
whole new halo from the Liberal Establishment, shouldn't we, Mr. Luce? 

Of course it does all leave one problem, Mr. Luce, or maybe two. 
How in heck can you sleep nights, or look at yourself ina mirror? It's 
true that in the circles to which you have now so happily become accustomed, 
you probably hear nothing but flattery and applause. But in this country, 
Mr. Luce, there are still millions of good Americans, with an oldfashioned 
and solid sense of values, who have been watching you and your magazines 
with increasing disgust for years.

Of course it is too late for Letter No. 1 to do any good in the present 
steel strike. But we believe that a thousand letters like it would have an 
eye-opening impact which might serve the cause of American free-en- 
terprise well in some future situation which could be muddied by a Kaiser. 
And timeliness is not of the essence in letters Nos. 2 and 3. 


The best handling of each letter would be for every member to write his 
own version in his own language, using the above samples simply as 
guides. Buí there would inevitably be enough similarity in enough let- 
ters for a connection to be obvious. And we don't think it matters. In 
fact, if any member (or a lot of members) finds it easier simply to copy 
any one of these letters verbatim -- they have been carefully worded -- 
and mail it with a personal note prefixed, we think the effectiveness may 
be just as great.

You have only to read the current newspapers and magazines (like the 
October 26 Life) to see how surely and aggressively and rapidly the 
Communist line is now being rammed down the throats of the American 
people from every side, and under every conceivable disguise. The above 
letters represent an attempt to start fighting against this comprehensive 
and smothering attack, in ways that may be more effective for the very 
reason that they are unexpected. With both courage and energy equal to 
the occasion, let's pour all three of these letters into their respective 
destinations. 


And Another Letter 


The No. 7 issue of ONE MAN'S OPINION, published in May, 1957, con- 
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sisted entirely of a short biography of Chiang Kai-shek. Dr, Hollington 
Tong, former Chinese Ambassador to the United States and himself the 
best known biographer of Chiang, purchased two thousand copies of this 
issue, and said it was the best short life of Chiang Kai-shek he had ever 
read, We do not quote this statement for the sake of vanity, I assure 
you, but simply to reassure you that the history is dependable. For 
enough copies have been mailed to each Chapter Leader so that every 
member may pick up one at the November meeting; and a single copy is 
being mailed herewith to every Home Chapter member. (In fact, so that 
nobody will think we are wasteful in sending this by first-class mail to 
the Home Chapter members, perhaps we should explain that there would 
be no saving, and much delay, if we sent the magazine by third class in 
a separate envelope from the bulletin. ) 


Chiang Kai-shek, far from being the dictator which his Communist 
enemies have charged, has always had the establishment of a truly 
republican form of government for all of China as his greatest ambition. 
Consequently, twice already during his long and extremely able career, 
he has voluntarily stepped completely down from his position of power 
and leadership, to avoid the possibility of even any appearance of being 
a dictator; and in the hope that somebody else could do a better job for 
his country under the then current circumstances. Both times the re- 
sults were disastrous for China and for the anti-Communist cause in 
Asia. 


Taking advantage of this idealistic attitude of Chiang Kai-shek, and using 
all of the heavy pressures that are available, our Government is now en- 
gaged in an attempt to "persuade" Chiang to retire "for the good of his 
country." The Chinese Communists, having failed in all efforts to 
eliminate Chiang in any other way, are now counting on Washington to do 
it for them. Of course Washington is glad to oblige. And if our Govern- 
ment holds out promises for the future, of advantages to Formosa and 
perhaps to all of China, that seem attractive enough; and if, at the same 
time, it paints a black enough picture of what is going to happen unless 
Chiang does yield to this sugar-coated threat; under the combined 
pressures of this cajolery and blackmail Chiang might actually give in 
once again, and withdraw. It is entirely pos sible he could be convinced 
that, under today's conditions, somebody not so controversial as him- 
self would be better for the Republic of China as its president. 


Any such development would be a catastrophe of the first magnitude. 
Chiang Kai-shek personally is the one strong rallying point for all of the 
anti-Communist strength and sentiment in all of eastern Asia. His 
highly successful government on Formosa, and the prosperity and per- 
sonal rights of the ten million Chinese on the island, make it a showplace 
and a symbol of freedom, in striking contrast to the starvation and 
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tyranny under Communism. And so long as Chiang personally heads the 
government on Formosa, just the possibility of his return to the main- 
land remains a constant nightmare to the murderers in Peking, and an 
asset of inestimable value to the whole anti-Communist cause. 


So this is an urgent request that every member write a letter to Presi- 
dent Chiang. In order to make that letter as intelligent and convincing 
as possible, you may need to study, carefully the short biography in 
ONE MAN'S OPINION. That is why we have sent it to you. And we hope 
you will not shy away from the work involved, for this is important. 
Your objective, of course, is to let Chiang know that there are a vast 
number of Americans, of whom you are one, who admire him greatly 
for many things (specify whatever you may wish); that these millions 
of Americans not only have confidence in him as a leader of the anti- 
Communist forces in eastern Asia, but hope very much to see him 
eventually return to the mainland and become the President, de facto as 
well as de jure, of a united republican China; and that, since he has 
never been to America, some of us have decided it would be a good idea 
to write and tell him of our esteem and admiration, 


It will probably be better if you say nothing of any rumored effort of our 
government to persuade him to step down. Use the positive approach in- 
stead. Just let him know how much a lot of patriotic Americans are 
counting on him to continue to lead the fight against the Communists, in 
his part of the world, with ever-increasing effectiveness. And I can 
give you a tip as to one thing to put in your letter which he will like. It 
is that your greatest concern, naturally, is over the ultimate danger to 
your own country, the United States, from the enemy that is trying to 
destroy him. You will find this thought explained more fully in the first 
long paragraph on Page 11 of the ONE MAN'S OPINION we have sent 
you,

The salutation can be Dear Mr. President, or Dear President Chiang, 
or can take any other form that sounds friendly and respectful. Send 
your letter by airmail, as regular first-class mail might take as much 
as two months. The postage will be 25¢ (regular American stamps) for 
anything up to the first half ounce, and then 25¢ for each half ounce 
thereafter. Go to it, and make it a good letter. Chiang Kai-shek is a 
great patriot, a great human being, and during the war years remained 
a great friend and ally of our country at tremendous known cost to him- 
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self, Patriotic Americans owe him tremendous gratitude and support. 
But above all of that, he is fighting our battle for us today, against the 
dirtiest of enemies and the heaviest of odds. His interests and pur- 
poses are identical with our own. 


At Last We Come To The Agenda 


Of course the letter-writing discussed above is a part of our requests for 
the month. Of course we want each member to read one book, out of 
those in his chapter materials or on our approved list, which he has not 
read, (We repeat once again that we are an army fighting with facts as 
our most important weapon, and that to be better informed is to be better 
armed.) Of course we want our members (both of local chapters and of 
our Home Chapter) to engage in recruiting for new members. Use the 
Blue Book to help you wherever it seems advisable. And of course we 
want every member, for whom it is practicable, to check with his local 
library about certain conservative books and insist that they be on hand. 
The specific books with which we ask you to be concerned during Novem- 
ber are: 

Buckley: UP FROM LIBERALISM 

Schlamm: GERMANY AND THE EAST-WEST CRISIS 

Kulski: PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE 

LaPierre: THE FREUDIAN ETHIC 

Chodorov: THE RISE AND FALL OF SOCIETY 


These are all good books. They are also new books, which have all been 
reviewed recently in AMERICAN OPINION. Every library should stock 
them all -- and will do so if enough people insist. 


But we are not going into the above requests in any more detail, because 
this bulletin is already getting so long. And we still have two most im- 
portant items to cover. They both have to do with growth. For while we 
are growing quite rapidly right now, we have barely started to gather the 
real strength and numbers we shall need. 


And we have found the Blue Book tremendously effective, not only for 
bringing in Home Chapter members, but for reaching outstanding patriots 
who are willing to become Chapter Leaders, or to join and help to build 
new chapters under other leadership. We have also found that our "in- 
vitation letter, " To A Good American, inviting the recipient to send two 
dollars for the Blue Book, has brought splendid results when mailed to 
the names on a good enough list. And this method enables us to get the 
Blue Book into a lot of excellent hands without a prohibitive cost to our- 
selves. 
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So what we are looking for now is top-quality lists of prospective mem- 
bers, of the unquestionable moral character and strong patriotic pur- 
pose which we want in The John Birch Society, And where better to 
turn for such lists than to our present members? We are hereby asking 
each member, as one of the "assignments" for the month, to make up a 
suitable list and send it to us as promptly as is practicable. 


Your list should be of relatives, neighbors, friends, business associates 
and acquaintances; or even people you have merely heard about but do 

not know personally, provided you know enough about them, But please 
remember: We are not, at this stage or in this operation, looking for 
anybody to convert. We are seeking now to gather, into one national 
group, conservatives who are already aware of our danger and determined 
to turn back the Communist advance, We offer coordination and direction 
to make their efforts immensely more effective. A conversion or awaken- 
ing of honest "liberals" is something which we can undertake at other 
times and in other ways. Our present goal is to find, and reach with our 
message, good Americans who are ready and waiting to join The John 
Birch Society as soon as they have enough understanding of its back- 
ground, methods, and purposes. 


Your list can contain one name, ten names, a hundred names, or a thou- 
sand, provided it is made up with sufficient care. Be sure to spell all 
names correctly, give the proper initials or first names correctly, and 
give the exact address (preferably but not necessarily home address) 
against each name. We shall check every list against the cards we keep 
on Blue Books already mailed out, before sending even an "invitation 
letter," so you do not have to worry about possible duplications. We be- 
lieve we can keep the total cost of all handling and mailing (including 
postage) down to about twelve cents per name, If you send us good 
enough names, and enough of them, your help will enable us to make 
another large step forward, 


About Another Kind Of Growth 


As we have explained in the original presentation, and on many other oc- 
casions, dues from our members will barely cover the costs of our 
record keeping, correspondence, monthly bulletins, and other contacts 
with members and coordination of their activities. They were set that 
way on purpose, For other "fronts" and services we have to have other 
funds. So we always need money. 


Now please don't misunderstand us, We are not at all short of money 
for operating purposes, and this is no hand-to-mouth organization. 
Because we have always cut both the daily suit of our activities and the 
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for operating purposes, and this is no hand-to-mouth organization. 
Because we have always cut both the daily suit of our activities and the 
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"Sunday" suit of expansion to the cloth of our resources, The John Birch 
Society has always been quite comfortable financially from the very day 

it was founded. We have kept a healthy cash balance in the bank at all 
times, and have added to our staff only as we could see our way clear 

for months ahead. An unquestionable solvency and comfortable cash posi- 
tion are absolutely necessary to efficiency, and we do not want to waste 
any of your money simply through not having enough of it -- nor do we 
intend to do so. 


But we can see so many things to be done in this fight, for which the need 
is both urgent and important, Just for one small illustration, we are 
bombarded by requests from our members and Coordinators for informa- 
tion and material on UNICEF, or Fluoridation, or METRO Government, 
or dozens of other topics, which help is needed for some local battle in 
which our members are engaged. Actually we have most of the material 
wanted, which I have accumulated in my own extensive files over the past 
eight years -- and am still accumulating. But keeping it organized and 
digging out what fits and taking care of the requests in a really helpful 
manner is utterly beyond us in a situation where -- as right this minute -- 
we have three days! mail nobody has been able to get at (even though we 
have about fifteen people in the two offices) and I myself have not even 
been home at all two nights out of the past six. 


So we should like to set up right here a Research Department (which is a 
high-sounding name for one man and one girl) specifically to provide such 
requested information and assistance to our members -- and to keep our 
material in shape so that Verifax copies can be made of the pertinent 
items for forwarding without delay. We should also like to add more 
paid Coordinators in the field, to speed up our growth. We should like to 
establish many more "fronts," like the WOMEN FOR LAW AND ORDER 
which we have already started. And frankly I should like to have a really 
able administrative assistant to take some of the load off my shoulders; 
not for my personal comfort, because I would work just as hard anyway, 
but so as to have more time to think more clearly and plan further ahead, 


Now if you will pardon me for what seems to be a hairsplitting distinction 
but really is not, we have never asked anybody for money for The John 
Birch Society. We have explained what we were trying to do, and how, 
and why. This explanation of course made clear our need for money to 
carry out our plans and purposes. As a consequence patriotic (and 
practical) men and women, who have believed in those purposes and in 
ourselves, have -- entirely on their own initiative except in one single 
instance -- supplied the money which has enabled us to make the progress 
we have. But far from ever passing a hat or soliciting contributions, we 
have not even wanted anybody to join The John Birch Society or to supply 
money to the Society in any other way, unless he himself really wished 
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to do so, as a result of his own thoughts and convictions, on his own initia- 
tive, and without any prodding from us. 


And exactly those same considerations hold here. Not only are we not 
asking our members for money, but we don't want any member to feel that 
there is the slightest urging on our part that he do anything more -- 
financially =- than simply pay his dues. But we have taken the trouble 

to explain some of our needs, because of a very encouraging development 
which has come about without our planning or expecting it. A few of our 
members have recently started -- entirely on their own and independently 
of each other -- to send us monthly checks which have nothing to do with 
their dues, but as contributions which they advise us we can count on re- 
ceiving regularly every month. It is a grand, much appreciated, and most 
encouraging form of support and demonstration of confidence. We have 
felt it would be entirely proper for us to tell all of our members about it. 
For with enough such amounts of anywhere from five dollars to a thousand 
dollars each, coming in every month from those who feel they can afford 
it or really want to make that sacrifice, there is no question about how 
much more rapidly we would be able to move -- or to acquire the size 
and strength that would make us a decisive factor in this struggle to save 
our families, our country, and our civilization, 


Miscellaneous 


There are many other things which should go in this bulletin, but we can 
exhaust your patience no further. There is one news item which must 
be included. Mr. Willis Carto never was able completely to sever his 
connection with, or responsibility for, some of his own earlier endeavors 
-- as it had been thoroughly understood he would, when he came to work 
for us in June. So two weeks ago we parted company on an entirely 
friendly basis, and we wish for him every success and increasing ef- 
fectiveness in all of his patriotic efforts. 


Our honorable mention this month goes to Chapter 29, of which Mrs. 
Harmon L. Brown is the Chapter Leader, in Midland, Michigan. Mrs. 
Brown, many of her members individually, and the chapter as a whole, 
have all been extremely active in forwarding many different purposes

Mr. Nikita S. Khrushchev, 
Guest of Honor at Large, United States of America 


Dear Mr. Khrushchev: 


Welcome to the land of opportunity! The land where any- 
body who wants to get out, can! So nice of you to come. 
With the U.S. Honor Guard mothering you, you're safer than 
an American scab trying to cross a Perfect Circle or Kohler 
picket line. He gets no government protection. 

This is history-making! Never before has the opposing 
conquerer been wined and dined by the enemy during the 
war unless surrender negotiations were under way. 

The main reason given for your being here is that you 
will learn about America. Our great leaders told us all 
during World War II that all you fellas in the Kremlin 
needed to do was "understand us." Vyshinsky, Molotov, 
Gromyko, Mikoyan, Kozlov and others have spent much 
time among us and look how much good that's done. 

Kozlov toured our country and was immediately con- 
verted: He announced that we would turn Red, 

Gen, Eisenhower, you know, is our greatest compromising 
General. He compromised Berlin in the first place, so nat- 
urally he’s the logical one for you to settle it with. Whatever 
you do, don't go near the Waldorf Towers. A real, honest-to- 
goodness fighting General named MacArthur lives there, and 
that might undermine the effect of your whole trip. 

In 1955 you told us: "If anyone thinks that our smiles 
mean the abandonment of the teachings of Marx, Engels, 
and Lenin, he is deceiving himself cruelly. Those who ex- 
pect this to happen might just as well wait for a shrimp to 
learn to whistle." 

You have announced: "We must recognize that we can- 
not coexist eternally. One of us must go to the grave. We 
do not want to go to the grave. They (the West) do not 
want to go to the grave, either. So what must be done? 
We must push them to their graves.” And just recently you 
declared: “We will bury you!” That made us turn as 
pale as an undertaker’s apprentice. You know why our 
President invited you? He was afraid not to! We've decided 
we'd rather live on our belly than die on our feet. 

We now have a balance of terror. "An atmosphere in 
which," Ike says, "new attitudes might be developed." Ike 
is, he says, "conducting conversations, exploring Mr. Khru- 
shchev’s mind,” and he hopes to “melt a little ice.” He 
will—like spitting on a glacier; like Sir Neville Chamberlain 
melted at Munich 21 years ago. 

This Big Two meeting could well “liquidate the greatest 
danger to peace—American military bases.” Since we now 
have good will and brotherhood there is no need for all 
these expensive American “security” programs, U.S. over- 
seas bases, armaments. We can now spend all that money 
on welfare, more TVA's, the Soil Bank and Reclamation. 

Please, Mr. K., go easy on us. Remember what we've done 
for you. We paved the way for your teacher, Stalin, by 
eliminating Hitler, Mussolini and Tojo. Our great humani- 
tarian President, F.D.R., "recognized," rescued, revitalized 
Soviet Russia. We gave you $11 billion (that'd be $24 billion 
today) in aid to keep you in the war against our enemy. 

Roosevelt and Hopkins were shrewd traders: They bought 
an enemy for $11 billion that's worth today many times 
that. We did it because we were both in a war to make 
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the world safe for democracy. For 25 years we've known 
you were our friends and needed only to understand us. 

We understand you want to buy from us, with our money, 
as is customary. What do you want mostly, chains? strych- 
nine? iron curtains? 

Lenin once said, "The American businessman will sell 
the rope to hang himself with if he can make a profit on 
iL" You can do business with our leading rope salesman, 
Cyrus Eaton. But some reactionaries hope there's only one 
American you'll do business with: an undertaker. 

Your boys are shooting up Laos in Indo-China, getting 
more real estate for you while you're here. That first night 
you stayed in the Blair House I can see you now down on 
your knees with your chubby hands clasped sweetly over a 
glass of vodka, saying your little prayer: “Now I Laos down 
to sleep, I flay thee, Ike, my Seoul to keep; if I should die 
before I Wake, I play the Bomb my goal to take.” 

Your diplomacy has gained you Communists an empire of 
900 million people whom you have saved from having to 
make their own decisions: the Ukraine, Georgia, Caucasia, 
Siberia, Turkestan, Estonia, Latvia, Armenia, Poland, Lithu- 
ania, Romania, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria, Serbia, 
Albania, Crotia, Slovenia, Tibet, North Korea, Mongolia, 
North Viet Nam, East Germany and China. Can we have a 
summit with all of them, please? 

Don't be offended by the few crackpots here who've given 
you trouble. Just remember that Congressman Walter of 
the House Un-American Activities Committee has reported 
that "The Kremlin has succeeded in enlisting, at a conserva- 
tive estimate, more than a million Americans . . . There are 
at this moment the equivalent of some 20 combat divisions 
of enemy troops stationed on American soil . . . troops that 
are loyal only to the Soviet." You have, according to Con- 
gressman Scherer of Ohio, "at least 2,000 Communist agents 
and saboteurs stationed in vital defense plants here." 

The en- 
slaved of the world are grateful. You've kept them from 
holding false dreams. Our own murderers, most of whom 
are in jail, are grateful.

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THE INCREDIBLE JOHN BIRCH STORY

It all starts with a man named Robert Welch, whose deep love 
for America caused him to give up his position as Vice-President in 
charge of sales in a very successful company. 

He left in order to devote the rest of his life to studying 
and combatting the cancerous growth of communism. 

Welch saw the seme pattern unfolded in one country after 
another, Infiltration and subversion from within was the standard 
technique used, 

Welch followed the trail of subversion in America and was 
prompted to write his preliminary findings in a personal letter. 

Copies of this letter were sent to a selected list of friends. He 
made it very clear that it was merely his personal opinion and was 
not for publication. 

I received a copy and I was impressed by the magnitude of 
the research Welch had done. Episode after episode was carefully 
documented, and they all ended in victory for the Communists and a set- 
back for America. 

It was perfectly obvious that the sole responsibility for 
these crimes against America rested with the Administration which 
left the White House in 1960, 

Whether it be attributed to ignorance, neglect, timidity or 
actual co-operation, the result is the same, 

Only one conclusion is possible, Either the Chief of State 
did know what his underlings were doing, or he did not know, 

Based on the devasting evidence, Welch could only conclude 
that he did know, 

Naturally, such a letter came as a shock to most who read it. 

But the record showed that at least one communist infiltrator 
had been caught up with, in spite of the fact that every attempt to 
defend him and to shield him had been made by the Administration in 


office at that time. Alger Hiss did go to prison because he lied 
under oath about his communist affiliations. 
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Then, of course, I realized that our Founding Fathers, over 
and over again, warned us not to blindly place our trust in men pre- 
sumed to be "good". They begged us to practice eternal vigilance in 
preserving the precious human liberty which they had won for us and 
to safeguard it within the framework of a constitutional republic. 

This classic warning from Thomas Jefferson should be 
mentioned here: 

"In questions of power, then, let no more be heard 
of confidence in man, but bind him down from mischief by 
the chains of the Constitution," 

Woodrow Wilson re-echoed these warnings some fifty years 
ago, when he said; 

"She history of liberty is a history of the limitation 
of governmental power, not the increase of it. When we 
resist, therefore, the concentration of power, we are 
resisting the processes of death, because a concentration 
of power is what always precedes the destruction of human 
liberty." 


Today, the Cuban debacle stares us in the face. 

A former Communist, Nathaniel Weyl, in his new book, "Red 
Star Over Cuba", proves condusively that Fidel Castro had been a 
known Soviet agent since 1948, 

Yet, our government, with Dwight Eisenhower in the White 
House playS@t@ decisive part in placing Castro in power, insisting 
that he was not a Communist. 

The New York Times sponsored Castro, and irresponsible 
television newscasters such as Edward R. Murrow, Ed Sullivan, Jack 
Parr and Dave Garroway fought for his favor. Some even went so far 
as to call Castro, "The George Washington of Cuba", 

But the cold, hard fact is that Castro is a Communist, has 
been a Communist for many years and Cuba is now a Communist satellite, 
a few miles from our shores. 

Gentlemen, the dismal facts about Cuba and the repeated 
warnings from our ancesters simply will not stay brushed under the 
rug. 

But to get back to Welch's letter. As presviously states, 
I read it, I groaned inwardly, I prayed to God that Welch was wrong, 


I locked up the letter and I went about my business, 
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As Welch continued his study of Communism, he discovered 
that almost any group can be controlled by 5%, or less, of its 
membership, if placed in the policy making positions. 

This formula even applies to Russia, where at least 95% of 
the people are not members of the Communist Party. 

In seeking an effective means to combat this Communist 
technique, Welch concluded that a determined, hard-core of informed, 
resolute patriots acting in concert, might offer a counterforce 
strong enough to stave off the threatened Communist conquest Of- 
America from within, 

With that approach in mind, he formed the John Birch Society 
named after a young Baptist missionary who, as an officer in the American 
army, Was murdered in cold blood by our communist “allies" in China. 

The purposes, the motives, the goals, the philosophy, the 
structure and other data are all spelled out in the Blue Book, which 
anyone can purchase for two dollars from the John Birch Society, 
Belmont 78, Massachusetts, 

It is immediately obvious, to anyone who wishes to know the 
truth, that there is nothing secret, semi-secret or subversive about 
the John Birch Society. 

We are convinced that the inherited and inherent right of each 
individual American to live his life as he wishes, and not as some 
bureaucrat orders him to, is dissolving into thin air as the government 
in Washington continues to usurp forbidden power and grow in size. 

We are also certain that the world-wide Communist Conspiracy 
to enslave ali mankind is not being arrested by the American government, 

The John Birch Society seeks to open as many American eyes 
as possible to those two facts, 

To do so, it proposes three steps: 

First, to keep its members informed by the reading of 
articles and books, 

By way of illustration, I have here three books which are 
being brought out in paper bound editions to sell at $1.00 each. 

Each of these books deals in an authorative manner with 


different aspects of the Communist conspiracy, 





The first book is entitled, "I SAW POLAND BETRAYED", It was 
written by Arthur Bliss Lane who was the American ambassador to Poland 
at that time. As an honorable career diplomat, he could no longer 
stomach the betrayal of Poland by America. In sorrow and disgust he 
resigned from the State Department to document in book form this 
sickening betrayal--hoping to open the eyes of his countrymen, 

The second book is "NINE MEN AGAINST AMERICA" by Rosalie 
Gordon, This is a real eye-opener. It documents carefully the 
Supreme Court decisions that are in open conflict with the Constitution. 
No red-blooded American can read this book and have the slightest doubt 
that the members of the Supreme Court should be investigated by Congress. 

The Third book, "THE WEB OF SUBVERSION" by James Burnham is 
& concise, documented story, taken from official records, It shows 
the appalling extent of infiltration that has already been exposed in 
the different branches of our government. It is all from the printed 
record--from testimony given under oath. 

It is our intention to bring out paper bound editions of 
other books dealing with the communist conspiracy. 

Now, I ask you, is it bad to act like a patriot? 

Is it criminal, disloyal or reprehensible to expose treason 
in our Republic? 

The second step which the John Birch Society proposes is to 
inform as many other people as possible. 

Does spreading the truth make the members of the John Birch 
Society Hitlerites, Fascists, Anti-Semites, Lunatics, MeCarthyites, or 
whatever else the commie rat-pack of the press and the air-waves call us? 

In the Gospel are we not told: 

".....¥e shall know the truth, and the truth shall 

make you free." 

God gave us a brain and presumably expects us to use it. 
Shall we neglect this gift from God and permit ourselves to be 
brainwashed into stupidity and impotencyly the Communists? 

The third step proposed by the John Birch Society is to 


concentrate specific action on specific targets. 
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A.perfect example of the effectiveness of this procedure is 
the recent action of the Senate Military Affairs Committee. As you know 
Senator Strom Thurman introduced a resolution calling for an investigation 
of the Pentagon and State Department attempts to delete all derogatory 
statements concerning the Communists from speeches made by high ranking 
military officer. 

The press reported that there was no chance of this resolution 
being passed, because the White House, the Pentagon and the State 
Department had all turned thumbs down. 

But this is what happened. 

As soon as it was known that the Senate Committee planned to 
vote on the resolution the John Birch Society sent air mail letters to 
all chapter leaders requesting quick action in the way of getting wires 
and letters to the Senate Committee urging the passage of the Thurman 
resolution, 

The Committee was swamped. I know of one community where 
only a hand-fullof John Birch members were responsible for over 1,000 
telegrams. 

Senator Russell, chairman of the committee, reported that 
over 150,000 messages were received. 

The protest from home will be heeded, if it is concentrated 
on a specific target. 

Instead of voting against the Thurman resolution, as predicted 
by the press, the Committee passed it by a 15 to 1l vote. 

The brazen attempt by Senator Fulbright to seal the mouths of 
the officers responsible for the defense of this country will now be 
investigated, 

Another current example of this is the present drive to 
bring Chief Justice Warren before the House of Representatives under 
impeachment proceedings. The Society sponsors "The Movement to Impeach 
Earl Warren". Petitions addressed to the House of Representatives are 
being signed all over the country by thousands of alerted citizens. 





A resolution to bring Earl Warren before the House under 
impeachment proceedings will be introduced when Congress convenes 
next January. 

A bill 6$ particulars will show that the school integration 
issue is but one of many reasons advanced for his impeachment. 

Now, I realize that many of you consider this an ill-advised 
project. Some of you, splitting legal hairs, doubt that cause for 
impeachment exists. 

Others agree that Warren and the entire court should be 
impeached, but take the defeatist attitude that it can't be done, 

Still others consider the very thought of such action as disrespectful 
and react by saying in a shocked tone: 

"Well, after all, he IS our Chief Justice," 

Granted, He is that. But how did he become Chief Justice? 

Does anyone in this room deny that his appointment was a 
cheap, sordid political pay-off? 

Does anyone deny that Earl Warren is the only Chief Justice 
in our country's history with no judicial experience? 

Does anyone deny that his arrogant reversal of long-standing 
decisions has robbed the States of their sovereignty and has concentrated 
forbidden power in Washington? 

Does anyone deny that his decisions favoring the Communist 
conspirators within our midst have been gleefully hailed by our enemies, 
both at home and abroad? 

The impeachment process was put into the Constitution for the 
very purpose of bringing a public servant accused of misconduct into 
the House of Representatives for questioning. 

If, through cowardice or defeatism, we have reached the point 
in America where appointment to office transforms ordinary citizens into 
dieties, above reproach, and beyond the reach of the people, then this 
Republic is dead, 

If Congress cannot even question an appointed office holder, 
in accordance with that provision in the Constitution, then our freedom 
is gone and Khruschev can take us whenever he wants to, 

But before we permit our convictions to be undermined, let us 
consider this warning from Thomas Jefferson: 
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"There is no danger I apprehend so much as the 
consolidation of our government by the noiseless, and 
therefore unalarming instrumentality of the Supreme 
Court." 

So, you see, instead of being subversive cratkpots as the 
left-wingers charge, the John Birch Society is fighting for a return 
to the best book on human government ever written--the Constitution 
of the United States of America. 

We seek the recapture of that precious liberty which has 
been so tragically voted sway by unserupulous, ignorant, or misguided 
politicians in both parties. 

Less government and more personal responsibility is the goal 
of the John Bireh Society. 

Chapters of the John Birch Society sprang up rapidly from 
coast to coast and the projects sponsored by the Society began to 
annoy the Communists. 

Then at a meeting in Chicago a copy of Welch's confidential 
letter was used by our enemies in an attempt to destroy the Society. 
By purposeful prearrangement a reporter was planted in the audience and 
at a propitious moment the possessor of the letter introduced it in 
an obvious attempt to discredit the Society. This was done in spite of 
the fact that Welch's letter was written before the Society was formed 
and was strictly his own personal observation. 

The reporter pushed to press with a complete distortion of 
fact and unloosed a slanderous and false attach upon the John Birch 
Society. 

But this initial blast of lies failed to destroy the John 
Birch Society. It continued to grow. 

Then on February 25, 1961, the People's World, a Communist 
party mouthpiece of San Francisco, trigered the present big nation- 
wide blast of slander against the Society. The false statements 
printed in that sheet have been and still are echoed and re-echoed in 
the press and over the air waves of America. 

Fortunately, some of the more responsible and more level- 
headed editors in America refused to be stampeded into joining in this 
tirade of abuse, and I am proud to count Knoxville in this category.

Robert H. W. Welch, Jr., a retired candy manufacturer who lives at Belmont, Massachusetts, 
founded the John Birch-Society at a meeting-in Indianapolis-on December 9, 1958.

Leaders and most members of the Society feel that America is rapidly sinking into socialism 
and that the end result will be total submergence of America in a one-world socialist society 
under control from the Kremlin. 


They feel that our republic could be saved if enough Americans realize what is happening 
and do what they can to influence public opinion and governmental policies toward a re-establish- 
ment of the political system and. ideals which are embodied in the American Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, Constitution, and Bill of Rights. 


Tre basic unit of The John Birch Society is the local chapter, with ten to twenty members. 
Such chapters exist, or are being organized in all states and communities. Mr. Welch's announced 
membership aim is one million. Welch issues monthly bulletins to all members, recommending 
reading and study materials, and suggesting action — such as, writing Senators urging them not 
to repeal the Connally Reservation, and so on. 


Welch urges members never to do anything against their own beliefs. He assumes no author- 
ity to order anyone to read the materials and take the actions he suggests. All members join 
voluntarily. The membership agreement reserves to the Society the authority to expel any member 
at any time: the purpose is to keep fools, dupes, and communists from. taking over John Birch 
chapters. 


Members take no pledge of secrecy. The John Birch Society never was a secret society in any 
sense, although it did go virtually unnoticed by the press for more than two years — until early, 
1961, when Welch recommended that all Birch Society members work to create public opinion 
that would persuade the House of Representatives to bring impeachment charges against Chief 
Justice Earl Warren. 
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| have no connection, in any way, with the John 
Birch Society (or with any other organization, 
except my church); but I was delighted when 
Welch initiated the Warren-impeachment pro- 
ject, because I had been advocating impeachment 
for nearly five years. Issues of my Report were 
among the principal reading material which 
Welch recommended to Birch Society members in 
connection with the impeachment effort. 


The proposal to impeach Warren apparently 
touched a raw nerve. It caused a sudden, nation- 
wide attack on the John Birch Society, remarkably 
similar to the attack of ten years ago on the late 
Senator Joseph McCarthy. 


Here, in abbreviated form, from Welch’s April, 
1961, bulletin to John Birch members, is an ac- 
count of the attack on the Society: 


On February 25, 1961, The People’s World, 
official communist newspaper published in San 
Francisco, attacked the John Birch Society. Time 
magazine attacked on March 10, 1961, using the 
word “cells” in reference to Birch Society chap- 
ters, just as the communist newspaper had done; 
and singling out the same Birch Society Coun- 
cil members that the communists had singled out. 


Within two weeks, more than a hundred news- 
papers throughout the nation ran articles, prac- 
tically all of them inaccurately condemning the 
Society for things it has never done or does not 
believe in. A good many of these so slavishly 
followed the line set down in San Francisco that 
the communist attack can reasonably be called 
the *mother article" for scores of tirades against 
the Society in big metropolitan dailies all over 
the nation.

l founding the John Birch Society, Robert 
Welch warned that America has already been 
taken so far down the path toward totalitarian 
socialism that if patriots wait much longer be- 
fore making a determined effort to restore our 
free and independent republic, they will find that 
American patriotism has already been outlawed 
and that patriots will then be treated like out- 
laws and subversives. 


Developments in the John Birch Society con- 
troversy point up the significance of this grim 
warning. Officialdom is already treating promi- 
nent patriots like outlaws and subversives. The 
two subsequent articles in this Report — "Gen- 
eral Walker," and "Republic Versus Democracy" 


— are illustrative. 


General Walker 


Major General Edwin A. Walker graduated 
from West Point in 1931 and has served with 
distinction in the Army ever since. He has two 
combat decorations and the Legion of Merit for 
outstanding performance of duty in peacetime. 


General Walker was commander of the Ar- 
kansas Military District in 1957, during the Little 
Rock affair. In 1959, he was reassigned to Ger- 
many to command the 24th Infantry Division. 


General Walker is a noted, well-informed 
anti-communist. No other officer in the United 
States Army was more gravely concerned than 
he was about what happened to American boys 
in communist prison camps during the Korean 
war: thousands of Americans brainwashed by the 
communist enemy, because the Americans knew 
practically nothing about the history or ideals 
of their own nation. 


When he went to Germany, General Walker 
initiated a troop-information program, hoping 
that his troops would learn something about 
Americanism: about our traditions and principles 
of freedom; about the threat of communism; about 
the importance of patriotism. 
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The Christmas card which General Walker 
sent to the men in his division in 1960 is typical 
of the kind of material to which he exposed them. 
The front page of the General's Christmas greet- 
ing features pictures of the star of Bethlehem, of 
the Holy Bible, and of a soldier in battle dress. 
Messages on the front page relate that in 1941 
the 24th Infantry Division was in God’s hands, 
in Hawaii; in 1950, the 24th Division was in God's 
hands, fighting in Korea against a more dangerous 
enemy than in 1941. Under the caption, "Christ- 
mas Today" (1960), General Walker said to 
his troops: 


“The 24th Division is still in God's hands — not 
fighting a shooting war, but fighting the war of 
ideas with those who deal in half-truths and 
lies and distortions . . . . Standing on the brink 
of the pit of hell which is the communist camp, 
American fighting men . . . rely on God and their 
own strength ....” 


That is the tenor of General Walker's entire 
Christmas message to his troops. 


0. April 9, The Overseas Weekly, in a fea- 
ture editorial, complained that General Walker's 
troop-information program was à John Birch 
Society project. On April 14, 1961, General 
Walker issued a formal statement saying that this 
program was: 


“not associated or affiliated with any or- 
ganization or society. It is designed to develop 
the understanding of American military and 
civil heritage, and the tactics and objectives of 
those enemies who would destroy it.” 


Nonetheless, President Kennedy on April 18, 
1961, relieved General Walker from his com- 
mand, on the basis of The Overseas Weekly al- 
legation. 


The Overseas Weekly (frequently referred 
to by Gls in Europe as “The Oversexed Weekly"), 
is a small, privately-owned, newspaper published 
for American servicemen in Europe. Incorpor- 
ated in the state of Delaware, the newspaper 
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lists Marion von Rospach as president; Anthony 
Biacone as vice president; Harold Melahn as sec- 
retary-treasurer; and John Dornberg as news 
editor. 


In 1953, Lt. General Charles L. Bolte, then com- 
manding general of the Army in Europe, banned 
The Overseas Weekly as unfit for American 
servicemen. Later, the Army permitted the paper 
on Army newsstands again. 


United States Congressman Dale Alford 
(Democrat, Arkansas) calls The Overseas W eek- 
ly a “salacious, overseas pink sheet” which ha- 
bitually features “half-nude show girls — pic- 
tures of a type most American newspapers would 
decline to print.” 


A glance at The Overseas W eekly will reveal 
why its managers object to General Walker's 
emphasis on patriotism and truth. For example, 
the Sunday, April 16, 1961, issue features an 
article praising the movie City Without Pity, stat- 
ring Kirk Douglas. The article is headlined “Film 
Recalls Bamberg Rape; Seven Gls attacked Girl, 
15,” and begins: 

“A motion picture based on the sensational 
rape in 1956 of a 15-year-old girl here by seven 
Gls is electrifying German movie-goers. 

«Сиу Without Pity,’ also scheduled for re- 
lease in English this summer, is too close to fact 
to be fiction and faithfully portrays the head- 
line-making trial of seven Bamberg GIs who 
ranged in age from 18 to 24. 

“Based on a best-selling novel by Munich news- 
paperman Gregor Dorfmueller, the film changes 
just enough of the trial's outcome to tell viewers 
that ‘all references to persons living or dead is 
purely coincidental’. .. . 

“The real-life 15-year-old Bamberg schoolgirl, 
whose name was never published, was raped in a 
woods near here while her 23-year-old German 
male companion was held and forced to look on 
helplessly during the savage attack’. OF 


la the Kirk Douglas picture, the GI rapists 
(who, The Overseas Weekly claims, ‘represent a 
cross section of the U. S.’) were played by white 
actors. The rape of the 15-year-old German school 
girl was committed by seven negro soldiers.

Republic Versus Democracy 


0. May 14, 1787, an extraordinary group of 
men assembled in convention at Philadelphia. 
When they adjourned on September 17, 1787, 
they had written the greatest political document 
ever struck off by the hand of man — the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 


What form of government was created by the 
marvelous Constitution written at Philadelphia 
in the spring and summer of 1787? According 
to the men who were there, it was a republic, It 
was most decidedly, and for most deliberate rea- 
sons, not a democracy. 


One of the most intelligent and learned men 
at the Philadelphia convention was James Madi- 
son, delegate from Virginia, who became the prin- 
cipal author of the Constitution and later became 
the fourth President of the United States. 


As soon as the convention adjourned in Sep- 
tember, 1787, Madison joined with John Jay 
and Alexander Hamilton to write The Federal- 
ist Papers, a series of 85 articles published in the 
New York press beginning October 27, 1787, for 
the purpose of explaining the Constitution and 
persuading the people of New York to ratify it. 


l. Paper Number 10 of The Federalist Papers, 
Madison stated the general attitude of the Found- 
ing Fathers toward a democracy and a republic. 


A wise and beautifully educated man, Madison 
was a realist about human beings. He knew, and 
said: “Enlightened men will not always be at the 
helm” of government to serve as “proper guard- 
ians of the public weal.” 


Anticipating the arguments which Thomas Jef- 
ferson used in the Kentucky Resolutions years 
later, Madison knew that men cannot be trusted 
with political power. People who value liberty 
will not talk about electing “good men” and then 
“trusting” them to manage public affairs properly 
— but will seek to bind their governmental offi- 
cials down from mischief with the chains of a con- 
stitution. 


How? Can political power be safely entrusted 
to a majority of an elected Congress? Madison 
thought not, because he knew that a majority of 
a group of individuals is more likely to be tyran- 
nical — less likely to act unselfishly in the public 
interest — than one individual is. Madison said: 

".. . the majority . . . must be rendered . . . 
unable to concert, and carry into effect, schemes 
of oppression . . . (because) we well know that 
neither moral nor religious motives can be re- 
lied on as an adequate control. They are not 
found to be such on the injustice and violence 
of individuals, and lose their efficacy in pro- 
portion to the number combined together . . . .” 


Madison knew there would be times when the 
national Congress would be under the control 
of a “faction” —a majority of men who would 
"sacrifice . . . both the public good and the 
tights” of other citizens “to their own selfish in- 
terests or ruling passions.” 


Madison said: 


“A pure democracy, by which I mean a society 
consisting of a small number of citizens, who as- 
semble and administer the government in per- 
son, can admit of no cure for the mischiefs of 
faction. A common passion or interest will ... 
be felt by a majority of the whole .. . . and there 
is nothing to check the inducements to sacri- 
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fice the weaker party or an obnoxious individual. 

“Hence ... such democracies have ever been 

. incompatible with personal security or the 
rights of property .... 

“A republic, by which I mean a government 
in which the scheme of representation takes 
place, opens a different prospect, and promises 
the cure for which we are seeking . .. . 

"The two points of difference between a de- 
mocracy and a republic are: first, the delegation 
of the government (in a republic) . . . to a small 
number of citizens, and greater sphere of country, 
over which (a republic) .. . may be extended. 

“The effect . .. is... to refine and enlarge the 
public views, by passing them through the me- 
dium of a chosen body of citizens . . . . 

"It may well happen that the public voice, 
pronounced by the representatives of the people, 
will be more consonant to the public good than 
if pronounced by the people themselves . . . . 

"On the other hand, the effect may be in- 
verted. Men . . . of sinister designs, may, ... obtain 
the suffrages, and then betray the interests, of 
the people." 


Madison concluded that the republic, to be 
created by the American Constitution, would give 
the best protection against all dangers. It would 
avoid the mob rule of democracy by prescribing 
representative government. It would avoid, in the 
federal government, many pressures of local in- 
terest and passion, because of its size: the repre- 
sentatives, legislating for a vast federal republic, 
would be less influenced by petty, local hatreds. 
It would give maximum protection against tyran- 
nical control by a factious majority in the federal 
government, because the Constitution carefully 
balanced, and distributed political power, be- 
tween the federal and state governments. 


0. May 23, 1793, Thomas Jefferson (author, 
in 1776, of The American Declaration of Inde- 
pendence) had a conference (as America's first 
Secretary of State) with President George Wash- 
ington. 

The President commented on a communication 
which his staff had prepared for his signature. 
The communication was addressed to the revolu- 


tionary government of France. It referred to the 
United States as our republic. Here, in Jefferson’s 
words, is President Washington’s comment: 

“He (Washington) said that certainly ours 
was a republican government . . . . that if any 
body wanted to change its form into a monarchy, 
he was sure it was only a few individuals, and 
that no man in the United States would set his 
face against it more than himself; but that this 
was not what he was afraid of; his fears were 
from another quarter; that there was more dan- 
ger of anarchy being introduced." 


| was using, and paraphrasing Wash- 
ington as using, anarchy as synonymous with de- 
mocracy —the thing all the Founding Fathers 
feared much more than they feared monarchy. 
Their fear of democracy arose from their knowl- 
edge of the history of the tyranny and chaos of 
mob rule which had prevailed in the democracies 
of ancient Greece. In the period between the close 
of the American war for independence and the 
writing of the Constitution, there were several 
local insurrections and rebellions which intensi- 
fied the Founding Fathers’ dread of mob rule. 
Later, during the administrations of George 
Washington, the horrible example of "demo- 
cracy” in France was a grim warning to the great 
patriots of America. 


In revolutionary France, which was calling it- 
self a ‘republic,’ unrestricted majority rule pre- 
vailed. Whoever held the reins of power for a 
moment, guillotined or otherwise murdered those 
who stood in his way — on the accusation that 
they were enemies of “equality and fraternity.” 


It was the gruesome spectacle of “democracy” 
in France which was troubling Washington when 
he had that conference with Jefferson on May 
23, 1793. He did not like the implication that 
our republic in America was like the anarchy, ог 
democracy, that was called a ‘republic’ in France. 


0. July 16, 1814, John Adams (who had served 
as the second President of the United States) in a 
private letter to Thomas Jefferson (who had served 
as the third President), commented on "the hor- 
tors we have experienced for the last forty years." 
He meant, chiefly, the horrors of mobocracy in 
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revolutionary France and the consequent rise of 
the tyrant Napoleon. Adams said he believed 
such horrors would, 


*. . . ultimately terminate in the advancement 
of civil and religious liberty . . . . Our hopes, 
however, of sudden tranquility, ought not to be 
too sanguine . . . . Despotism will still struggle 
for domination; monarchy will still study to 
rival nobility in popularity; aristocracy will con- 
tinue to envy all above it, and despise and op- 
press all below it; democracy will envy all, con- 
tend with all, endeavor to pull down all; and 
when by chance it happens to get the upper hand 
for a short time, it will be revengeful, bloody, 
and cruel. These and other elements of fanati- 
cism and anarchy, will yet, for a long time, con- 
tinue a fermentation . . . .” 


E Jefferson — less fearful of the "mob rule" 
of democracy than other leading Founding Fathers 
— habitually referred to America as "our re- 


public." 


0.. Constitution pledges the United States 
to "guarantee to every state in this union a re- 
publican form of government" (Article 4, Section 
4). Democracy is mentioned nowhere in the Con- 
stitution. 


In a real "representative democracy," the 
people, periodically, by majority vote at the polls, 
select their rulers; and the rulers then have ab- 
solute power to use the people and their prop- 
erty in whatever way the rulers decide, because 
the rulers are doing it for the greatest good of 
the greatest number of people. Anyone who criti- 
cizes what the rulers are doing is an enemy of 
society, because the rulers, after all, got a majority 
vote by promising to do these things. In a democ- 
racy, standing against the majority is a black sin. 


The only basic difference between a democ- 
racy and a dictatorship of the proletariat is that 
rulers in a democracy really can be voted out of 
office periodically. 


In our old American republic, the people did 
not elect a set of rulers and then turn them loose 
with absolute power to do whatever they said was 
good for the nation. The people had a Consti- 


tution which so effectively limited the power and 
functions of the central government that no last- 
ing harm could be done even if the people did 
now and then elect evil men to high political 
office. 


l. short, there is not, anywhere on earth, an 
honest and well-informed person who will ser- 
iously contend that the American Founding 
Fathers created a democracy — or who will deny 
that they created a republic. The easiest proof 
of this can be found in the American pledge of 
allegiance: 

"I pledge allegiance to the flag and to the 
Republic for which it stands." 


A clear understanding of language is essen- 
tial to clarity of thought. The loose, widespread 
contemporary usage of the word democracy, in 
reference to the American form of government, 
is sinister and dangerous. Practically every nation 
on earth — including the Soviet Union and com- 
munist China — claims to be a democracy. The 
long-range effect of this subversion of language 
is to make the general American public think that 
there is no essential difference between our form 
of government and that of other nations — and 
that we are better off merely because we have 
freer elections and "better" rulers. 


Nothing could be more important in the world- 
wide struggle of our time than for Americans to 
know about the Christian origins and the full 
political meaning of the republic which they in- 
herited from their forefathers. 


Robert Welch, who knows all of this, is a well- 
informed American patriot. He knows that one 
simple way to start the American people toward 
re-education in the principles of their own politi- 
cal system is to call it by its right name: A re- 
public. Hence, in November, 1960 (after the 
election), Mr. Welch recommended that members 
of the John Birch Society use whatever means 
available to create the public habit of calling 
America a republic. He suggested a slogan: “This 
is a republic, not a democracy. Let's keep it that 
way. 
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That was intended as a thought-starter — to 
start Americans searching for the meanings of the 
words. If they searched honestly and sufficiently, 
their search would lead them to a fuller under- 
standing of America — of its ideals, and history. 


Many John Birch members followed the sug- 
gestion because they thought it sensible and im- 
portant. 


M. A. G. Heinsohn, Jr., President of the 
Cherokee Textile Mills, Sevierville, Tennessee, is 
a member of the Council of the John Birch So- 
ciety. 

Like most other businessmen who handle much 
mail, Mr. Heinsohn uses a postage meter machine, 
and, like most others, he Aad to buy the equip- 
ment and rent the postal meter from the Pitney- 
Bowes, Inc., Stamford, Connecticut, because the 
United States Post Office Department has given 
Pitney-Bowes a virtual monopoly on the postage 
meter machine business. 


On February 14, 1961, Mr. Heinsohn bought 
(from Pitney-Bowes) a postmark advertisement 
die which prints, on all metered mail of the 
Cherokee Textile Mills, the John Birch Society 
slogan: "This is a republic, not a democracy. Let's 
keep it that way." 


0. April 21, 1961, a reporter from the left- 
wing New York Post called Mr. Heinsohn to 
ask for his comment about the announcement 
that Pitney-Bowes was going to take his adver- 
tising die away from him because of his ‘Re- 
public versus Democracy' slogan. That was the 
first Mr. Heinsohn had heard of the matter. But 
a letter was already in the mail to him, written 
in the Knoxville, Tennessee, branch office of Pit- 
ney-Bowes on April 21, 1961, saying: 

"Recently, we made for you a Postmark Ad- 
vertisement reading: 


THIS IS A REPUBLIC 
NOT A DEMOCRACY — 
LET'S KEEP IT THAT WAY 


Cherokee Textile Mills 


"Since delivering this to you, the slogan has 
become strongly identified with a controversial 
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and partisan political issue, and it is apparent we 
made a mistake in permitting this slogan to be 
made. 


"Our policy is that we can permit no such 
postmark ad plate to be used on our meters. 
Under postal regulations, postage meter slogans 
must not be objectionable. This one, because it 
is associated with a partisan political issue, is 
objectionable, and must be returned to us. 


"I am asking our service manager, Mr. Rich- 
ard B. Schmidt, to pick up the objectionable 
postmark ad plate, and to convey our sincere 
regrets for the inconvenience we may have caused 
you in this matter. We will be happy to re-im- 
burse you for the cost of this plate, or to replace 
it with an acceptable slogan. 


"We appreciate very much your co-operation." 
М. Heinsohn refused to cooperate. 


Here are pertinent excerpts of a story printed 
by the New York Post on April 23, 1961, under 
the headline, "P.O. Seeking to Bar Birch Slogan 
on Mail.” 


“The Post Office Dept. has taken steps to halt 
the use of a John Birch Society slogan as ‘ad- 
vertising’ on metered mail... . 


“Since last fall this slogan has been appearing 
on metered mail sent by firms in states as widely 
separated as Tennessee, California and Penn- 
sylvania: "This is a republic, not a democracy — 
Let's keep it that way!’ 

“This is one of the rallying cries of Robert 
Welch, founder of the extremist, right-wing so- 
ciety. Pitney-Bowes, Inc., the largest postage 
meter firm in the nation, identified Welch as 
one of the users of the slogan on his mail. 


“Pitney-Bowes owns and leases some 300,000 
mailing meters to private firms and groups 
throughout the nation. The Post Office Dept. 
permits use of an advertising message along- 
side the metered ‘stamp,’ but requires that the 
message be monitored by the company that owns 
the machine. 


“According to a Post Office spokesman, the 
department ‘cannot delve into censorship of the 
message to be carried, but there is a regulation 
which includes the statement that slogans must 
not be objectionable and misleading. 


"'Because a great many people may consider 
the association of the slogan with the Birch so- 
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ciety as being objectionable, we have asked the 
particular company to reconsider.’ 


"The Post Office reported that Pitney-Bowes 
has decided to halt the use of all plates carrying 
the Birch slogan: 


* *In the future we will, on an informal basis, 
ask them to submit to us what might be con- 
sidered controversial material. We do not have 
that legal right now,’ said the Post Office spokes- 
man. 


“In Stamford, Connecticut, James Turrentine, 
an official of Pitney-Bowes, said: 


“When we received the orders for these plates 
last fall there was no indication that this slogan 
involved anything such as a controversy.’ 


“He pointed out that at that time the society 
was ‘indeed secret’ and had been given little 
or no publicity. 


* "There is no clear cut definition as to a dif- 
ference between a republic and a democracy,' 
he added. ‘In fact, some dictionaries define a re- 
public as a democracy. It seemed rather mean- 
ingless.' " 


0. April 24, 1961, Pitney-Bowes, Inc., wrote 
another letter to Mr. Heinsohn’s Cherokee Tex- 
tile Mills: 


“We have informed you that there is a con- 
troversial and political issue identified with the 
ad plate reading: 

‘THIS IS A REPUBLIC 
NOT A DEMOCRACY — 
LET’S KEEP IT THAT WAY’ 


sold to you for use with your postage meter. It 
was not understood by us to be so at that time. 
We have offered you a refund in full for the 
return of the plate. You have refused. Inasmuch 
as this plate is now unauthorized by us, your 
continued use of it constitutes a breach of meter 
rental contract with us, which includes, among 
other things agreed to ‘to employ no special at- 
tachments, printing plates or other devices un- 
less approved by the Company.’ 


“Our representative delivering this letter to 
you has, therefore, been instructed to repossess 
our meter and remove it from your premises, 
leaving the plate which we mistakenly sold you 
in your possession. He will check the meter out 
of service at the Post Office. You will receive a 
refund of unused postage remaining in the meter 
from the Post Office. We will refund any rental 


which has been prepaid. 


“We regret exceedingly that this action is 
necessary, but we cannot permit the use on our 
meter of any plates carrying editorial, political 
or ideological messages of a controversial na- 
ture. These postmark ads can be confused in 
the publics mind as having been approved or 
endorsed by the government, because of the gov- 
ernment's own use from time to time of editorial 
messages in its cancellation postmark. 


“We shall be only too glad to return your 
meter to you promptly, or leave it with you for 
that matter, if you will return the plate in ques- 
tion to us and accept our refund.” 


0. April 25, 1961, Mr. Heinsohn wrote Pitney- 
Bowes, saying: 


. « . You claim a right to cancel a contract 
because you have changed your opinion as to a 
slogan which goes all the way back to the be- 
ginning of our republic .... 


“We take it that you do not challenge the 
truth of the statement that we live in a republic, 
not a democracy —for that is true both his- 
torically and factually. If you do challenge the 
statement and declare it to be false, we would be 
interested in any documentation of your posi- 
üon .... 


"Since the plate itself was manufactured by 
you, no protection of machinery is involved. The 
only question is whether or not you hold a right 
of censorship which enables you to cancel a con- 
tract if you do not approve, or change your mind, 
about a slogan . . .. 


“May we ask what makes the slogan controver- 
sial? Who determines that question? Is a true 
slogan controversial because of its use or its 
truth? Or because some who would destroy the 
truth find it objectionable? 


"It would be of interest, I am sure, to know 
who in your organization desire to change our 
form of government, as of course they have a 
full right to do by all peaceful means — but it is 
of interest to know the names of those who do 
not believe our republic is worth fighting for."

of the following basic objectives: 


l. To create a climate of "public opinion" hostile to the investigat- 
ion and exposure of the operations, projects and the identity of individ- 
ual members of the Communist Party of the United States, its fronts, and 
those who collaborate with it as fellow-travellers. 


2. To prevent the development of a coordinated anti-Communist front in 
the United States, by bringing about the destruction of organizations ef- 
fectively fighting any phase of the world Communist conspiracy, and by 
neutralizing the efforts of individual citizens who are accomplishing a 
similar objective as a result of their work in the fields of writing, pub- 
lic speaking, radio and TV broadcasting and other areas of mass communicat- 
ion, and within the framework of local, state and federal government itself, 


Specifically, here is how this particular operation is carried out: 


The single, changeless and ultimate objective of the world Communist conspirators is 
laid doun in the writings of Marx, Engels and Lenin, It is world revolution (whether by 
violence or by the stealth of internal subversion) and the institution of a single world 
government (dictatorship) based upon the tenets set forth in Marx! Communist Manifesto. 


To accomplish this evil, long-range strategy is planned by the topside leaders of 
the world Communist conspiracy and passed on to the next lower echelon— the chieftains 
of Communist Party organizations within every nation and politically organized territory 
on the face of the earth —at international meetings, conclaves and seminars attended by 
these national Red leaders. 


The strategy thus developed is synonymous with what we refer to as the "party line," 

For example, in 1939 the policy-makers in the Kremlin switched from an anti- to a pro-Hitler 
position, ‘The move was wholly strategic. Within twenty-four hours of the announced change 
in alliance, the "party line" in all national Communist parties and front groups was alter- 
ed accordingly, Until Hitler caused a hasty and expedient resurrection of its anti-Fascist 
policy by attacking the Soviet Union in 1941, the Kremlin and its satellites around the 
world took up the "peace" theme, pointing to the "capitalist warmongers" outside the Moscow- 
Berlin-Rome axis for the halocaust precipitated by the Russo-German invasion of Poland, 


The Communist Party of the United States never originates strategy, but one of its 
most important functions is to implement the strategic moves of its Moscow masters by de- 
vising tactical procedures which seem best suited to its native American surroundings, Am- 
ericans who profess to see no danger in the Communist Party's ridiculously small formal 
membership miss the entire reason for its existence. The top world Red leaders long ago 
abandoned any hope they may once have entertained of taking the United States by violent 
revolution, Later, they similarly discarded the idea of developing an effective, mass- 
based Party capable of electing even a single United States Senator} The Communist Party 
here does not need nor want a mass membership, It seeks, and it has, a purposefully small, 
well-knit and dedicated band of men and women whose single purpose in life is that of serv- 
ing Moscow, These hard-core Reds serve as a transmission belt for Kremlin-planned operat- 
ions, and as a national tactical "planning board" for implementing the conspiracy in this 
Country. 


In the councils of the Commmist Party there was planned, for example, the tactics 
to be employed in destroying the late Senator Joseph R, McCarthy. The very word "MeCarthy- 
îsm" was first used at a Communist Party meeting in New York City in 1950, "Native Fascist" 
маз с by the DAILY WORKER in the early 19305, not tō describe an Апегісап supporter 
of Benito Mussolini's "corporative state" dictatorship in Italy, but as a synonym for any 
active and effective anti-Communist. Similarly, when used by a Commmist or in a Commn- 
ist publication, the word "liberal" means simply one who is, whether knowingly or other- 
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wise, advancing some phase of the world Communist conspiracy. 


Whenever any organization or individual becomes a threat to any part of the Commnist 
operation in this Country, the Party leaders set up a "project committee" to meet the sit- 
uation, Reports are received from Communist agents who may have infiltrated the anti-Red 
group, and all other pertinent data is assembled. The committee then submits its suggest- 
ed plan of attack, When approved by the Party's executive comittee, the plan goes into 
operation, 


Now, actual card-carrying Communist Party members thruout the United States are "brief- 
ed" on the operation, They, in turn, transmit instructions to Communist supporters who, for 
strategic reasons, are not card-bearing Reds, but who are fully as dedicated to the cause 
and who are often leaders of "front" groups which parrot the Party line, Thru these front 
groups there is another "fanning out" operation, which is accomplished by their members "in- 
troducing" the subject of the project (now no longer bearing a olearly-recognizahle "Commun- 
ist" imprimatur) to "liberal" organizations to which they also belong, These "liberal" or- 
ganizations are neither Party groups nor fronts under Party domination, but are manipulated 
by individual Red and Red-front agents trained in the techniques of identifying anti-Commun- 
ism with an assault upon "civil rights," with "anti-Semitism," "MeCarthyism," "bigotry," "se- 
dition," "Fascism," "race hatred," "yitch-hunting," or any one of a score of brand-names 
which, by their mere application to an organization or individual, have come to have the 
effect of placing it, he or she automatically and hopelessly beyond the pale of respectable 
society. 


The "liberal" organizations thus transmit the substance of the Red project to the pub- 
lic at large. This they do by adopting resolutions condemning the anti-Communist organizat- 
ion or individual in question, by attacking it, he or she in public meetings and forums, and 
by thus making "news." 


The project begun by a mere handful of top leaders of the Gommunist Party of the United 
States now bears fruit on the front pages of our daily press. "Liberal" staff writers and 
columnists join with their counterparts in radio and television in identifying the anti- 
Communist group or individual with all sorts of implied evil-doing. Usually, the end re- 
sult is achieved when the attack is taken up by an assortment of Party-liners and “liber- 
als" in Government, where the implication is given that the anti-Communist victim has been 
plotting the physical destruction of the United States of America. 


Study the pattern described above. It has been followed, with the precision and pre- 
dictability of a mathematical formila, to smear, isolate and finally destroy every growing 
anti-Communist movement and every particularly effective individual Red-fighter since the 
days of the old America First Committee. 


And now, the full "treatment" is being given to the John Birch Society and its found- 
er, Mr, Robert Welch, of Belmont, Massachusetts. ‘The writer of this Newsletter is not a 
member of that Society, nor is the American Flag Committee in any way affiliated with it 
or its founder. We receive its literature, and Mr. Welch's publication AMERICAN OPINION, 
on mutual exchange, Wé have found both to enunciate *he highest principles of individual 
liberty and a constitutional republican form of government, and in both we have discerned 
a keen awareness of the Communist danger to our free institutions and the formulation of 
particularly effective counter-measures for protecting the American People from ultimate 
Red enslavement. 


As in prior cases, the John Birch Society and Robert Welch have been attacked in the 
Communist Party press for many months past, indicating that the Society and its founder were 
the subjects of a "project committee report" which was accepted by the Party's executive 
committee for implementation. The "front" groups have also been attacking the Society and 
Welch for some time, They are now joined by the whole gamit of "liberaldom," which means 
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that the "fanning out" process has been completed and that the Red agents have again done 
their work efficiently and well, 


The objective now is to frighten the men and women of stature and prominence who have 
associated their names with the John Birch Society and Robert Welch to repudiate their affil- 
dations with both, Once this has been accomplished, financial support for the Society's 
work and publications will melt away to a pittance. The Society will be rendered useless 
as an effective foe of the world Communist conspiracy, and its founder will be harassed, 
badgered and slandered until he stands publicly alone and undefended, with perhaps only 
his family and a few true friends to wonder with him over the fate which America accords 
her patriots in this "enlightened" mid-twentieth century. 


The tactics of the Communists are the same today as they were when they pilloried Charles 
Lindbergh in 1940 and destroyed the work and the life of Joseph McCarthy in the mid-1950s. It 
is simple, Why change a formula that works? 


Still, if our Republic is to survive the present tempest, to emerge victorious with 
lovers of liberty everywhere over the forces of Hell let loose upon the world in October, 
1917, a decided change mst came about, not in Red tactics, but in the reaction of the An- 
erican People to them, Somewhere, our citizens are going to have to find the personal 
courage to stand publicly beside and fight shoulder-to-shoulder with those who are being 
tormented for dealing too effectively with our Nation's deadliest enemies, Somewhere, they 
are going to have to learn the lexicon of Red libel and slander, the simple words "Fascist," 
"yitch-hunter," "extremist," "hater," and the rest, whose application to any group or in- 
dividual in the United States today spells organizational and personal ruin. Once learned, 
our people are going to have to accept these verbal and printed epithets, as our fighting 
men accepted Red bullets in a battle they were not permitted to win in Korea, realizing 
that when one engages a foe in combat, one expects to be fired on, 





There exists every evidence in our Land today that the Communist movement in this 
Country is sufficiently well entrenched to make its complete defeat impossible without great 
| sacrifice, an d no doubt even a degree of personal suffering, on the part of those actively 
opposing it. It remains for those who love individual freedom to serve its cause with at 
least the same measure of devotion as its enemies give to the task of its destruction. 


In our opinion, the attack on the John Birch Society has been motivated by several 
recent developments which have given the friends of Moscow cause for alarm, Firstly, the 
nationwide showing of the film "Operation Abolition," documenting the Red-inspired student 
rioting against the House Committee on Un-American Activities in SanFrancisco last May, has 
, done great harm to the Communist enterprise. his film has exposed the enemies of the Com- 
mittee as enemies of constitutional procedure and public order. It is not easy for "liber- 
al" apologists for the Party faithful and their cohorts to minimize either the extent or 
danger of Red subversion within our borders in the face of such pictorial evidence to the 
contrary. Congressman Roosevelt's mich touted campaign to abolish the Comittee was doomed 
to failure with the first public showing of the film, Secondly, the John Birch Society's 
call for the impeachment of Chief Supreme Court Justice Earl Warren has obtained sufficient 
public response to demand a counter-attack. Finally, there appears to be a movement devel- 
oping within the National Council of Churches to remove its leftist officials and take it 
out of the ranks of the anti-anti-Commmists, Here again the SanFrancisco riots opened the 
eyes of many sincere Protestant clergymen whom the NCC's leadership has been deluding. 


In a sentence, the Communist Party of the United States is in desperate need of a 
breathing spell, The attack upon the John Birch Society is designed to provide it.

Е* SOME TIME now I have been trying to figure 
out how the John Birch Society got to be a 
"menace." A few patriotic men, alarmed by the 
general indifference to the activities of Communist 
spies and propagandists, especially in high places, 
band together to do something about it, and, before 
you can say “Witch Hunter!” these dedicated anti- 
Communists wake up to find themselves cast in the 
role of Public Enemy No. 1. Why? 


A hint of the answer appeared in a fairly recent 
column by John Crosby, who is about as liberal 
as you can get. Wrote Crosby: 


“I recall the effect in Europe of the heydey of Senator 
McCarthy. Newspapers in Europe . . . [hudn't] much 
space for news from America. All of it) spemei to be 
devoted to the howlings of Senator МеСатүү |n Europe, 
in quite responsible quarters, there grew up the tnipression 
that Senator McCarthy was conducting a one-man reign of 
terror in America. Even expatriate Americans got the idea 
that everyone's job and well-being were in immediate 
danger of destruction from McCarthy. Those of us in 
the United States knew that McCarthy's rantings, while 
distasteful, touched only a tiny number of people. Life 
went on. Kids played in the streets.” 


Well, there it is. There never was a McCarthy 
reign of terror; and the intellectuals and columnists 
and politicians who did their best to convince our 
people and the people of Europe that Joe McCarthy 
was another Hitler were just liars. As Marian 
Anderson sings it, the liberals had “the whole world 
in their hands," but they had to pretend to be 
terrified. Liberals never feel right if they aren't 
being persecuted—without benefit of fire and a 
sword, of course, For a while Joe McCarthy made 
them shiver and shake, but he is dead and the 
liberals must have a new scourge of the Right. 
Hence the John Birch Society, which appeared at 
just the moment when faith in the "Menace of 
McCarthyism” was waning. With conservatism 
actually attracting the middle classes, something had 
to be found to make their flesh creep. The John 
Birch Society was unanimously elected. 


Of course the fear of McCarthy was strictly for 
the birds as far as the liberal cognoscenti were 
concerned. Edward R. Murrow tried to make the 
“Monster” look ridiculous on the air. Some liberal 
columnists accused him with impunity of everything 
from income tax evasion to an implied interest in 
homosexuality. Such as General Telford Taylor 
described Joe as a “problem,” and even Owen Latti- 
more, who had reason for some minor anxiety, 
parlayed his encounter with McCarthy into a book 
which remains the liberal authority on the Latti- 
more affair. Every pipsqueak left-winger took his 
fling at the Senator, and some of the wounded have 
been making a career of it ever since. The final 
framing of Joe McCarthy, with the press, the

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columnists and a parcel of half-witted political 
cowards doing the Communists’ work for them, 
should be proof enough that nobody who knew what 
was happening was afraid of Joe McCarthy. That 
was just stuff to feed the jerks. 


Mostly the jerks didn't scare easily. If anything, 
they suspected that Joe had something, although, 
with press coverage the way it was, this was hard to 
prove. But the intellectuals, as usual, were suckers 
for the “Menace of McCarthyism.” During the days 
of the inquisition I heard an eminent professor of 
medicine at a leading university declare that he 
stood more in dread of “McCarthyism” than of 
communism! 


With people like that, “McCarthyism” still has a 
little kick in it, but it looks as if the transfer of the 
title to the John Birch Society is about completed. 
At a National Education Association conclave at 
Atlantie City in June, Dr. E. H. Mellon, Superin- 
tendent of Schools in Champaign, Illinois, warned 
his listeners that, if the schools didn't teach the 
truth about communism, “the John Birch Society 
might come in and all of a sudden you'd have some- 
thing as bad as communism!” 


Г MCCARTHY'S day there were other conservatives, 
just as the Right today is no monopoly of the 
John Birch Society. Why the concentration of left- 
wing wrath on these particular targets? I suggest 
that, the answer appeared in the Reporter magazine 
for July 15, 1953, an issue devoted exclusively to 
“McCarthyism.” The tipoff can be found in an 
editorial by Max Ascoli entitled “The Time Has 
Come, Mr. President,” the burden of same being 
that it was time for Ike to take out after Joe and 
purge him from the Republican party. Here follows 
the revealing passage: 

"Since the major and most enduring cause of inter- 
national disturbances is to be found in international com- 
munism, the American demagogues developed a course of. 
action which, to paraphrase ‘Stalin's motto, may be called 
‘anti-communism in-one-country.' It is a course that leads 
away from costly international alliances and restricts the 
struggle to the home front . . . It has become an 
established de that men and women, public servants 
or writers or teachers or just next door neighbors, may at 
any time be called upon to prove that they are not traitors 
to their country. This extraordinary form of national 
hypochondria must be delectable to the professional 
carriers of Communist infection.” 

In short, the crime of Senator McCarthy, and now 
of Mr. Robert Welch’s adherents, is their interest 
in internal subversion, an interest which might 
conceivably stimulate a popular determination to 
deal with it. That is the Greatest Common Factor 
between “McCarthyism” and Birchism, and it 
explains the leftist outery against both. Communists 
don't worry too much about our military programs. 
Politicians can talk as big as they like about what 
we're gonna do if the Communists muscle into Berlin 
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or Laos. But the “professional carriers of Com- 
munist infection” will go to any length to frustrate 
any move which threatens the security of their 
thousands of agents and spies now operating 
throughout the world, including the United States. 
That is the nerve you must not touch. 


Г IS SIGNIFICANT that the first published attack 
on the John Birch Society appeared in the West 
Coast Communist paper, the People's World. With- 
in a few weeks, editorials—mostly ignorant—had 
appeared in scores of newspapers; speeches had 
been made by Senator Milton Young (R.-N.D.), 
Senator Stephen Young (D.-Ohio), and Repre- 
sentative Henry Reuss (D.-Wis.) who claimed to 
have discovered an official of the West German Gov- 
ernment who was "deeply concerned over the 
activities of the Birch Society." It reminded him 
of the beginning of Hitler’s rise to power! 


From here on the liberal scare campaign went 
into high gear and to ridiculous lengths. The 
Overseas (referred to by G.L's as the Oversexed) 
Weekly, a tabloid sold at military posts, put the 
finger on General Edwin Walker of the 24th Infantry 
Division for the crime of suggesting to his troops 
in Germany that communism was a disease that had 
to be fought at home as well as in the field. Some 
mysterious characters in the Pentagon proceeded to 
elect the House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties to the John Birch Society by barring from Army 
posts showings of "Operation Abolition," the Com- 
mittee's documentary account of the Communist- 
sponsored student riots at a Committee hearing in 
San Francisco in May of 1960. Drew Pearson 
chimed in later with an effort to score a double. 
He reported that the GOP national committee was 
trying to work out an alliance with the J. B. S. 


Breaking through into higher ground, the New 
York Times, an old hand at scaring liberals, ran a 
story indicating that the Pentagon was alarmed by 
the number of high ranking officers who “are in- 
doctrinating their commands and the civilian popu- 
lations near their bases with political theories 
resembling those of the John Birch Society." The 
Times reported solemnly that “the chief ingredient 
of these philosophies is often a militant anti-com- 
munism. The argument is that Communist sub- 
version today is rife among the schools, the churches, 
labor unions, government offices and elsewhere and 
that this is a far greater threat to national survival 
than the international aspects of the Communist con- 
spiracy.” There it is again: that veto on concern 
with internal subversion. 


Well, according to FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover, 
Soviet spies have “infiltrated every conceivable 
sphere of activity; youth groups, radio, television 
and motion picture industries; church, school and 
educational groups; the press, nationality minority 
groups and political units.” The State Department 
has estimated that the USSR has some 300,000 
trained operatives doing  Khrushchev's work 
throughout the world. But, according to the New 
York Times, military men who are concerned about 
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this and attempt to arouse the Republic to its 
danger are a worry to their superiors. 


The twittering among the liberals is easily 
understood, but the reported panic among govern- 
ment officials, whom one might expect to be more 
concerned with Khrushchev’s spies than with 
those who want to root them out, is more 
mysterious. 


Frankly, I doubt that there is any alarm in the 
Pentagon over the patriotism of soldiers! If there 
was a panic, it was created by the meddlesome 
liberal journals. 


The esteemed Times also hatched a hare-brained 
effort to persuade the Post Office Department to 
forbid a company to stamp its letters with the 
legend “This is a Republic, Not a Democracy—Let's 
Keep It That Way." According to the New York 
Post, a P. O. official justified this attempt to blue- 
pencil Ben Franklin on the ground that “a great 
many people may consider the association of the 
slogan with the Birch Society as being objection- 
able.” Aside from a good forty-five cent cigar, what 
this country needs is more public officials with 
enough guts not to shake in their shoes every time 
the liberals yell “Take to the hills.” 


Senator Thomas J. Dodd (D.-Conn.), who is much 
concerned about internal subversion but also thinks 
the Birchers weaken their case by indiscriminate 
attacks on public figures, said in the Senate that, 
while the power of the press had been “used effect- 
ively in the case of the John Birch Society,” he could 
not understand why the press has “not used this 
weapon anywhere near as effectively against the 
Fair Play for Cuba Committee, the various offshoots 
of the ‘Communist Peace Offensive’ and the other 
Communist front operations in this country.” 


If the Senator can find the answer to that one, he 
will earn the eternal gratitude of the whole nation. 
Just who manipulates the cam shaft by means of 
which Communist objectives become the objectives 
of liberaiz and are presented as bona fide ideas for 
everybody? How did protection of the Soviet spy 
apparatus get to be the legitimate concern of liberals 
and all right-thinking people? It is time for govern- 
ment officials to become interested in the answer to 
that question, instead of in hampering and smearing 
those who ask it! 
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Bruce Alger vs. Mr. Sam

T° THE SOCIETY columnists the Honorable Sam 

Rayburn, Speaker of the United States House 
of Representatives, is the Capital's most eligible 
bachelor. 


To the publie, Mr. Sam is an iraseible, loveable, 
somewhat eranky individual who daily sets new 
records for longevity in the Speaker's chair. 


But there is another side to Mr. Sam. It is that 
of a bitter vindictive politician, intent upon political 
destruction. 


Take the case of Dallas Congressman Bruce Alger, 
whose Fifth District adjoins that of Mr. Sam. All 
this should make the two bosom buddies, save for 
one thing; Mr. Alger is a Republican. 


When Bruce Alger was first elected to Congress 
in 1954, Mr. Sam chalked it up as a political fluke. 
He personally directed the Democratic campaign 
that followed two years later, and saw Alger squeak 
through once again. 


For two solid years, Texas’ Democrats, under Mr. 
Sam’s watchful eye, worked toward the 1958 elec- 
tion. The year was a disastrous one for the GOP, 
but Alger again came through unscathed. 
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The 1960 elections sent Alger back to the Congress 
once more, the only Republican in the state’s 22- 
man delegation. Six months later, Alger was 
instrumental in the election of John Tower, the 
first Republican sent to the US Senate from Texas 
in almost 100 years. 


The insult was more than Mr. Sam could bear. 
He redoubled all efforts to make sure that Alger 
will be defeated next time out. Part of these efforts 
concern a building, and behind this building lies 
an interesting tale. 


Eight years ago, the General Services Administra- 
tion completed a survey of Dallas County, con- 
cluding that Dallas needed a new courthouse and 
Federal building to serve residents of the fast- 
growing area. 


Three years later a detailed GSA prospectus out- 
lined the need “in the best interests of the United 
States” for a Dallas Federal Building. In the same 
month the project was approved by the Budget 
Bureau, and the House and Senate Public Works 
Committees. 


By October, 1957, the GSA had announced acqui- 
sition of a site in downtown Dallas, and a year

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later awarded contracts for design of the building 
to the firms of George Dahl and Mark Lemmon, 
both of Dallas. 


The Senate Public Works Committee reauthorized 
construction in 1960, but the House Committee 
strangely took no action on the building. Published 
reports stated at the time that Mr. Sam decided 
to “clamp down” on the young Republican whipper- 
snapper by vetoing approval of the much needed 
Federal building in Alger's district. 


Mr. Sam denied the reports; but when Repre- 
sentative Alger wrote asking the Speaker’s support 
for building approval, his letters went unanswered. 


Finally, on June 14, 1961, the full Public Works 
Committee of the House took action on the Dallas 
project. Mr. Sam cracked the whip and by a 16-14 
party-line vote the project was defeated. 


When this reporter attempted to contact Mr. Sam 
to ask about the Dallas building, he found the 
Speaker “unavailable.” About reports that Dallas 
would get no Federal building until Bruce Alger was 
defeated, the Speaker’s office could say only, “No 
comment.” 


As I See It

T= case for the Dallas Federal Building was my 

subject in a special order on the floor of the 
House. This action was a responsibility foreed upon 
me as I saw it, by a political party line vote rejecting 
authorization of the building, after approval and 
reapproval over a five-year period. My presenta- 
tion in the name of the one million people of the 
5th District, and the several million served by 
Dallas Federal Courts and offices, stressed the merits 
of the building. 


(1) Convenience and efficiency—A centralized 
location of 17 widely scattered agencies and Federal 
Courts will better serve those needing and seeking 
Federal help, and improve the convenience, efficiency 
and comfort of Federal personnel. 


(2) Economy—Rental savings of $990,000 per 
year, plus $870,000 refurbishing of the present 
building located at 1114 Commerce, and a cost 
annually of $2.35 per square foot compared to 
the approximately $5 Dallas going rate, if leased. 


(3) Good government—This point is the most 
important and had better be clearly understood by 
every citizen, particularly the rank and file of our 
people whose main contact with the government is 
paying taxes. This issue, like many, can be simply 





stated or complicated and distorted out of all under- 
standable shape, even by the well meaning. 


The issue at stake—Do we have government based 
on fact and merit or do we have “power polities,” 
the rewarding or punishing of Districts and indi- 
viduals, and their political leaders making deals 
outside the normal legislative process. Note at this 
point the concern of certain Dallas leaders, whom- 
ever they may be, that my speaking out and calling 
attention to the merits of the building and its 
political rejection might jeopardize the attainment 
of the building and/or alienate certain political 
leaders. Realize, too, then, the capitulation of these 
people to power politics, rather than representative 
government (the Republie within a Democracy). 


Imagine some being so cowed by and fearful of 
the power of political leaders that they would prefer 
to agree to deals, to wait until “the building is 
given to us.” On the other hand, where are those 
who believe that Federal buildings are studied and 
approved by legislative process of Congress and the 
Administration on the basis of fact and merit? 


I choose to believe that I represent far more of 
the latter than the former. For my part, so long 
as I am the Member of Congress representing the 
5th District, I shall vote on the basis of merit. 
There will be no deals outside the normal legislative 
process, and no fear, intimidation, or reprisals. So 
long as most Dallas citizens believe this. so long 
will I be willing to represent the 5th District, and 
no power on earth will intimidate me, coerce me, or 
cause me to change position apart from the merit of 
the proposal. By doing this I can protect the work- 
ingman from a dictatorial labor boss, I ean protect 
the voiceless thousands from the selfishness or greed 
of misguided businessmen and business interests— 
and, most of all, I ean proteet and preserve our Con- 
stitutional government which alone assures our 
personal freedom, dignity and opportunity.

+ THE APPEARANCE of Ralph Lord Roy's Com- 
munism and the Churches (Harcourt, Brace, $7.50) is 
an event of churchly importance which should arouse 
wide public interest. Here at last and at length is the 
truth about efforts by communists and their associates 
to subvert, destroy or exploit U.S. churches. Here is 
the truth concerning the opposition to these efforts. 
Here is the truth about the meager results of the 
communists' efforts, the truth about the extensive dam- 
age done to the churches by contentious anticom- 
munists whose efforts have served to cripple programs 
of social reform. 

The book, a project commissioned by the Fund for 
the Republic, gives names of persons and organizations 
and cites dates and places of events. Its analyses are 
calm and careful; its judgments dispassionate, chari- 
table, incisive. Author Roy, a Methodist minister, 
spent years in scholarly preparation for writing on a 
subject which has occasioned more passionate oratory, 
more heated invective, more wild charges than per- 
haps any other of the last generation. And the best 
way to describe the result is simply to say: he has told 
the truth. 

Mr. Roy has weeded out irrelevancies and avoided 
personalities and side issues. And he has given us de- 
pendable information. During the generation covered 
by his book, our own involvement in Christian journal- 
ism has brought under our own observation many of 
the persons, movements, organizations and incidents 
Mr. Roy discusses. In not a single instance where we 
know the facts has Mr. Roy erred in his reporting. 
Moreover, his judgment as to the meaning of the 
facts seems to us sound, honest and generally chari- 
table. 

The author's ability to discriminate between the 
guilty and the innocent, the guileful and the guileless, 
the leading and the misled, in the decades-long en- 
counter between communism and the American 
churches has been lacking in most of the chroniclers 
who undertook to write on the subject. Now, in place 
of the hysteria and yellow journalism of hate groups, 
in place of the pious gloss that often issues from the 
forgetful “left,” we have a discriminating and objec- 
tive account by a competent educator and historian. 

Couple the attribute of discrimination with that of 
courage, however, for Roy will need friends after this, 
his second venture between book covers. If his earlier 
book, Apostles of Discord, aroused the extremists of 
the right, his new one will irritate the doctrinaire 
apologists of the left. We have no fear that such criti- 


cism will seriously bring into question the book’s con- 
clusions. It is likely that well heeled professional anti- 
communists will try to use the book as a club with 
which to return to their attack on the churches. (If 
they do so, they will be disappointed, because the 
book itself provides refutation for any misrepresenta- 
tions based on passages removed from context.) The 
book should be widely read and carefully studied by 
clergy and laity alike. р 

Roy has the discrimination to sift out and identify 
the various organizations that can now be seen to 
have been subservient to communist goals. He is care- 
ful not to glory in the wisdom that hindsight obviously 
bequeaths its possessors; he is consistently mindful of 
the sufferings of the depression and of some of the 
abhorrent rightist alternatives to communism in the 
19308; he is careful to discern multiple causes for 
clerical involvement in leftist activity in a decade dur- 
ing which the communists operated within the various 
groups constituting the so-called united front. He 
writes with firmness as to facts and clarity as to inter- 
pretation, never excusing but often explaining what 
commitments were made, how they were limited and 
what they meant. 

What is the net effect of Roy's account? He asserts 
that among the 500,000 Americans serving as clergy- 
men during this 40-year period, not more than 200 
and perhaps as few as 50 became communist function- 
aries. Few of these were pastors of churches; none 
were in responsible positions. What involvement of 
ministers there was occurred largely in the course of a 
depression so cruel that many members of the Chris- 
tian church saw no problem in maintaining a divided 
allegiance—a recourse which seems so dubious today. 
Roy declares that it is absurd to think that this small 
number had any significant effect on the policies of 
churches or interchurch organizations. A few ministers 
were in fact scheming radicals, but most of those who 
were involved in leftist movements were well meaning, 
faithful Christians who were deeply concerned that 
the relevance of the gospel to social questions be 
known and applied. Often they were reacting against 
ugly realities when few others seemed to care. If the 
number of churchmen who knowingly espoused the 
Marxist line was small, a larger group shared in coin- 
cidental or parallel activities or in front groups. Their 
allegiances are not always lightly explained. Roy makes 
no effort to whitewash anybody. When he points to the 
accidental or incidental character of most alliances and 
to their temporary nature, he is an accurate reporter. 


Today it is easy to talk against communism in the 
churches. If Americans have ever been united it is in 
their common opposition to Soviet goals and to antheap 
theories of man. It is too much to hope that our nation 
will not again seek scapegoats. The frustrations and 
fears of any age of anxiety are with us still. But Roy's 
book shows at what cost the last generation took out 
its frustrations on the churches. So long as the cold 
war lasts, so long will the “soft on communism” charge 
be leveled at any person who deviates from the cur- 
rent pattern of conformity. But cries of “Wolf, Wolf!” 
will not be heard so often if we become able to recog- 
nize a wolf when we see or hear one and to discrim- 
inate among wolves and sheep and good shepherd 
dogs. 


Meanwhile we must get on with the purposes and 
activities which are essential to the health of the 
church and the nation, Mr. Roy shows how we can 
learn from one of the most searching experiences of 


the last generation. He is distressed that contention 
over the communist issue has blunted the conscience 
of the churches on the great social issues. His book 
should help settle the matter and help us all get back 
to work on the issues which should engage the Chris- 
tian conscience. 

Communism and the Churches provides an example 
of a genre of current history or journalism that our 
nation sorely needs. In spirit and in fact it provides 
a “keep your shirt on” kind of sanity in discussion of 
a controversial issue. We are the inheritors of prob- 
lems carrying over from the decade that knew a sena- 
tor named McCarthy and a governor named Faubus; 
a book such as Roy’s helps us to enter the '60s better 
equipped to keep lines of reason open and clear, path- 
ways to sanity tangible and definable. Whoever is in- 
volved in forming and declaring opinions can learn 
from this man who knows in detail what apostles of 
discord on one side and communists on the other say 
and do in the churches. 





Let's Look at the Facts 


* SIR: I have attempted to gather to- 
gether some of the evidence on inaccura- 
cies in the movie Operation Abolition. 
What follows is not designed to defend the 
behavior of the students or to argue for 
abolition of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee. My sole concern is 
the movie's dependability or lack of de- 
pendability as a report of what happened 
last spring in San Francisco. 

A committee as important as the 
H.U.A.C. and engaged in the kind of 
work it is doing has a special responsibil- 
ity to be an example of honesty and in- 
tegrity. The H.U.A.C. has had a great 
deal to say about the deceitfulness and dis- 
honesty of communists. In the movie in 
question the narrator refers to the “lack 
of respect for truth, which is common 
practice within the communist propaganda 
press." Tf in the struggle against the com- 
munists we become like them, then even 
if we win we lose. If the truth about com- 
munist activity is distorted by dishonest 
presentations, we run the risk of mis- 
judging the nature of the enemy. We may 
even deceive ourselves as to who the real 
enemy is. We will then be aiming at 
wrong or nonexistent targets, 

The H.U.A.C.sponsored movie makers 
spliced together films of incidents that 
happened at different hours and different 
days so that they are shown as if they 
were causally related or related in time. 
Here are some examples: 


ROBERT W. MOON 


(1) By far the largest crowd participat- 
ing in the demonstration gathered on 
Saturday May 14, the day that the San 
Francisco mounted police were on hand 
to maintain order. In order to set the 
stage more dramatically for their pur- 
poses the movie makers show this large 
number of demonstrators as present on 
Thursday May 12.2 


(2) The movie shows a police inspector 
speaking to the demonstrators outside the 
city hall. The next scene shows the stu- 
dents singing and chanting inside the 
building as if they had immediately and 
deliberately disobeyed orders of a police 
officer. The truth is that the two scenes are 
not related in cause or in time? 


(3) The movie shows a line-up of sub- 
poenaed witnesses making a loud demon- 
stration inside the hearing room in such 
a manner as to suggest that that action set 
off the noisy demonstration by the stu- 
dents. The first incident happened on 
"Thursday May 12, the second on May 13.2 

(4) The movie shows a noisy demon- 
stration, including the singing of the 
“Star-Spangled Banner,” as if it happened 
immediately after the peaceful opening of 
a session of the committee. This noisy 
demonstration actually happened during 
a noon recess when no committee mem- 
bers were present. 

(5) The movie shows a witness (Man- 
dell) answering a question put to him by 
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the counsel for the H.U.A.C. The answer 
given in the movie was actually to a dif- 
ferent question put to him at a different 
time. The movie leaves out the answer the 
witness gave to the question the narra- 
tor said he was asked. It also leaves out 
the next question asked by the committee 
counsel and more than 130 words of the 
witness’ answer to the omitted question.’ 

(6) The movie shows Harry Bridges, 
head of the International Longshore- 
men's and Warehousemen's Union, being 
hustled down the city hall steps "moments 
before the rioting broke out."* The impli- 
cation is that he had a part in organizing 
and starting the demonstration. The truth 
is, as J. Edgar Hoover has pointed out, 
that Bridges was not there until after or- 
der had been restored.^ 

There are a number of errors and un- 
justified innuendos in the sound track of 
the movie.” Here are some examples: 

(1) In the introduction to the movie 
Chairman Francis E. Walter warns us that 
we will see known communists at work 
among the students. Then he names them. 
The implication is that these communists 
were there for the express purpose of or- 
ganizing and directing the student demon- 
stration. The truth is that most of those 
he names were there because he had sub- 
poenaed them, and no evidence is pro- 
duced to show that any of the commu- 
nists had any part in planning or direct- 
ing the student demonstration.* 


(2) The narrator points out that the 
hearing room has a seating capacity of 400 
and adds: “The committee has issued 
nearly 100 passes to individuals represent- 
ing various patriotic and religious groups 

. "® This sounds as if there would be 
plenty of room for the general public on 
a first-come, first-served basis. He fails to 
mention that each pass would admit up to 
six persons. This meant that only a few 
seats were available to the general pub- 
lic? College professors on the scene esti- 
mated that there were never more than 30 
students admitted to the room. 

(3) The narrator says that the Daily 
Californian (U. of C. student newspaper) 
published a “student directive” suggesting 
that the students “laugh out loud” when 
things got ridiculous in the hearings.!^ 
The truth is that a student did make that 
suggestion at a meeting of a student or- 
ganization, but the organization voted it 
down. The Daily Californian and the mo- 
vie producers could have reported more 
accurately." 


(4) The narrator says that the students 
sang a song “lifted from the old commu- 
nist People’s Song Book.” It is actually 
a parody of an old hymn and was used 
several years ago in a presidential cam- 
paign by one of our major political par- 
ties. 

(5) The narrator refers to one of the 
communist professional agitators arrested 
"as one who was charged with sedi- 
tion."* He does not mention that this 
man was never convicted of the crime 
charged and that in the hearings on Fri- 
day the H.U.A.C. admitted that he was 
not a member of the Communist party.? 

6) The narrator says that on Friday 
May 13 officials admitted over 200 from 
the general public into the hearing 
room.!* Investigator Wheeler has admit- 
ted that this is an error;? no more than 30 
from the general public were admitted. 


(7) The narrator says that the students 
were “in open defiance of law and order.” 
Further: “The police warnings are met 
with jeers and boos . . . the crowd re- 
sponded by throwing shoes.”1* Other ob- 
servers report that there was no throwing 
of shoes and that the students listened at- 
tentively every time law-enforcement offi- 
cers spoke to them.? 

(8) The narrator says: “One officer 
warns that fire hoses will have to be used 
if the crowd does not disperse.” The 
students report that no such warning was 
given them. They were never told to leave 
the city hall by either the police, the sher- 
iff, the judges or the mayor. Tapes and 
movies-do not report any such warnings 
or instructions.? 


(9) The narrator says that the spark 
that touched off the violence was supplied 
by a student who “leaps over a barricade, 
grabs a police officer’s night stick, and be- 
gins beating the officer over the head."!7 
The truth of the matter will finally be de- 
termined by the trial of the student in- 
volved. It can be said now that there are 
no pictures to support the charge. The 
only photograph taken at the time shows 
this student a considerable distance away, 
leaning against the wall with his hands in 
his pockets and smoking a pipe. Life mag- 
azine’s picture shows the students not in 
an aggressive pose but sitting down when 
the water was turned on.?* Sheriff Car- 
berry stated last June that there were "no 
acts of physical violence” by the students 
before the hoses were turned on.!? 

(10) The narrator, using loaded lan- 
guage, says: "The communist agitators 
give new orders now to the students to sit 
down with their backs to the fire hoses 
and put their hands in their poc 
kets . . ."2° These orders were actually 
given by leaders chosen by the students 
themselves. None of them was a commu- 
nist. The students had anticipated the pos- 
sibility of violence and had wisely agreed 
ahead of time that the best procedure to 
see that violence did not beget violence 
was to sit down on the floor and put their 
hands in their pockets. 

The following are not facts, but conclu- 
sions reached in the process of gathering 
the facts: 

(1) The H.U.A.C. must take some re- 
sponsibility for what happened in San 
Francisco. Its failure to make a reasonable 
number of seats available to the general 
public was a prime motivation for the 
students' noisy demonstration. According 
to Marquis Childs, a report on the movie 
prepared by the general counsel's office in 
the defense department says that the 
House committee "seemed to have en- 
couraged the riots with the apparent end 
of showing how grave the opposition to 
the committee hearings was."?1 

(2) Communists and communist sym- 
pathizers were present. Some were there 
because they had been subpoenaed to be 
there, others because they were interested. 
The concern of some communists may 
have moved some of the students, but 
those who know the students assert that 
nearly all of them were moved by high 
idealism—by a concern for the democratic 
ideals of truth and justice and fair play 
that have so often been subverted by the 
H.U.A.C. in the past. To smear the stu- 
dents with a broad Red brush and to call 
them "communists" and "communist agi- 
tators" is not justified by the facts and 
does serious damage to innocent persons. 


(3) The movie is not an honest portray- 
al of what happened. Its inaccuracies and 
innuendos distort our understanding of 
what happened and why and thus increase 
the difficulty of measuring the true dimen- 
sions and knowing the true nature of the 
enemy. 

(4) One of the most disturbing effects 
of the movie is what it does to us who 
view it. It stimulates the urge to punish 
to such a degree that we are not able to 
judge properly as to who should be pun- 
ished and why. It is divisive in that it en- 
courages us to judge our fellow citizens 
as all bad or all good, with no grays in be- 
tween. It is an intimidating film; it serves 
to enhance the pressures on us to conform 
to conservative and essentially undemo- 
cratic political ideas. This is all the more 
disturbing because of the movie's inaccu- 
racies and dishonesties. It may do more to 
discourage the free search for truth and to 
destroy the rights and the creative con- 
tribution of political minorities than any 
other influence in our time.??

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Subversion of the Right 


+ “SUBVERSION of the right” was repudiated on 
March 12 by the conservative Los Angeles Times. Otis 
Chandler, its publisher, branded the John Birch So- 
ciety as a “peril to conservatives” and said that “sub- 
version, whether of the left or the right, is still sub- 
version.” During the previous week, this two-year-old 
organization of extremists was described in the Times 
in a series of factual and well documented articles by 
Gene Blake, a staff writer. The articles and the edi- 
torial are the first sign in this area that responsible 
Republican opinion has decided to call a halt to the 
efforts of some radical groups to equate political con- 
servatism with their own hysterical anticommunism. 

The Times editor agrees with the small-govern- 
ment, individualistic philosophy of Robert Welch, 
Boston industrialist whom he designates as the "ab- 
solute master” and founder of the John Birch Society. 
But he denounces the “treacherous fallacy that an 
honorable and noble objective justifies any means to 
achieve it.” He declared that the John Birch Society's 
program is wrong in principle and dangerous in prac- 
tice, that it is designed to “fight Communists with 
their own weapons, smear for smear. Even—the quota- 
tions are brutal—with sedition.” “If the John Birchers 
follow the program of their leader,” says the Times 
editor, “they will bring our institutions into question 
exactly as the Communists try to do. They will sow 
distrust and aggravate disputes and they will weaken 
the very strong case for conservatism.” He concluded 
that "the Times does not believe that the argument 
for conservatism can be won—and we do believe it can 
be won—by smearing as enemies and traitors those 
with whom we sometimes disagree.” 

According to the Gene Blake articles, the John 
Birch Society was organized by Robert Welch, a 
retired Boston candy manufacturer, at a meeting of 
about a dozen men held in Indianapolis December 8 
and 9, 1958. The society's purpose is to combat com- 
munism. It claims it will have 100,000 members by 
the end of 1961. Its goal is 1 million members. (Its 
organizers seem to like nice round numbers!) It claims 
to have working chapters totaling at least 100 in each 
of 34 states; it has a "home chapter" which has mem- 
bers in all 5o states. It works through letter writing, 
circulation of petitions, speeches given before ready- 
made groups, showings of anticommunist films and 
distribution of anticommunist literature. Its founder 
is quoted as having written that Presidents F. D. 
Roosevelt, Harry Truman and Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Chief Justice Earl Warren, the late John Foster 
Dulles, and Allen Dulles, head of the Central Intelli- 
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gence Agency, either knowingly or unwittingly have 
been tools of the communists. 

Says Gene Blake: “The general tenor of the society's 
charges: Communists have been and still are in control 
of high places in the U.S. government, the armed 
forces, the courts, the schools and universities, the 
press, radio, television and motion pictures, unions, 
the United Nations, the private foundations and the 
churches. Unless the public wakes up, the society 
fears, it is only a question of time before the United 
States falls without a struggle into the worldwide 
Communist dominion ruled from the Kremlin.” 

Founder Welch came, writes Mr. Blake, from North 
Carolina, his ancestry including farmers and Baptist 
preachers. He attended the University of North Car- 
olina, the U.S. Naval Academy and Harvard University 
law school. Before retiring from business he wrote 
three books, one of which was a life of John Birch. 
Birch, a fundamentalist Baptist missionary to China 
who became an intelligence officer with General 
Chennault during World War II, was killed just after 
V.J. Day in a Chinese village. Senator Knowland 
charged in a 1950 Senate speech that Birch was killed 
by communists. The Welch book “purports to be a 
documentation of that charge as well as an exposé of a 
‘cover-up’ by the U.S. government in a policy of 
‘appeasement’ toward Red China.” The John Birch 
Society is named after this missionary turned intel- 
ligence officer. 

Blake's articles appeared in the Los Angeles Times 
March 5-10. The John Birch Society, according to the 
second article, is described by its founder as “a mono- 
lithic body . . . under completely authoritative con- 
trol at all levels. . . . 'Those members who cease to 
feel the necessary degree of loyalty can either resign 
or will be put out before they build up any splinter 
following of their own inside the society." Under the 
complete control of Mr. Welch, the society proposes 
to set up reading rooms (selection of whose books 
would be "tightly controlled from headquarters") ; 
to expand circulation of Welch’s monthly American 
Opinion, Buckley's National Review, Hanighen's 
Human Events and the Dan Smoot Report; to cam- 
paign for bigger audiences for Fulton Lewis, Jr., and 
Clarence Manion; to organize anticommunist “fronts,” 
big and little; to shock the American people by 
McCarthy-type exposés; to show films like Operation 
Abolition and Communism on the Map. This pro- 
gram, like everything else connected with the society, 
is not subject to debate but is managed from head- 
quarters. 


The John Birch Society is reported to be very strong 
in the middle west and far west and to have raised for 
its promotion as much as $100,000 in a single com- 
munity. It has alliances with other extremist groups 
(for example, the so-called Freedom Clubs organized 
by James Fifield of the First Congregational Church, 
Los Angeles). While it has not yet attained sufficient 
power to organize all the diverse elements of the ex- 
treme right into one cohesive movement, it is growing 
rapidly. Whether it sweeps the field and becomes the 
totalitarian force it wants to be will largely depend on 
two groups. One is that composed of responsible 

litical and economic conservatives, whom Otis 
Chandler has warned. It is hoped that this group will 
repudiate dictatorship in the name of freedom. 

‘The other group is to be found in the churches. The 
John Birch Society makes a great show of love for 
Christian civilization in its attacks on communism, yet 
it indiscriminately attacks churches and the National 
Council of Churches and accuses them of being in- 


High, Wide and Ugly 


+ TWO RECENT DECISIONS made at the highest 
levels of government weaken still further the fragile 
restraints under which the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities functions. In the same week that 
the Supreme Court upheld the committee's power to 
require witnesses to say whether they are members 
of the Communist party, the House of Representatives 
approved H.U.A.C.'s full budget for another year. On 
the surface it would appear that the committee has 
been given renewed sanction and funds to ride high, 
wide and ugly over the liberties of citizens. But a 
closer look at these developments indicates that the 
committee's victory is something less than absolute. 
While the two bodies which alone have power to curb 
the committee have declined to use that power at this 
time, each has provided indications that its forbear- 
ance is not unlimited. 
On February 27 the Supreme Court upheld the 
convictions of Frank Wilkinson and Carl Braden on 
charges that they stood in contempt of Congress for 
refusing to answer questions asked by a H.U.A.C. sub- 
committee member. The questions had to do with 
whether they were members of the Communist party. 
In a 1958 hearing in Atlanta, they declined to answer 
on grounds of conscience. Wilkinson challenged the 
legality of the H.U.A.C. mandate, arguing that “Con- 
gress cannot investigate into an area where it cannot 
legislate, and this committee tends, by its mandate

The Supreme Court majority opinion holds that 
the house committee is properly constituted, that the 
specific hearing at which the interrogation took place 
was duly authorized, that, as the court had held in 
the earlier Barenblatt decision, it is proper for the 
committee to investigate communism. It holds that 
Wilkinson's plea that the committee was persecuting 
him because he was working for the abolition of the 
committee did not exempt him from action by the 
committee. It declares that the fact a witness in a hear- 
ing in California had charged that Wilkinson isa 
communist was sufficient ground for the House 
committee to ask the question and to insist on an 
answer. 

The four-man minority opposing this view consisted 
of Chief Justice Far] Warren, Justices Hugo L. Black, 
William O. Douglas and William J. Brennan, Jr. The 
minority opinion, written by Justice Black, does not 
mince words: “In my view, the majority by its de- 
cision today places the stamp of approval upon a prac- 
tice as clearly inconsistent with the Constitution, and 
indeed with every ideal of individual freedom for 
which this country has so long stood, as any that has 
ever come before this court. For, like Mr. Justice 
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Douglas, І think it is clear that this case involves 
nothing more nor less than an attempt by the Un- 
American Activities Committee to use the contempt 
power of the House of Representatives as a weapon 
against those who dare to criticize it.” He accuses 
the majority of a “sweeping abdication of judicial 
power and asserts that the meaning of its ruling is 
that “the committee may continue to harass its o 
ponents with absolute impunity so long as the ‘ e 
tections' of Barenblatt are observed." Ў 
Justice Black questions whether the "protections" 

of the Barenblatt decision limit “the power of the 
committee to subpoena and compel testimony from 
anyone who attacks it.” He notes that “the only in- 
formation the committee had with regard to petitioner 
[Wilkinson] was the testimony of a paid informant 
at a previous committee hearing.” “The petitioner 
= not accorded the opportunity to cross-examine the 
informant or the protection of the statute permittin, 
inspection of statements given to the F.B.I. by paid 
informants ..." Justice Black also points out that 
in the atmosphere existing in the country today the 
charge that someone is a communist is so common 
that hardly anyone active in public life escapes it," 
and holds that giving credence to such a charge with- 
out supporting evidence “is inherently in conflict with 
our concepts of justice and due process.” |

F.B.I. Inspector Defends 


Protestant Clergy 

+ ON FEBRUARY 22 Chief Inspector William C. 
Sullivan of the Federal Bureau of Investigation labeled 
as a “patent falsehood” allegations that “Protestant 
denominations have been subjected to alarming infil- 
tration and influence” by the Communist party. In 
an address sponsored by the United States Citizens 
Committee of Cincinnati Inspector Sullivan said: “The 
truth of the matter is that the Communist party, 
U.S.A., has not achieved any substantial success in 
exerting domination, control or infiuence over Amer- 
ica's clergymen or religious institutions on a national 
scale. There can be no question as to the loyalty of 
the overwhelming majority of the American clergy to 
our nation and the fact that they have been among the 
most consistent and vigorous opponents of commu- 
nism.” Although we were happy to learn that the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation is capable of such 
insight we felt no compulsion to rush this statement 
into print. The Protestant clergy of the nation does 
not need the defense of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. But since such a defense has been offered 
gratuitously, the Protestant clergy will graciously ac- 
cept it. We are even more pleased that at least two 
Roman Catholic publications, the Criterion of Indian- 
apolis and the Jesuit magazine America, have given 
wide publicity to Inspector Sullivan's commendation 
of the loyalty of Protestant clergymen and institutions. 
Both publications quote the heart of the Sullivan ad- 
dress and call for an end to loose talk about communist 
infiltration of the church. We express our gratitude to 
these publications, but the unfortunate fact is that 
most of the loose talk comes from Protestants who are 
not likely to be silenced either by Roman Catholic 
publications or by Inspector Sullivan.

Catholics Condemn ‘Operation

+ THE FILM Operation Abolition, according to 
reports by Religious News Service, has been con- 
demned by two Roman Catholic periodicals. The 
Oklahoma Courier, official weekly of the Oklahoma 
City-Tulsa Roman Catholic diocese, recently assailed 
the controversial film as containing “distortions so 
blatant and so extreme as to produce the net effect 
of a lie.”

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An Open Letter To 


Richard Cardinal Cushing, 
Boston, Massachusetts. 


April 21st, 1964. 


Your Excellence: 


Last night I was astonished to discover that you received a telegram which asserted that, dur- 
ing a Long John broadcast, members of the John Birch Society characterized Presidents Roosevelt 
and Kennedy as Communists. 


Being intensely interested in the John Birchers doings, I listened from the beginning to the 
very end of that program and do not recall that, at any time, any such thing was said. 


I read American Opinion, as well as other material they put out. Recently I read Mr. Welch's 
"The Politician", and their "Blue Book". These are far better guides to what the Birchers are 
than what their vile enemies strive to make them out to be. In all their writings, I have never 
seen President Roosevelt or Kennedy referred to as Communists. Their position on Roosevelt is 
clearly this: though not a Communist, as a politician, he tried to use them but, instead, was 
used by them. And Kennedy too, in all that has come to my attention, has never been called a 
Communi st. 


With regard to President Kennedy I, who am not a Birch member, know this: shortly after he 
became President, letters were being smuggled from the Cuban inferno which were widely repro- 
duced and distributed, and even appeared in publications whose circulations were in the mil- 
lions, so it is difficult to imagine he could have been ignorant of them. The following is an 
excerpt from one such letter that was written in December 1961 by a Cuban Catholic priest: "If 
my next-door neighbor is suddenly attacked by a criminal or burglar, and he is not powerful 
enough to defend himself successfully, shall my democracy stop or prevent me from helping him 
defend his rights?

It is with tears in my eyes that I write these 
words - tears of pain and anguish caused by our suffering - and tears of anger because of our 
helplessness to put and end to this terrible nightmare." 


The response to such pathetic pleas was putting, to use President Kennedy's own words, "a wall 
of freedom" around Cuba which, your excellence, makes sense only in 1984 Newspeak. 


It is well known that Mr. Kennedy admired F.D.R. es a politically astute realist. Is it incon- 
ceivable that he strove to emulate him by using Communists but, instead, was also used by them 
and that, when they suspected he might no longer be of use to them, contrived to murder him?

Mr. ROUSSELOT. Mr. Speaker, many 
of my colleagues have questioned me 
concerning the beliefs and principles of 
the John Birch Society. For their bene- 
fit, under unanimous consent I insert 
those beliefs and principles in the Ap- 
pendix of the RECORD. 

GENERAL BELIEFS AND PRINCIPLES OF THE JOHN 
BIRCH SOCIETY 


1 


With very few exceptions the members of 
the John Birch Society are deeply religious 
people. A member's particular faith is en- 
tirely his own affair. Our hope is to make 
better Catholics, better Protestants, better 
Jews—or better Moslems—out of those who 
belong to the soclety. Our never-ending con- 
cern is with morality, integrity, and purpose. 
Regardless of the differences between us in 
creed and dogma, we all believe that man 1s 
endowed by a Divine Creator with an innate 
desire and conscious purpose to improve both 
his world and himself. We believe that the 
direction which constitutes improvement Is 
clearly visible and identifiable throughout 
man’s known history, and that this God- 
given upward reach in the heart of man is 
a composite conscience to which we all must 
listen, 

п 

We believe that the Communists seek to 
drive their slaves and themselves along 
exactly the opposite and downward direc- 
tion, to the Satanic debasement of both 
man and his universe. We believe that 
communism is as utterly incompatible with 
all religion as it is contemptuous! of ail 
morality and destructive of all freedom, It 
is intrinsically evil. It must be opposed, 
therefore, with equal firmness, on religious 
grounds, moral grounds, and political 
grounds. We believe that the continued 
coexistence of communism and a Christian- 
style civilization on one planet is impossible. 
The struggle between them must end with 
one completely triumphant and the other 
completely destroyed. We intend to do our 
part, therefore, to halt, weaken, rout, and 
eventually to bury, the whole international 
Communist conspiracy, 

ш 

We believe that means are as important 
as ends in any civilized society. Of all the 
falsehoods that have been so widely and 
deliberately circulated about us, none is so 
viciously untrue as the charge that we are 
willing to condone foul means for the sake 
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of achieving praiseworthy ends. We think 
that communism as a way of life, for in- 
stance, is completely wrong; but our ulti- 
mate quarrel with the Communists is that 
they insist on imposing that way of life on 
the rest of us by murder, treason, and cruelty 
rather than by persuasion. Even if our own 
use of force ever becomes necessary and 
morally acceptable because it is in self-de- 
fense, we must never lose sight of the legal, 
traditional, and humanitarian considerations 
of a compassionate civilization. The Com- 
munists recognize no such compulsions, but 
this very Ingredient of amoral brutishness 
will help to destroy them in the end.

We believe in patriotism. Most of us will 
gladly concede that a parliament of nations, 
designed for the purpose of increasing the 
freedom and ease with which individuals, 
ideals, and goods might cross national boun- 
darles, would be desirable. And we hope 
that in some future decade we may help to 
bring about such a step of progress in man's 
pursult of peace, prosperity, and happiness. 
But we feel that the present United Nations 
was designed by its founders for the exactly 
opposite purpose of increasing the rigidity 
of Government controls over the lives and 
affairs of individual men. We believe it has 
become, as it was intended to become, a 
major instrumentality for the establish- 
ment of a one-world Communist tyranny 
over the population of the whole earth. One 
of our most immediate objectives, therefore, 
is to get the United States out of the United 
Nations, and the United Nations out of the 
United States. We seek thus to save our 
own country from the gradual and piecemeal 
surrender of lts sovereignty to this Com- 
munist-controlled supergovernment, and to 
stop giving our support to the steady en- 
slavement of other people through the 
machinations of this Communist agency.

We believe that a constitutional Republic, 
such as our Founding Fathers gave us, is 
probably the best of all forms of government. 
We believe that a democracy, which they 
tried hard to obviate, and into which the 
liberals have been trying for 50 years to con- 
vert our Republic, is one of the worst of all 
forms of government. We call attention to 
the fact that up to 1928 the U.S. Army Train- 
ing Manual still gave our men in uniform 
the following quite accurate definition, 
which would have been thoroughly approved 
by the Constitutional Convention that estab- 
lished our Republic. “Democracy: A Govern- 
ment of the masses. Authority derived 
through mass meeting or any form of direct 
expression results in mobocracy. Attitude 
toward property is communistic—negating 
property rights. Attitude towards law is that 
the will of the majority shall regulate, 
whether it be based upon deliberation or 
governed by passion, prejudice, and impulse, 





without restraint or regard to consequences. 
Results in demagogism, license, agitation, 
discontent, anarchy.” It is because all his- 
tory proves this to be true that we repeat 
so emphatically: ‘This is a Republic, not a 
democracy; let's keep 1t that way."

We are opposed to collectivism as a politi- 
eal and economic system, even when it does 
not have the police-state features of commu- 
nism. We are opposed to it no matter 
whether the collectivism be called socialism 
or the welfare state or the New Deal or the 
Fair Deal or the New Frontier, or advanced 
under some other semantic disguise. And 
we are opposed to it no matter what may be 
the framework or form of government under 
which collectivism is imposed. We believe 
that increasing the size of government, in- 
creasing the centralization of government, 
and increasing the functions of government 
all act as brakes on material progress and as 
destroyers of personal freedom.

We believe that even where the size and 
functions of government are properly 
limited, as much of the power and duties of 
government as possible should be retained 
in the hands of as small governmental units 
as possible, as close to the people served by 
such units as possible. For the tendencies 
of any governing body to waste, expansion, 
and despotism all increase with the distance 
of that body from the people governed; the 
more closely any governing body can be kept 
under observation by those who pay its bills 
and provide its delegated authority, the more 
honestly responsible It will be. And the dif- 
fusion of governmental power and functions 
is one of the greatest safeguards against 
tyranny man has yet devised. For this rea- 
son it is extremely important in our case to 
keep our township, city, County and State 
governments from being bribed and coerced 
into coming under one direct chain of control 
from Washington.

"We believe that for any people eternal 
vigilance is the price of liberty far more as 
against the insidious encroachment of inter- 
nal tyranny than against the danger of sub- 
Jugation from the outside or from the pros- 
pect of any sharp and decisive revolution. 
In a republic we must constantly seek to 
elect and to keep in power a government we 
can trust, manned by people we can trust, 
maintaining a currency we can trust, and 
working for purposes we can trust (none of 
which we have today). We think it is even 
more important for the government to obey 
the laws than for the people to do so. But 
for 80 years we have had a steady stream of 
governments which increasingly have re- 
garded our laws and even our Constitution 
as mere pieces of paper, which should not be 
allowed to stand in the way of what they, in 
thelr omniscient benevolence, considered to 
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be “for the greatest good of the greatest 
number.” (Or in their power-seeking plans 
pretended so to believe.) We want a res- 
toration of a “government of laws, and uot 
of men” in this country; and if a few im- 
peachments are necessary to bring that 
about, then we are all for the impeachment, 
ix 

We believe that In a general way history 
repeats itself, For any combination of 
causes, similar to an earller combination of 
causes, will lead as a rule to a combination 
of results somewhat similar to the one pro- 
duced before, And history Is simply a series 
of causes which produced results, and so on 
around cycles as clearly discernible as any 
of the dozens that take place elsewhere in 
the physical and biological sciences. But we 
believe that the most important history con- 
sists not of the repetitions but of the changes 
in these recurring links in the series. For 
the changes mark the extent to which man 
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has either been able to improve himself and 
his environment, or has allowed both to 
deteriorate, since the last time around. We 
think that this true history is largely deter- 
mined by ambitious Individuals (both good 
and evil) and by small minorities who really 
know what they want. And in the John 
Birch Society our sense of gratitude and re- 
sponsibility (to God and to the noble men 
of the past), for what we have inherited 
makes us determined to exert our influence, 
labor, and sacrifice for changes which we 
think will constitute improvement. 
x 

In summary, we are striving, by all hon- 
orable means at our disposal and to the 
limits of our energies and abilities, to bring 
about less government, more responsibility, 
&nd & better world. Because the Commu- 
nists seek, always and everywhere, to bring 
about more government, less individual re- 
sponsibility, and a completely amoral world, 
we would have to oppose them at every turn, 
even on the philosophical level. Because 





they are seeking through a gigantically or- 
ganized conspiracy to destroy all opposition, 
we must fight them even more aggressively 
on the plane of action. But our struggle 
with the Communists, while the most urgent 
and important task before us today, is 
basically only incidental to our more im- 
portant long-range and constructive pur- 
poses. For that very reason we are likely to 
be more effective against the Communists 
than if we were merely an ad hoc group seek- 
ing to expose and destroy so huge and power- 
ful a gang of criminals. In organization, 
dedication, and purpose we offer a new form 
of opposition to the Communists which they 
have not faced in any other country. We 
have tried to raise a standard to which the 
wise and the honest can repalr. We wel- 
come all honorable allies in this present 
unceasing war. And we hope that once they 
and we and millions like us have won a deci- 
sive victory at last, many of these same allies 
will join us in our long look toward the 
future.

EXTENSION OF REMARKS 


HON. JOHN H. ROUSSELOT 


OF CALIFORNIA

Mr. ROUSSELOT. Mr. Speaker, the 
Efficiency Research Bureau, a private 
investigating firm, has completed a 
thorough investigation of the John Birch 
Society in Orange County, Calif. Find- 
ings of the Bureau are reported in the 
March 1962, issue of the Santa Ana 
Register, a newspaper published in 
Orange County. I believe the findings 
will be of interest to my colleagues. Un- 
der unanimous consent I place the report 
which appeared in the Register in the 
Appendix of the CONGRESSIONAL RECORD. 

The report follows: 

JoHN BIRCH SOCIETY INVESTIGATED 

A private investigating firm, Efficiency Re- 
search Bureau, 800 South Harbor Boulevard, 
Anaheim, conducted a thorough investiga- 
tion of the John Birch Society in Orange 
County, Calif. Efficiency Research Bureau 
was hired by the president of a local manu- 
facturing firm to make an impartial study. 
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A five-man team of investigators, including 
a Negro clergyman, sat in on numerous Birch 
meetings and accumulated a wealth of data 
on the organization and its operation, The 
following are the 14 conclusions to which 
the Investigating team came, based upon 
their extensive research : 

1. Many of the allegations and rumors 
against the John Birch Society could not be 
supported by fact. 

2. The John Birch Society is an anti-Com- 
munist movement open to anyone Interested 
in Joining or attending meetings. 

8. It's not a secret organization, but rather 
groups meeting for discussion of views and 
ways in which to fight the international 
Communist conspiracy. 

4. The majority of John Birch Society 
members don’t support or agree with many 
of the statements of Robert Welch, the so- 
clety's founder; they seldom disagree with 
him on policy. 

5. Each chapter is independent and each 
member cooperates with chapter, State and 
national views according to the dictates of 
his own conscience. 

6. Efficlency Research Bureau investigators 
attending these meetings have found groups 
ms small as 15 and as large as 59 at a 
single meeting. About 15 seemed to be 
preferred. 

7 All Indications show that the John 
Birch Soclety anti-Communist movement 1s 
growing continuously and steadily. 


8. Utilizing both white and colored in- 
vestigators, it was learned the John Birch 
Society isn’t anti-Semitic, anti-Negro, or 
anti any religious group. That they, in fact, 
have chapters comprised entirely of colored 
membership. Also, it was found John Birch 
Society has Jewish members on the national 
advisory council, 

9. Investigators found no evidence of vio- 
lence or unlawful activity engaged in by 
the John Birch Society. 

10. Investigators did learn that there were 
individuals who carried personal prejudices 
with them into the organization. It was 
learned John Birch Society works to isolate 
persons with such prejudice. If a whole 
chapter js found to share certain prejudices 
the area coordinators try to disseminate such 
groups. 

11. Investigators learned there is a John 
Birch Society major coordinator for Orange, 
Los Angeles, and San Bernardino Counties 
nnd he has two coordinators directly under 
him. 

12. Investigators expected to find a dic- 
tatorship and didn't find it. 

13. The society as a whole works very 
hard to make sure that John Birch Society 
isn’t used as a vehicle to promote preju- 
dices. 

14. Investigative work included checking 
out documented information by factfinding 
groups which is used as a basis for some John 
Birch Society work.

The Attack On The John Birch Society 


The International Communist Conspiracy Is Alarmed 


An Address Delivered By 


DR. REVILO P. OLIVER, PROFESSOR OF CLASSICS 


UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS 


Congress Of Freedom, Willard Hotel, Washington, D. C., April 14, 1961 


Ladies and gentlemen, I do not have 
the words to tell you how pleased and 
happy I am to appear before you 
again. The Congress of Freedom has 
been from its inception the Continental 
Congress of American patriots. You 
have fought over the years with un- 
surpassed courage and determination, 
and now, as you hold your tenth an- 
nual session, you are beginning to see 
the results of your long struggle. The 
seemingly sudden awakening of the 
American people at this time, the 
great resurgence of patriotic aware- 
ness that now astonishes and dismays 
our domestice enemies—this is in very 
large part the result of the patient 
and often heart-breaking work that 
you and the organizations you repre- 
sent have done during the past decade. 


When your noble and devoted exe- 
cutive secretary, Mr. George Thomas, 
invited me to appear before you for 
the third time, I could not but take 
pride in such an honor, however little 
I deserved it. 


Two years ago we met on the heights 
of Colorado Springs; last year, on the 
rolling plans of Columbus; and now we 
meet in the Dismal Swamp of Wash- 
ington. 


Many of you, I am sure, have heard 
the story of the great agriculturat ex- 
pert in one of the many agencies that 
here in Washington are ceaselessly 
working to reduce American farmers 
to the status of Medieval serfs. 


This Adjustment Agency, as I think 
it is called, heard last year the alarm 
ing news that there was a farmer out 
in Indiana who—oh, horrors !—was 
making a decent living without ае 
cepting any handouts and without obey- 
ing any dictates from his masters in 
Washington. At first, of course, they 
assumed that he must be  sufféring 
from the illusion that Americans were 
still a free people, and so was grow 
ing wheat or some other crop that 
Americans are no longer permitted to 
grow without obtaining permission 
from their owners. So they sent out 
spies to catch that Indiana farmer red- 
handed in, the exercise of his constitu- 
tional rights. Rut the spies could find 
no forbidden crop on his land. So a 
set of more experienced spies was sent 
out but they Wo failed to find a pre- 
text for hatrassing and ruining the 
farmer. 

Finally, the agency sent out its fore- 
most agricultural expert to solve the 
mystery. The expert disguised himself 
as a tourist, pretended that his auto- 
mobile had broken down near the farm, 


and went in ostensibly to use the tele- 
phone. Then he tried to strike up a 
conversation with the farmer, 


“Mighty nice farm you got here.” 

“Uh-huh.” 

“Nice crops you got out there.” 

“Uh-huh.” 

“Nice barn you have down there.” 

“Uh-huh.” 

"Fine horses you've got cut there In 
the pasture." 

“Uh-huh.” 

“Mind if I walk around your place 
a bit?” 

“Naw, T don't mind." 

So the agricultural expert went out 
to look over the farm. Half an hour 


later he came limping back to the 
house. He had lost his hat. His ceat 
was ripped, 


“Say,” he said, “I went out into your 
pasture and one of your horses chased 
me. I just got over the fence in time. 
And what’s more, that horse tore my 
pants with one of his horns.” 


Now ladies and gentlemen, Wash- 
ington is full of “experts on Commun- 
ism” who can't recognize a Communist 
when they see one—who thought that 
Mao Tsé-tung might be an “agrarian 
reformer,” and who doubted that Cas- 
tro. was a Communist, and who are 
now doubting that Romulo Betancourt 


is a Communist, and who are now 
faiking all sorts of nonsense about а 
supposed "rift" between Khrushchev 


and their old pal, Mao Tsetung. We 
have had more than enough of such 
mischief-making "experts", and it does 
not róally matter whether a given 
"expert" is consciously sabotaging the 
United States or is merely a gull- 
ible “Liberal” lost in a fog of words 
and half-baked ideas. His record is 
sufficient to show that he is an “ex- 


pert” only in the art of leading us 
astray. 
To understand the International 


Communist Conspiracy and the way in 
which it is conquering the world, in- 
cluding our own country, you 

only to use common sense, the practi- 
cal judgement that rational men ac- 
quire from their experience of life it- 
self, unless they have been bemused 
and confused by the pseudo-idealistic 
claptrap that is so often injected into 
the young by schools today. You need 
examine only the undisputable facts of 
what the Communist Conspiracy has 
accomplished during the century in 
which it is has grown froma handful of 
degenerates clustered about a degen- 


erate named Karl Marx to a vast em- 
pire of terror, slavery, and primeval 
savagery that openly controls more 
than a billion human beings. 


I shall not repeat today, ladies and 
gentlemen, what I said two years ago, 
when I tried to suggest to you the 
vast extent of the web of subversion 
that the spiders of the Bolshevism 
have spun about us—a web that ex- 
tends from the humblest primary 
school tc the highest court in our land. 
I shall not repeat what I said a year 
ago, when I tried specifically to deal 
with the standard Communist techni- 
que for paralyzing American conserva- 
tives by subtly and indirectly promot- 
ing internecine quarrels within, or be- 
tween, conservative organizations. In- 
stead, I wish to take my time today to 
analyze briefly one of the major Com- 
munist operations now going on in the 
United States. 


I select this operation both because 
it is interesting in itself, and because 
it seems to me to be the most en- 
couraging and enheartening develop- 
ment of the year, if we interpret it 
properly, I refer, of course, to the in- 
credible campaign of lies and vilifica- 
tion that has been directed against the 
John Birch Society and its great found- 
er, that brilliant and dedicated Ameri- 
can patriot, Mr. Robert Welch. You 
will understand, of course, that I am 
not a spokesman for Mr. Welch, who 
three days ago addressed an audience 
of seven thousand people in Los An- 
geles, and is speaking today, I believé, 
in Texas, so that he could not be here 
in Washington with you. Nor am I 
expressing the views of the John Birch 
Society, of which I have the honor to 
be a member. The analysis that I 
shall give you merely represents my 
own observations and inferences. 


Today, looking over the smear cam- 
paign against the John Birch Society 
and the results that it has thus far 
produced, I firmly believe that it is 
the best news that American conserva- 
tives have had in many a year. 


This smear campaign corresponds in 
general to the normal techniques used 
by the International Communist Con- 
spiracy, therefore to what the officers 
and members of the John Birch Society 
expected sooner or later. It seems to 
me. however, that there are definite 
indications in the material that I have 
seen that the campaign was 


l. launched prematurely, 

2. poorly organized, 

3. comparatively ineffectual, and 
4 apparently ephemeral. 





{ 


I shall take up each of these four 
points in a moment, The net effect of 
the analysis that I shall give you sug- 
gests to me excessive haste and even a 
degree of real panic on the part of the 
Communist Conspiracy. 


The most probable reason for this 
haste was the growing impact of the 
campaign for the impeachment of Earl 
Warren, in which the John Birch So- 
ciety was participating, and which has 
reached such proportions that our so- 
called “Liberals” were visibly alarmed. 
It would seem that the smear cam- 
paign was launched at this time to 
ward off the impeachment, if possible. 
In the background, of course, is the 
Communists’ fear of the American peo- 
ple’s ever growing awareness and un- 
derstanding of the Conspiracy’s opera- 
tions in the United States 


Two years ago, ladies and gentlemen, 
the over-all mood of the Communists 
and their fellow travellers was one of 
confidence; they were certain that 
their fifty-five year plan for the Unit. 
ed States would be completed ahead of 
schedule, Two years ago T. at least, 
sonla discern only a few slight indica. 
tions that the  conspirators were in 
anv way disturbed, and these I re- 
ported to you as an “impression 
that the conspirators sense the coming 
of a change in the temper of the Ameri- 
can people.” 





Today that change is taking place— 
vou find a fresh manifestation of it 
every day, wherever you go. And to- 
day I think it quite clear that the con- 
spirators are nervous—very nervous 
They are making mistakes—serious 
mistakes. 

The student riot that they promoted 
in San Francisco was certainlv a blun- 
der. No one thing. I believe, has done 
more to awaken the American people 
than the film, “Operation Abolition.” 
That view of Communists in action, of 
their hate-distorted and sub-human 
faces, is more cogent nnd revealing 
than any analysis of the Communist 
mentality that could be set forth in a 
speech or a book, Equally shocking 
is the panorama of the student mob 
with the many little punks and sluts 
who obviously have no right to clutter 
up an institution of higher learning, 
let alone be supported by American 
taxpayers. That view of the loco weeds 
that are growing in our academic hot. 
houses at our expense gives direct 
proof of what has happened to our 
educational system, The film, there 
fore, has given to a creat many Ameri- 
cans their first glimpse of the horrible 
truth. It is no wonder that the Com- 
munists and their allies are making 
desperate efforts to prevent the film 
from being shown. 


The riot in San Francisco was a 
real blunder. I suspect that the cur- 
rent smear campaign against the John 
Birch Society will prove to have been 
an even greater blunder, It is another 
proof that the international criminals 
are so alarmed that they are not think- 
ing and planning with their wonted 
cleverness, Their work is now unmis- 
takably sloppy. 


First, I think it clear that the smear 





campaign was launched precipitately 
and prematurely because it so closely 
followed the Communists’ great drive 
to abolish the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities, and partly over- 
laps the Communists’ efforts to prevent 
the showing of “Operation Abolition.” 
These obviously Communist-inspired 
^ampaigns and, what is more import- 
ant, the identities of their leaders are 
still fresh in people’s minds. When 
the same Communists and Communist- 
fronters who a few weeks ago were 
denouncing the House Committee as 
‘Feseist,” ete, etc, now vomit the 
same stale invective at the John Birch 
Society, the intelligent part of the pub- 
lic cannot miss the obvious connection. 
"or real effectiveness, the attack on 
the John Birch Society should either 
have preceded the drives against the 
House Committee and the film or have 
been postponed until they had been 
largely forgotten. 


Second, the campaign was poorly or- 
ganized, presumably because of haste 
and sheer panic, Here are four ex 
amples of details that seem to me very 
significant, 


‘1.) There are several indications of 
lack of coordination, Notably, the 
smear article in the issue of Time 
vhich was on the newsstands on March 
7 closely corresponds to an article 
which appeared in the People’s World, 
an official publication of the Com 
munist party, on February 25. At 
least those of you who live in the 
Washington area will remember that 
this revealing similarity was pointed 
wt on the nineteenth of March in a 
гайїо broadcast by Mr. Bryton Barron, 
the author of the excellent book, IN- 
SIDE THE STATE DEPARTMENT 
Now of course, in a well-planned cam- 
paign the article in Time would have 
preceded the one in the People’s World. 
Echoes from an official Communist 
publication that is listed in the House 
Committee’s Guide to Subversive Or- 
ganizations obviously disclose the 
source of inspiration, 

(2.) Preparation of detail was often 
incredibly sloppy. That great so-called 
“newsmagazine,” Time, reported as fact 
that members of the John Birch So- 
ciety in Nashville, Tennessee, were 
operating “telephone campaigns to 
warn homeowners that some of their 
neighbors were suspected Reds.” And 
where did Slime get that fact? Why, 
from a low-grade newspaper called 
the Tennessean published in Nashville, 
whose editor had said that he knew 
that such telephone campaigns were 
being conducted. But when a member 
of the society confronted that editor, 
all that the editor could say was that 
he knew all this because some woman, 
whom he did not identify, called him 
on the telephone and told him that 
she knew a woman, whom she did not 
identify, and that that woman had 
said that that was what the members 
of the John Birch Society were doing 
Now the worst gossip in the Pumpkin 
Center Bridge Club knows better than 
to accept evidence like that. And, of 
course, the Communist Conspiracy 
could have planted something far bet- 
ter than that, if it had had the time. 
The conspirators, as you know, are 





capable of long and persevering work 
on even minor details, to say nothing 
of a major item in a smear campaign. 
If their transmission belt is wobbling 
so badly, it means that the machine or 
its operators are slipping 


(3.) To be effective, the public at- 
tack should have been begun by some 
person or organization with a reputa- 
tion for conservatism. To be sure, 
conservative leaders should know bet 
ter than to lend themselves to such 
an operation, and I am sure that no 
real conservative would knowingly do 
anything so dastardly. But we are 
all human, and it is unlikely that ali 
leaders would be entirely immune to 
covert manipulation through supposed 
friends who could subtly appeal to 
such possible motives as jealousy of 
Mr. Welch, eagerness to be patted on 
the back for “moderation” and al 
ance,” and hope that their own or 
ization might gain recruits or income 
from any damage done to the J 





Birch Society. Now, as a matt f 
fact, an attempt was made о 1 t 
the attack precisely in this way but 


it did not quite come off. And aj 
ently the Consviracy felt that it t 
could not wait for a great str: 
advantage that it might well have 

able to attain in some quarter h 
patience and persistence. It may 1 
be making some such effort, but the 
possible advantage is irreparably 
Now. since the attack was so obvi 

led by pro-Communist forces, an 
fessed conservative who may tur r 
with a cry of “me-too!" can do no e 
than compromise himself. 


(4.) A well-planned campaign ld 
have tried above all to isolate the T 
Birch Society from every other 
ganization that opposes Comm: 
but instead the Society has been b 
licly accused, in various parts of the 
country, of being the ally of all o e 
following: 

The House Committee on Un-A 

can Activities 

The Senate Internal 

committee 
The American Legion 
American Coalition of Patriotic 
Societies 

The Sons and the Daughters of the 
American Revolution 

The Roman Catholic Church 

The Cardinal Mindszenty Foundation 


Security 


The Anti-Communist League 
and now, you may be sure 


The Congress of Freedom ! 


While, of course, all these laims 
were not made in the same place at 
the same time, they expose the smear 


campaign for what it is—a concerted 
drive against every organ of resistence 
to the Communist Conspiracy. This is 
very poor strategy or, what amounts to 
the same thing, fantastic  over-confi 
dence, 


The John Birch Society is proud to 
be found in such company, and delight- 
ed by the hysterical cries of its oppon 
ents, Perhaps the prize goes to a Pro 
fessor of Sociology who, in response 
lo a question, last week told a univer- 
sity audience: 


“The Daughters of the American 
Revolution, like the John Birch Society 
and the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities, are subversive 
and must be suppressed, to preserve 
American democracy.” 


Equally hysterical, of course, has 
been the screaming about the Klu Klux 
Klan, “a new Hitler,” “Mein Kampf,” 
“storm troopers,” “hate mongers,” 
“skulking secrecy,” and the like. 
These absurdities, of course, merely 
expose their authors. 


It is probable that most of these 
blunders are not the work of persons 
directly under Communist discipline. 
They are likely to be the original con- 
tributions of "Liberal intellectuals” 
giving vent to their own festering 
sense of inferiority. But in a well- 
lirected campaign, such as that so ef. 
fectively directed against the late Sen- 
(or McCarthy, the Communists make 
a definite effort to hold such revealing 
bsurdities to a minimum through 
preliminary conversations designed to 
implant in the “Liberal’s” mind the 
line that he should take when the cam- 
aign starts. Here again, the prepara- 
tion was certainly sloppy. 


Now we must, in fairness, admit 
that Communists this time were con- 
fronted with a far more difficult prob- 
lem than the one they faced in their 
last all-out campaign, that against the 
late Senator McCarthy. The Senator 
was one man, his personal and private 
character was known to few people, 
and the American public is always 
ready to believe the worst of a politi- 
cian, I myself, for example, had met 
the Senator and conversed with him, 
but I could not have affirmed 
from my own knowledge that he real 
ly was a kindly and even soft-hearted 
man who scrupulously protected from 
publicity not only the innocent, but 
even the guilty who claimed to have 
reformed 


Now the situation is quite different. 
The John Birch Society is a large or- 
ganization, and every member of it, 
of course, personally knows the utter 
falsity of the charges made against the 
Society The smear campaign, there- 
fore, merely proves to him the extent 
of Communist control over the press 
and other channels of communication, 
and thus makes him more than ever 
aware of the extreme danger to our 
country. Every member, furthermore, 
is personally known to persons who 
know him and have learned by experi- 
ence to trust him: they, too, immediate- 
ly recognize the press campaign for a 
frantic smear—and they draw their 
own conclusions 


Furthermore, thoughtful Americans, 
even if they know no member of the 
Society and never heard of it before, 
ean deduce from the sheer viciousness 
and irrationality of the campaign that 
it is Communist-inspired. Thousands 
and thousands of people are eager to 
join the Society merely because they 
see who its enemies are. Persons who 
had never heard of the Society and 
have no contact with it are defending 
it for precisely that reason. I have 
seen clippings from all over the coun- 
try, but the one that encouraged me 


most was a letter written by a college 
freshman who obviously is not a mem- 
ber or the son of members of the so- 
ciety, although he had read AMERI- 
CAN OPINION. His clear and objec- 
tive analysis of the attack on the So- 
ciety is one of the very best that I 
have seen. I wish I could read you 
the whole letter, which is a long one. 
Writing to the editor of the campus 
newspaper, this freshman says: 


"Your attacks (on the John Birch 
Society), while of a type familiar to 
readers of the New York Times and 
the Washington Post, and therefore 
slightly disgusting, are unimpressive 
to all but the most naive minds . . ." 


The author then goes very ably into 
the strange results of American  for- 
eign policy “under the past three re- 
gimes,” and he defines that policy con- 
cisely thus: “To make the world safe 
for Communism, while ostensibly pre- 
tendin to fight Communism.” And he 
concludes: “Until you can systemati- 
cally refute, point by point, the evi- 
dence and arguments presented by Mr. 


Welch . . . you would do well to stop 
labelling as ‘ridiculous’ and ‘radical’ 
propositions of which you evidently 


have no knowledge.” 


That goes right to the core of the 
matter, ladies and gentlemen, and that 
is the work of a college freshman 
whom I should very much like to meet 
The hope of our country lies in such 
youth. 


I think it quite likely that the Com- 
munists own smear campaign against 
the John Birch Society has alerted at 
least a million Americans whom we 
could never otherwise have reached 
in so short a time Even if not another 
word is said, many more Americans 
will now know how tainted are their 
usual sources of information and will 
seek the facts elsewhere, And when 
they learn—to take but one of fifty 
current examples—that the great chain 
of airbases which the United States 
built in Morocco at a cost of more than 
half a billion dollars, and which were 
advertised to everyone as giving to 
our Strategic Air Command control 
over all Europe—when they learn that 
these bases are now being turned over 
to Soviet Russia as the result of an 
agreement that Eisenhower personally 
made on a visit to Morocco in 1959— 
when they learn that one of these 
bases has already been occupied by 
Soviet technicians and equipped with 
Soviet aircraft—when they learn that 
simple fact, these Americans are now 
prepared to draw their own conclu- 
sions. They will note that the press 
which is screaming so loudly about the 
John Birch Society carefully hid in 
silence the surrender of our bases to 
our enemies. 


The Communist Conspiracy has 
made the very serious blunder of ex- 
posing the extent of its control over 
our usual channels of information. 
They have thus blunted and partly 
destroyed what was the most important 
of their many secret weapons of sub- 
version, 


Third, the smear campaign at its 
very best has been comparatively in- 


effectual. Let us notice the only two 
lines of attack that have had the slight- 
est effectiveness. 


The howlers have made much of 
certain criticisms of Eisenhower 
that Mr. Welch expressed in a per- 
sonal and private letter of which the 
first obtained a copy when the auto 
mobile of an American who had gone 
abroad to write a book was broken 
oven during a very short period of 
{ime in which it was left locked, but 
unguarded. (Only the brief-case  con- 
taining Mr. Welch’s letter and the 
manuscript of the unfinished book 
was taken; valvable baggage, includ- 
ing a fine camera was left in the car.) 
Now the real point here is neither that 
the letter was a private document nor 
that the quotations supposedly taken 
from it have been shamelessly distort- 
ed. The vital point is that the attempt, 
partly successful, to arouse emotion 
over this issue is really based on the 
premise that the United States is по 
longer a republic. 


In a republic all public officers, 
however high their rank, are recog- 
nized to be- men, and therefore to have 
potentially the weaknesses of mortal 
теп, inclvding fallibility and соггир- 
tibility. They must therefore be judged 
on the record of their conduct, criti- 
cally and rationally examined. In a re 
public, there can be no presumption 
that “the King ean do no wrong" In 
fact, a republic is a system of govern- 
ment specifically and expressly de- 
signed to limit drastically the power 
and prestige of all magistrates, be- 
cause human experience has shown 
that a King, or anyone else entrusted 
with great power not only CAN do 
wrong, but is very likely to do it. 


Therefore, if criticism of Fisenhow 
er, however drastic, is IPSO FACTO 
horrible or criminal or impio"s, then 
Eisenhower must be like an Egyptian 
Pharoah or a Peruvian Inca or a Mos 
lem Caliph—he must be an incarnate 
God or, at least, the vice-regent of 
God. Or else he must be, like Caligula 
or Hitler, a superman who has become 
in some bizarre and mysterious way 
the incarnation of the "will of the 
people" and is therefore necessarily 
above criticism. On either assumption. 
of course, the United States has ceased 
to be a free nation. And a great many 
thoughífv] people will recognize for 
themselves the premise that underlies 
fhe emotional abuse vomited forth by 
a corrupt press. 


Now for the other point under this 
heading. So many Americans are now 
aware of Communist activities in the 
Vnited States that really effective at- 
tecks on the John Birch Society can 
come only from persons who can 
plausibly claim to be anti-Communists 
themselves. That simply means that 
we must examine carefully the record 
and professions of each critic. And 
тєпаПу опе сап spot quite transparent 
efforts to take cover belatedly. 








In Chicago, for example, an odd lit- 
tle creature named Mabley has been 














spitting for some time at the John 
Birch Society, first in the DAILY 
NEWS, and when that paper no 
longer had a use for him, in the CHi- 
CAGO'S AMERICAN. Then, on 31 
March, after conspicuously preening 
himself for having “exposed’ the John 
Birch Society, Mabley announced that 
he was "working on an exposure of 
the Fair Play for Cuba Committee," 
and did indeed report a few facts a- 
bout that organization. 


Here, however, is the 
background: 


(1) Every person familiar with the 
facts published in AMERICAN OPIN- 
ION in Febrvary and April, 1959, was 
well aware that Castro was a Com- 
mrnist agent, and that, therefore, 
there was a presumption that any or- 
ganization working for Castro was a 
Communist front. 


(2) So far as “Fair Play for Cu- 
ba" is specifically concerned, its goose 
was cooked on 5 May. 1960, whcn 
its leading promoter, 
of the Columbia Broadcasting System, 


significant 


testified before the Senate Subcom- 
mittee on Internal Security. Public 
and official exposure was certain to 


follow that testimony, and a convie- 
tion for perjury was very likely. 

(3) On 10 January, 1961, Dr. San- 
tos-Breh testified that “Fair Play for 
Cuba" had been financed for the most 
part, by Castro. He further testified, 
in effect, that Taber had  perjured 
himself. This testimony was given їп 


public session. Since 10 January, 
therefore, no reasonable тап, how- 
ever deeply imbued with “Liberal” 


buncombe, could have doubted that 
“Fair Play for Cuba” was a Commun- 
ist front. 

(4) By the first week in March, as 
was reported in the part of the press 
that does not suppress all news un- 
favorable to the Communist Conspira- 
ey, both Taber and another officer of 
“Fair Play for Cuba” had fled to Ha- 
vana to join their pal, Fidel Castro. 


(5) Finally, the Senate Subcom- 
mittee published and distributed to 
the press a booklet containing one 
hundred and twenty-eight pages of 
sworn testimony, all on the subject of 
“Fair Play for Cuba.” 


(6) Therefore, by the time that Mab- 
ley rushed forward with his “expo- 
sure" of "Fair Play for Cuba," that 
organization had been as thoroughly 
and publicly exposed as any Com 
munistfront in the country, and it 
had become about as useful to the 
Communists as a worn-out shoe. Chi- 
cago's little spit-boy might as well 
have “exposed” Gus Hall as a Com- 
munist, so far as any damage to the 
Communist Conspiracy was concerned. 


And incidentally, ladies and gentle- 
men, we should notice in passing that 
even Castro himself is now dispensa- 
ble to the Communists. The Conspira- 
cy has in readiness two Communist or- 
ganizations composed of Cubans who 
claim vociferously to be enemies of 
Castro and accuse him of “having be-

trayed the revolution." It is always 
possible, therefore, for the Conspiracy 
to replace the Castro gang with an 
eqrilvalent less well known to the 
American public to start in our press 
another campaign of lies to the effect 
that the new set of Communists are 
“genuine democrats” and “agrarian 
reformers,” and so paralyze the 
American people for another two 
years, until the facts again become 
too obvious and well known to be de- 
nied. This maneuver, however, will 
be kept in reserve for an emergency, 
such as popular pressure by American 
citizens of such magnitude that 
Washington will be forced to act. Un- 
til that time, in all probability, Cas- 
tro will be personally retained as a 
symbol of the Communist Conspiracy’s 
power to inflict open degradation and 
humiliation on the United States, But 
what is going to happen in Cuba ıs 
another story, and it would take too 
long to go into details now. The point 
is that the criminals who poison the 
American mind through the press and 
radio can now protect themselves by 
belatedly denouncing Castro as a Com- 
munist and at the same time continue 
to serve, as they have in the past, the 
purposes of the Conspiracy. 


FINALLY, ladies and gentlemen, 
the smear campaign against the John 
Birch Society seems to be ephemeral 
in that it has very limited possibilites 
for f"ture development. The  Com- 
munists can't very well go on spewing 
the same vomit in the press, and 1 
don't see how they can devise any. 
thing new to follow up their efforts. 
They can, of course, try to keep the 
campaign going by trying to stir up 
arguments on essentially irrelevant 
matters. They can ask a thousand 
questions, such as, How do you know 
that Captain John Birch for whom the 
Societv is named, was really killed by 
the Chinese Communists? They сап 
take one by one the hvndreds of per- 
sons in our government who have 
been the architects of our disaster, 
and they can quibble and quarrel end- 
lesslv over each one, demanding 
proof that he was a card-carrying 
Communist instead of a jackass who 
somehow meant well, whatever he 
did. By keeping such arguments go- 
ing, they can try to divert the public's 
attention from the only central and 
really vital questions: Is there a 
Communist Conspiracy in the United 
States? Is the John Birch Society ef- 
fectively opposing that Conspiracy? 


Aside from s"ch quibbling and some 
hypocritical snivelling about a "need 
for moderation," I can see only four 
possible lines of attack that are even 
theoretically possible, and I confess 
that at the moment I do not see how 
any one of these theoretical possibili- 
ties could be actually carried out by 
the Communists. 


It appears to me at this time, there- 
fore, that the Bolsheviks' attack on the 
John  Bireh Society and its great 
founder has been a costly failure. 


But do not underestimate the de- 
termination of the criminals ог ћеш 
audacity. They are becoming desper- 
ate, and they know that the stake in 
this fight is nothing less than the Uni- 
ted States itself and the lives of all de- 
cent Americans, They will call out 


their last reserves, the  conspirators 
whom they have thus far kept under 
cover and beyond suspicion. They wil 
be more brazen than ever. They will 
seek to terrorize those whom they 
have failed to delude. They will moie 
and more openly incite violence and 
resort to it themselves. And in so do- 
ing, they will necessarily discard their 
sleek disguises and expose themselves 
for what they are, rabid beasts, the 
enemies of all mankind. 


Therefore, ladies and gentlemen, we 
are very rapidly nearing the crisis, 
the real hour of decision. The lines 
have been drawn, the battle for Amer- 
ica is now being fought, and it is much 
too late for any one of vs to retreat 
or falter. We are fighting for even 
more than life itself, for if we ever 
fal into power of the Bolsheviks, we 
shall think a speedy death the greatest 
boon for which we can pray to God. 


What we must do is drive home to 
the American people—to all decent 
folk who may yet doubt or be sunkin 
fact that the International Communist 
Conspiracy is working at their very 
elbows under a thousand guises and 
behind a thousand humanitarian prc- 
texts to capture and massacre them. 
The evidence—the overwhelming mass 
of evidence that no rational man can 
do"bt, if only he examines some part 
of it for himself—is there. We have 
only to get more people to examine it 
for themselves. And the Communists, 
by their vicious clamor, are making 
that task each day easier for us. 


We are now in the crisis. If the In- 
ternational Communist Conspiracy 
now fails in its rash to silence and in- 
timidate patriotic Americans, it will 
have suffered its first major defeat. 
If it wins— 


But the beasts MUST not win! I call 
upon each of you for your utmost ef- 
fort, yovr utmost devotion, your ut 
most sacrifice of time, money, and 
comfort. 


Many of our ancestors gave their 
lives and their fortunes to create this 
nation. Should we not risk ours to 
recapture it from our enemies?

Since the May Reader's Digest came out we have heard from a 
number of readers who objected to references in it to the John 
Birch Society. These readers have asked why, in his discussion 
of "The Insidious Campaign to Silence Anti-Commnists," William 
R. Kintner referred to the Birch Society as "extremist" and to 
its journal as "discredited." We welcome the opportunity these 
eg give us to make our own attitude toward the Birch Society 
clear. 


A letter has gone out to Robert Welch, founder and present 
head of the Birch Society, in reply to his offer of a manuscript 
describing the history, purposes and activities of the organization. 
We told Mr. Welch we could not see our way clear to publishing his 
manuscript, since his views do in fact strike us as extreme in the 
sense that they go far beyond the views of most reasonable people 
in condemning, entirely without factual evidence, public officials, 
government leaders, official U. S. policies, etc., etc. Mr. Welch 
iš entitled to his opinions; his followers to theirs. But The 
Resder's Digest is under no obligation to print such extreme views 
and would in fact be failing in its responsibility to its readers 
were it to do so in the absence of any authoritative support for 
them. 


In response to Mr. Weich's protest against the reference to 
his journal as "discredited" we have pointed out that the word 
simply means disbelieved and that many of the extreme allegations 
and interpretations appearing in the Society's publications are 
unquestionably disbelieved by the vast majority of Americans. Few 
Americans accept, for example, the notion that the movement toward 
desegregation in the South has been almost entirely the work of 
communists. Nor is it generally felt that our dangers are largely 
internal. How can thoughtful people so overlook the monumentel 
problems of peace and war that confront us in every part of the 
world? Furthermore, Mr. Welch's identification of public figures 
such as former President Eisenhower as communist or pro-communist 
strikes us as extreme to the point of fantasy. 


EDITORIAL OFFICE 


It is clear that a considerable number of sincere and patriotic 
Americans do accept what Robert Welch says and believe firmly that 
the Birch Society is performing & useful function. We can only be 
thankful that in our free society there is room for more than one 
shade of belief, tolerance for a variety of views. With Birch 
Society members we share an abiding love for our country and a deep 
concern for her future. In tne months and years to come, as in the 
past, The Reader's Digest will reflect that love and concern.

On Pages 2 and 3 of this issue of the Political Memo is a chart which links the high command 
of the fascistic John Birch Society (center column) to other right wing organizations (left-hand 
column], and to business groups, government, universities and private corporations (all in right- 
hand column). 


The chart is by no means complete, but its net effect is to show how the influence of the 
John Birch Society fans out. It shows that the men who control JBS share control in other ulira- 
right groups. It shows how close are the ties of some big industries to JBS and to the right wing 
at large. 


The Birch Society was chosen as the subject of this chart because it is highly-organized, 
active and troublesome, more so perhaps than any other right wing organization. Many of its 
С) leaders, herein listed, are "pillars of the community," industrialists, bankers, retired generals. 
They are mostly men of status, whose anti-labor, anti-progress views find an outlet in the press 
and other mass media. 


It is impossible to trace all the lines on the chart. But with patience, good eyesight and the 
help of a ruler, most of the connections can be found. 


In the left-hand column are listed the most prominent of the rightist groups. Many of them 
were on the scene long before the Birch Society, but many are Birch fronts. The Birchers 
believe in using fronts. In fact, JBS dictator Robert Welch urges his followers to “organize fronts— 
little fronts, big fronts, temporary fronts, permanent fronts, all kinds of fronts," for the Birch 
Society to hide behind. 


One front Welch boasts of as a JBS promotion is ORFIT, the Organization to Repeal Federal 


Income Tax. This is the outfit behind the so-called "Liberty Amendment," which has been approved 
by six state legislatures. 


The center column, listing JBS leadership, contains some of the biggest names of the far 
right. As the chart shows, their connections with other rightist groups are abundant. Among them 
are William J. Grede and Ernest Swigert (former NAM presidents), A. G. Heinsohn and Roger 
Milliken (union-hating industrialists), Fred C. Koch and Clarence Manion ("right to work" pro- 
moters), T. Coleman Andrews, Spruille Braden, F. Gano Chance, E. Merrill Root, Charles Edison, 
J. Bracken Lee, J. Howard Pew, Billy James Hargis, Gen. Bonner Fellers.

Among the big industries listed in the right-hand column are Avco Mfg. Co., J. |. Case, 
Chrysler Corp., Deering Milliken, General Motors Truck Co., International Tel. and Tel., Jones 
and Laughlin, Kimberly-Clark, Raytheon, Rock Island Oil, Sears-Roebuck, Sun Oil, U.S. Gypsum, 
U.S. Steel, a bunch of banks, textile firms and others. 


Business groups listed are the Farm Bureau Federation, U.S. Chamber of Commerce, NAM 
and their state affiliates. 


It adds up to a threatening picture: Men of influence and community standing—many of 
them representing giant industries—are banded together in an organization dedicated to shatter- 
ing trade unions and preventing social welfare progress. This organization in turn interlocks with 
others with identical causes, forming a well-organized, well-heeled apparatus ‘that is a threat 
to democracy itself.

A veteran labor and political leader, Joseph M. Rourke, has been named deputy director of 


COPE by AFL-CIO President George Meany. Rourke succeeds Al Barkan who was recently 
appointed COPE director as successor to the late James L. McDevitt. 


A member of the International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers since 1928, Rourke served 
as secretary-treasurer of the Connecticut Federation of Labor after World War Il and retained 
the same post when the AFL and CIO merged in Connecticut.

The Drive Was Planned In Moscow 


In the fall of 1960, representatives from most of the world’s 87 Communist parties met in Moscow for a period of 
weeks to analyze the world situation and plan strategy. On December 5,°1960, 81 of these Gommunist parties issued a 
20,000 word doctrinal and strategy statement calling for the destruction of Anti-Communist activity. On January 6, 1961 
Premier Khruschev reported to the Party as follows: 

“Bourgeois propaganda is becoming more insidious and subtle. It is using Anti-Communism as its principal weapon in the struggle 

against the Socialist Camp and the Communist Parties. We must vigorously expose this anti-scientific ideology.” 


On January 20, 1961, Gus Hall, head of the Communist Party U.S.A. called a meeting of the National Committee of 
the Communist Party U.S.A. to inform them of Moscow’s decision. The official policy statement of the U.S. Communist 
Party was issued on May 1, 1961 (May Day) and stressed the need to fight Anti-Communism. It also called for the abolish- 
ment of the House Committee on Un-American Activities and the Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee — Testimony of 
Robert Carrillo Ronstadt before H.C.U.A. released October 10, 1962. 


The John Birch Society 


The John Birch Society by the summer of 1960 first began to attract Communist attention as a possible dangerous organi- 
zation to Communist objectives. The Birch Society tangled head on with the Communist Party in January 1961 when the 
Communist Party was back of a plan in Congress to render the Mouse Committee on Un-American Activities ineffective by 
refusing it appropriations on which to function. Some of the literature which the Communist Party used was prepared by a 
Methodist Minister R. IV. Moon. It appeared in the January 4, 1961 issue of Christian Century, the un-official publication 
of the National Council of Churches on whose policy making board is Dr. Eugene Carson Blake and Mr. Charles C. Parlan, 
President of the World Council of Churches. The Chicago Com mittee to Defend the Bill of Rights, a Communist front, fur- 
nished reprints of the Christian Century article calling for abolishment of H.C.U.4., to churches arid others. 

The work of the John Birch Society was largely responsible for defeating the Communist Party and its friends within 
the National Council of Churches in their attempt to render the House Committee on Un-American Activities ineffective 
but in doing so it brought down upon itself the wrath of the entire Communist-Socialist-Liberal complex.

This is not an idle question. It is one which 
demands a straightforward, uncompromising and 
honest answer from each of us who calls himself 
a Christian American, and who is dedicated to 
the preservation of man’s best mortal hope: the 
Republic of the United States of America. 


We speak frankly of men who have been exalted 
to the position of leadership over us by our very 
enemies! More specifically, we speak of the 
Marrano-type Barry Goldwater who went to an 
Episcopalian church as a youth simply “because 
there were no synagogues in Arizona in those 
days,” and to the philosopho-humanist Robert 
Welch who holds that Christianity is fine for the 
common people (opiate?), but that the thinking of 
men destined to lead the people (as Welch) must 
be upon a higher philosophical plane than the 
restrictions of Christianity will allow. And we 
ask: should Christians be led by men who are not 
themselves dedicated, born-again Christians? 


* We feel as St. Paul must have felt when he wrote, 


“Am I therefore become your enemy, because I 
tell you the truth?” But there are two quotations 
which sustain us. One is from the Devil’s bible 
(commonly known as the ''Protocols") and it 
reads: ‘Who will ever suspect then that all 
these peoples were stage-managed by us accord- 
ing to a political plan which no one has so much 
as guessed at in the course of many centuries?” 
(Thirteenth Protocol, sixth paragraph.) 


And the other quotation is from God’s Holy Bible: 


IT FOR JS 


“For there are many unruly and vain talkers and 
deceivers, specially they of the circumcision: 
Whose mouths must be stopped, who subvert 
whole houses, teaching things which they ought 
not, for filthy lucre’s sake.” (Titus 1; 10,11). 


THE CASE OF BARRY GOLDWATER 


When Senator Goldwater promoted himself to top . 
political leadership of the conservative wing of 
the Republican Party, there is no doubt but that 
he spoke as a conservative should. But his 
actions spoke much louder. When he surrendered 
meekly and abjectly to both Rockefeller and 
Nixon at the Chicago nominating convention, his 
voice was stilled as a conservative leader. He 
had betrayed conservatives as surely as Judas 
betrayed Jesus. But Goldwater didn’t hang him- 
se'f ‘politically. Instead, he suddenly emerged 
in clean garments, once again astride a white 
horse, proclaiming himself the conscience of 
conservatives. He had been renounced and de- 
nounced by true conservatives. And yet, here he 
was again, being proclaimed political leader. By 
whom? For what purpose? To again deceive and 
betray? Who chose him, if not the international- - 
ists who needed one of their own to lead their 
opposition into the ditch of ineffectiveness? 








A careful examination of the record will show 
that Barry Goldwater is not, and never was, a 
true conservative. One irrefutable exhibit: 


A true conservative is wholeheartedly and un- 
compromisingly against U.S. participation in the 
affairs of the United Nations. For years, the cry 
has been, ‘‘Get the United States out of the UN 
and the UN out of the United States,” or some 
stronger version of that same thought. Yet, in 
the best seller The Conscience of a Conservative 
which was sold under the purported authorship of 
Barry Goldwater, on page 117 (Hillman paper- 


back edition), after recounting some of the sins 
of US participation in the UN, we come upon this 
surprising statement: 


"Withdrawal from the United Nations is probably 
not the answer to these problems. For a number 


of reasons that course is unfeasible.” (Italics 
added—Ed.) 


Just why withdrawal from the UN is unfeasible, 
the Senator does not explain. Nor can such a 
statement be explained to a true conservative. 


GOLDWATER AND THE 
NATIONAL MUNICIPAL LEAGUE 


Still more damning-to a mam who poses as a 
conservative leader-is Senator Goldwater's con- 
nection with and defense of the National Munici- 
pal League. 


First, let us properly identify NML as a part and 
parcel of “1313,” which is headed by the Pub- 
lic Administration Service, H.G. Pope, Executive 
Secretary. In a publication issued by “1313,” 
we find this statement: 


“The Governing Board includes several members 
with special roles in relation to the center at 
“1313” and the executive officers of the follow- 
ing organizations of public officials and public 
agencies: American Municipal Association, Ameri- 
can Public Welfare Association, American Public 
Works Association, American Society for Public 
Administration, American Society of Planning 
Officials, Building Officials Conference of 
America, Council of State Governments, Federa- 
tion of Tax Administrators, International City 
Managers Association, Municipal Finance Offi- 
cers Association, National Association of Asses- 
sing Officers, National Association of Housing 
and Redevelopment Officials, NATIONAL MUNI- 
CIPAL LEAGUE, and Public Personnel Asso- 
ciation.”” (Our emphasis—Ed.) 


Is this sufficient evidence to establish the offi- 
cial connection between ‘1313’? and NML? Now, 


we quote from photocopy of a letter signed by 
Barry Goldwater: 


“I have been a member of the National Municipal - 
League since 1948...” 


In fact, Senator Goldwater is a regional vice 
president of NML, was re-elected to that post 
last November. And, according to the previously 
quoted publication of '*1313," we are told that 


"The Governing Board includes... the executive 
officers of... National Municipal League.” Since 
Barry Goldwater is an executive officer of the 
National Municipal League, one wonders how he 
could have failed to hear of “1313”? 


Yet, read this excerpt from a widely distributed 
letter written by Senator Goldwater to Harry 


Everingham of “We, The People,” on October 20, 
1960: 


“...I1 am told it (NML~Ed.) is Communistic. .., 
-.l think the people in your organization are 
confusing the National Municipal League with 
some other municipal group which had headquar- 
ters at some mysterious address known as 
1317.” 


Іа another letter written by Senator Goldwater 
under date of September 20, 1960 (we quote from 
a photocopy of the letter), the Senator writes: 


“First of all, I don't know what 1313 is, and I 
have asked a number of you people to explain it 
to me but so far you have failed to do so. ... 


**,..your inference that I am supporting Commu- 
nism must be backed by something, and I would 
appreciate your telling me what 1313 is." 


(We understand the addressee sent the Senator 


a copy of our "Terrible 1313," which explains 


most fully **what 1313" is—Ed.) 


In the Nov. 17, 1960 issue of the newspaper, The 
Arizona Republic, there is a two column picture 
with the following caption: **Honored—holding up 
their National Municipal League distinguished 
citizen award are, second from left, Senator Gold- 
water (R~Ariz); Jack Williams, former major; 
Justice Charles C. Bernstein, of the state sup- 
teme court; and Nicholas Udall.” 


In the accompanying story, we learn that the 
award was given because “all four were instru- 
mental in providing Phoenix, beginning with the 
city charter revisions of 1947-48, with a strong 
and effective manager-council form of govern- 
ment.” From the article we also learn that 
“Goldwater was a city councilman from 1950 to 
1952. Udall and Williams served as mayors from 
1948-52 and 1956-59 respectively. Bernstein was 
chairman of the 1948 charter revision committee." 


And here is the sequal: As a result of this char- 
ter revision, the city of Phoenix has an ordinance 
which reads: "The Urban Renewal director is 


hereby authorized and directed to make inspect- 
ions to determine the condition of dwellings. ... 
in order that he may perform the duty of safe- 
guarding the health and safety of the occupants 
of dwellings and of the general public...he is 
hereby authorized to enter, examine and survey 
at reasonable times all dwellings... the owner or 
occupant shall give the Urban Renewal director 
free access to such dwelling.” (Italics added). 


There is a commonly held principle of Anglo- 
Saxon jurisprudence (constitutionally upheld in 
the United States) to the effect that entry can be 
forced into a private dwelling only by presenta- 
tion of a legally drawn search warrant. To rule 
that an urban renewal director may—whenever he 
desires—demand entry into a home, thus violating 
the time-honored Anglo-Saxon principle of the 
sanctity of the home; this is hardly the work of 
a true conservative, howevermuch Goldwasser 
(the family name) may claim to be a conservative. 


In copies of letters in our possession, we find 
that Goldwater knows about Urban Renewal, has 
helped promote it in certain instances; knows 
about Metro, but isn’t sure the idea will work; 
but he doesn’t know about 1313! 


Can any man who doesn’t know about 1313 be 
trusted to lead the conservative forces of this 
one-time Constitutional Republic? 


The truth of the matter is that conservatives did 
not select him as their leader. But they accepted 
him after left-wingers gave him the mantle of 
leadership. 


THE JOHN BIRCH SOCIETY 


As an organization, the John Birch Society has 
been the most effective weapon in the fight 
against Communism in recent years. Its program 
is above reproach, its principles worthy, its 
membership consists of many of the finest and 
most dedicated Christian Americans in the nation. 
But-as we wrote in our Don Bell Reports of 
March 24, 1961: **...it should always be pointed 
out that sincere patriots who exert their energies 
as full-time anti-Communists are aiming their 
guns at but a segment of the enemy, and at a seg- 
ment which ranks fifth in importance!"

And we also wrote: “The time has passed when 
one can do the works of the Father in secret ‘for 
fear of the Jews,’ or for “fear of the Federal Go- 
vernment,’ or ‘for fear of Foundations, Organi- 
zations, or the Devil himself’!”’ р 


And what has happened to the John Birch Society 
in recent weeks is ample proof of our contention. 


The self-appointed leader of the Society based 
his entire battle against Communism and Com- 
munism only. He bent over backward in his many 
attempts to placate and please those who say 
they are Jews. Consequently, everybody who was 
against the American Way of Life became, per se 
a Communist or a Communist agent. Eisenhower, 
Dulles, Warren, et al, had to be identified as 
conscious agents of the Communist Conspiracy, 
if Robert Welch's thesis was to hold water. And 
this thesis simply will not hold water. And 
Welch-of all people-should have known this. 
In a personal conversation which we had with 
the leader of the John Birch Society about two 
years ago Robert Welch, defending Zionism at 
the time, cited the old Arabian proverb to the 
effect that “because you and I have a mutual 
enemy does not prove that you and I are friends 
and allies." (There was nothing personal in the 
remark: we were simply discussing the three-way 
relationship of Israel, Egypt and the USSR; and 
Welch was defending Israel). 


But, when handing down his directives to the 
John Birch Society, Robert Welch violated his 
own thesis—in reverse. For he reasoned thusly: 


Eisenhower promoted internationalism; 
Khrushchev promotes internationalism; 

Ergo: Eisenhower and Khrushchev are friends and 
allies. And, since Khrushchev is a dedicated 
agent of the Communist Conspiracy, Eisenhower 
also is a dedicated agent of the Communist Con- 
spiracy. 


And this kind of thinking is fallacious and untrue. 


Now, if Welch had said that the aims of the Com- 
munist Conspiracy and the CFR Conspiracy ate 
almost identical; and that Communist Khrushchev 
and CFR member Eisenhower are therefore pro- 
moting the same program, because both are res- 
ponsible to the same international bosses — 


And that both Khrushchev and Eisenhower are 





agents—in the final analysis—of the Anti-Christ — 


That, we can “buy.” 


But Welch could not base his battle strategy on 
any such conclusion. Because Welch, by his own 
admission, is not a believing Christian. And only 
a follower of Christ is equipped with the Armor 
of God, which you'd better be wearing if you get 
into battle with agents of the Anti-Christ! 


Welch's armor was defective in this respect: he 
refused to admit that the Zionists have any part 
in the Conspiracy. In his latest (April) Bulletin 
to members of the John Birch Society, Welch 
makes such statements as the following:

Semitic as Willi Schlamm, who has been the 
leading writer for our magazine, American Opinion 
since its first issue; or as Julius Epstein, who 
wrote specifically for us...or as my good friend 
Morrie Ryskind ... or... the late Alfred Kohlberg... 
or as Rabbi Max Merritt...or as a hundred other 
good friends of the Jewish faith whom I could 
name... 


“I took pride in the belief that I probably had 
more good friends of the Jewish faith than any 
other Gentile in America. ...I am still a warm and 
appreciative friend of theirs, and shall remain so 
regardless of any propaganda they swallow (em- 
phasis in original-Ed.)....May we further point 
out that in at least two areas of the country 
where we are quite strong and our activities well 
known, the regional B'nai' B'rith... is actively 
working with our local Coordinators...” 


Methink Welch protesteth too much, Because the 
April 7, 1961 issue of the California Jewish 
Voice, on page 3, carries the announcement that 
"LL. Feuer of Youngstown, Ohio, the National 
Commander of the Jewish War Veterans of the 
United States of America will be visiting com- 
munity leaders and Jewish War Veterans posts on 
the Pacific coast...and discuss with them the 


dangers of the John Birch Society...” 


THE CASE OF THE UNPLAYED TAPE 


When paid organizers began recruiting members 
for the John Birch clubs, Welch supplied them 
with a set of tape recordings which were to be 
played at the various recruiting drives.

John Birch was a Christian, and a martyr, mur- 
dered by Communists.

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HOW TO SMEAR A PATRIOT, 


A column by Miss. Inez Robb, "Better Dead Than Red", (Richmond Times- 
Dispatch, Sept. 10, 1961) is a demonstration of the tactics by means of which 
people who are not ashamed to ''wear their hearts on their sleeves" where their 
Country is concerned, are denounced and ridiculed. 


The determination which this columnist attributes to all Americans, including 
herself (and is this wearing her heart on her sleeve?) " їо be free at all costs and 
never, God help us, live under any dictatorship whatsoever, be it of the right or 
the left" is part of the credo of the members of the John Birch Society. 


We have never attended a meeting of any Chapter of this organization, nor have 
we met its founder, Robert Welch; but having acquainted ourselves with its object- 
ives, and knowing two of its Board of Directors, we give it our warm support and 
endorsement. 


We know some of the members, young women with small children, not the 
"old ladies in tennis shoes" as some detractor described them. These dedicated 
patriotic women do their own housework and yet manage to give many hours each 
week to the task of alerting others to the internal Communist menace. They express 
their opinions on pending Congressionallegislation, writing to their elected repre- 
sentatives and to their friends, and they take time to write encouraging letters to 
legislators who resist political pressures from labor unions or the Administration 
and support what they believe good for the Country while opposing what in their 
honest judgment would injure it and all Americans. 


These letter writing members of the John Birch Society know Miss. Robb to be 
wrong when she writes that there is no internal Communist menace. "If there is a 
feeling of frustration in the nation today," she says. "it is not because we are un- 
willing to stand firm, but because we would like to know how we can best help our 
Country in these savage times." 


Our own frustration is not that we do not know how to help our Country. It is 
that, while the American people wish our policy makers to stand firm, these experts 
in appeasement will NOT !_ We also feel frustration when a woman as clever as 
Inez Robb ignores the facts about a patriotic organization to spread an unsupported 
smear of people who do know how they can help their Country and work earnestly at it. 
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Not many months ago, Mr. Welch sent a bulletin to the members of the 
John Birch Society in which he predicted that we should soon find any patriotic, 
anti-Communist organization accused of "subversion! It was not long after 
that when coordinated attacks upon the Society began. It is now believed by 
many that these attacks were a preparation for the later attack upon the fine 
record of Major-General Edwin A, Walker, when complaints were made by a 
sexy left-wing propaganda sheet, Overseas Weekly, which was called "repulsive" 
by Secretary McNamara when he was shown a copy. However the complaint was 
that General Walker was spreading "right-wing subversion" through an indoc- 
trination unit called '' Pro-Blue", which taught the nature of the Communist 
enemy and his war of propaganda. Experience in Korea had taught the General 
that our young men were not educated in the values of a free enterprise system 
in a Constitutional republic. He proposed to prepare his men to resist the 
subtle methods of the Cold War enemy. 


It would seem that General Walker was used to provide an example by which 
other officers were to be intimidated and which could eventually be made to pre- 
vent any anti-Communist counter-attack using the same weapon- propaganda. 


In the famous ''Memo", Senator Fulbright advised the Secretary of Defense: 


Fundamentally it is believed that the American people 
have little, if any, need to be alerted to the menace of the 
cold war. The need is rather for the direction of the pub- 
lic's present and forseeable awareness of the menace tow- 
ard support of the President's own total program for sur- 
vival in a nuclear age. 


What\contempt for the people is shown in this statement. Who is to inter- 
pret the extent of the Communist menace? Not the military, officers trained 
in strategy and tactics, and experienced in the psychological war, of which they 
have long been cognizant; not J, Edgar Hoover, Director of the F.B.I. who 
knows as much as anyone about the enemy within our borders, and who has 
warned us often enough. Senator Fulbright dismisses such warnings and insists 
that only such experts in appeasement as Dean Rusk, Adlai Stevenson and Chester 
Bowles are to decide for us that there is no internal Communist menace, that any 
anti-Communist activities are only an excuse for "radical right-wing ideas," 


Do such "liberals'' as Senator Fulbright and Miss. Robb consider their own 
political ideas as '' the middle of the road"? We prefer to class as "middle of 
the road" people those liberals who are truly liberal, and at the same time aware 
of what the Communists have been doing to our Country, and conservative enough 
to support Constitutional government and free enterprise. 


Declaring her own faith in the patriotism of all Americans and her wish 
that we should "stand firm" and be free, and "never live under any dictatorship, 
be it of the right or left," Miss. Robb accuses members of the John Birch 
Society of having an 'addled credo'', which she defines as ' that every American 
who doesn't believe in the Birch-McCarthy line is a fellow traveller." Without 
knowing what they DO believe, she consigns to utter darkness, with the epithet 
"cockeyed ranters}'! patriots who are as opposed to "any dictatorship, be it of 
the right or left'- as she claims to be. 
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The John Birch Society has been called "Fascist" and "totalitarian! Any 
student of communism knows the first is a favorite term of "endearment" awarded 
by Communists to anyone who doesn't act, talk or write like a Communist. Robert 
Welch has been pictured as a sort of New England "Hitler", barking out orders to 
his underlings who cringe and obey. 


When wewrote Mr. Welch that we should support the Society upon the proviso 
that we would continue our own anti-Communist work independently, going along 
with any of his suggestions which we approved and for which we could find time, he 
replied that he was satisfied with that arrangement, suggesting that we join as 
"Home Chapter" members. This means that we do not attend any meetings. 
Several of our friends have joined the Society in the same manner. This would 
seem to settle any question of "totalitarianism", which, by the way, the Society is 
dedicated to fight. ^ 


One of the tactics of the Daily Worker and other left-wing publications is the 
use of what was first called "guilt by association" by left-wing radicals with 
connections with Communists or Communist "front" organizations. The "Birchites" 
are equated with "McCarthyites' thus making double use of the years of brainwashing 
smears so successful then that it has been necessary, ever since, to continue to 
belabor his ghost. It may be feared that events since that time could cause those 
not old enough then to be thoroughly brainwashed, to suspect that the Senator was 
right in his charges of Communist infiltration in the State Department and the Army. 


While we have not, invariably, acted upon the suggestions of Mr. Welch as 
to what should be done to fight Communist influence, we admire the dynamic 
leadership he has provided at a time when it was desperately needed. He works 
with energy and dedication, and has organized the anti-Communist- Nationalist 
sentiment in the United States as it was never organized before. 


Unlike Joe McCarthy, Bob Welch is not fighting a battle single-handed. He 
had strong support from Senator Thurmond, Senator Mundt, Senator Dodd and 
others. The attacks upon the F.B.I. and the House Un-American Activities Committee 
have aroused many to take an active part. But best of all, there are now a growing 
number of dedicated patriots in all parts of the country who do not share Miss. 
Robb's frustration, but DO know how they can best help their Country. All working 
together, their influence will turn the tide. Even now it appears to be turning!

ONE STANDARD - FOR MEN AND NATIONS 


Soon after President Sukarno of Indonesia was first given the "red carpet" 
treatment by President Kennedy and official Washington, their recent guest 
charged that Indonesian "rebels" ( the anti-Communists who fought to keep at 
least part of that country free) were being helped with arms and ammunition, 
with the knowledge and direction of the United States government.

ARTICLE. IL

arms shall not be infringed by law. 


ARTICLE III. 
Quartering of Troops 
No soldier shall, in time of peace be quartered in any

ARTICLE IV. 


Persons and Houses to be Secure from Unreasonable 
Searches and Seizures 

The right of the people to be secure in their persons, 
houses, papers and effects against unreasonable searchers 
and seizures, shall not be violated; and no warrant shall 
issue but upon probable cause, supported by oath or af- 
firmation, and particularly describing the place to be 
searched and the persons or things to be seized. 





ARTICLE V. 


Trials for Crime—Just Compensation for Private 
Property Taken for Public Use 


No person shall be held to answer for a capital or other- 
wise infamous crime, unless on a presentment or indict- 
ment of & grand jury, except in cases arising in the land 
or naval forces, or in the militia when in actual service, 
in time of war or public danger; nor shall any person be 
subject for the the same offense to be twice put in jeop- 
ardy of life or limb; nor shall be compelled, in any erim- 


inal case, to be a witness against himself, nor be deprived 
of life, liberty or property, wi' t due process of law, nor. 
shall private property be taken for publie use without just 


sompensation. 








ARTICLE VI 
Civil Rights in Trials for Crimes Enumerated 


In all criminal prosecutions the accused shall enjoy the 
right to a speedy and public trial by an impartial jury 
of the state and district wherein the crime shall have been 
committed, which. district shall have been previously sscer- 
tained by law, and to be informed of the nature and cause 
of the accusation; to be confronted with the witness against 
him; to have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses 
in his favor, and to have the assistance of eounsel for his 
defense. 


ARTICLE VIi 
Preservation of Right of Trial by Jury 
In suits at common law, where the value in controversy 
shall exceed twenty dollars, the right of trial by jury shall 
be preserved, and no fact tried by a jury shall be other- 
Wise re-examined in any court of the United States than 
according to the rules of the common law. 





ARTICLE VIII.

What will you tell your children? 


AN EDITORIAL BY DON CARPENTER

Oftentimes, for the sake of argument, one 
must stipulate to certain points as facts. Let's 
hope that our friends who see no danger in the 
Communist program will agree for the time being, 
that there is such a danger and that the danger 
may suddenly overcome America, just as it did 
Czechoslovakia. What will you tell your children? 


Let's say, for the sake of argument, that the 
Reds assume control: they are in control of com- 
munications, they are in control of public utili- 
ties, they have slaughtered or imprisoned the 
police, they have clobbered resistance, and Amer- 
ica lies prone, awaiting the blood purges that 
must certainly folow, enduring the terrifying 
period of vacuum before the calked heels of God- 
less Communist tyranny comes smashing down. 


What will you tell those youngsters clustered 
at your knee? How will you tell them that their 
nation, strong, dynamic, compassionate a few 
years ago, is now gone? How will you tell them 
that you cannot go to the store and buy food for 
them because the store is locked against its own- 
ers and that your money is no longer any good? 
How will you tell them that the policeman on the 
corner is no longer a friend—he has been replaced 
by a tyrant from the steppes of Asia or from the 
jungles of Africa? How will you tell them that 
the America your fathers gave to you, has been 
lost? 


What will you say when your little son, who 
feels you are a Marshal Dillon or a Hopalong Cas- 
sidy, asks why you don't take a gun and go out 
to set things straight? What will you say when 
your teenager asks you what you have done to 
prevent this takeover? Will you tell him you 
played golf or went fishing or learned to waterski 
or worked in the garden or learned to make cer- 
amics or hiked in the hills or a million other 
things, while your nation went down the drain? 


What will you say when these children, whose 
lives have already been blueprinted for them, ask 
what they should do? How will you advise them 
when they ask if they should resist? What will 
you say if they ask if they should continue to 
adore God, despite the ultimatum of the New Or- 
der? What will you do when the order comes to 
gather your children and ship them into State 
camps where they can become robots of the State? 


Communist writings openly predict that they 
will seize control centers, and that the great mass 
of population will lie prostrate Records show 
that the lawless of a nation will take this oppor- 
tunity to swoop down on the helpless, motivated 
in part by the same drive that causes looting 
after floods have driven people from their homes. 
Can you be sure that this will not happen—espe- 
cially after you read of the riots on Memorial Day 
in Griffith Park? There certainly was no motiva- 
tion to justify attacks upon citizens and police, 
and the destruction of private property. How 
would these same people react if all law were 
suddenly eliminated? 


Or, suppose you lived through the blood 
baths, and 15 years from now, your youngsters 
ask about the America that was. Will you tell 
them of the freedoms you had, the freedom to go 
where you wished, to do what you wished, to say 
what you wished? Will you tell them of the fun 
you had and the happiness you had? What will 
you say when they ask how these things happen- 
ed to slip away? 


Will you admit that you dismissed all efforts 
to halt the drift towards Communism аѕ “Мс- 
Carthyism,” that you helped smear everyone who 
tried to point out the danger? 


It may. seem a flight of fancy to ponder what 
could happen to America, but remember — the 
Pentagon, charged with protecting you and yours 
from all dangers, foreign and domestic, has 2l- 
ready made a study as to the best time to sur- 
render! Ponder that! 


If you are a father or mother, look at your 
children. If they are asleep, walk in and look at 
them — peaceful, contented, trusting. Are you 
doing anything to prevent just such a terrifying 
picture as we have painted? Do you bother to 
inform yourself on the drift towards tyranny? 
Or do you plan to collaborate with the enemy, to 
“make friends” with the new order? 


If America is to be spared this terror, it must 
be because her people have forbidden it. If the 
people will not stem the tide, then each American 
must face the terror that has already been visited 
upon Czechoslovakia, Poland, Yugoslavia, East 
Germany, Latvia, Lithuania, Estonia, Manchuria, 
and many, many other lands.

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FOREWORD 


For eleven..years-this monthly bulletin has been published 
primarily for our members. It still is. 


We always hope, through 77 Bulletin, to supply information, 
guidance, and even inspiration which will help our members to be 
more effective in all their work for the objectives of the Society. 


We do not foresee any change in this fully recognized function. 
Nor does it appear likely, from all we have seen so far of the returns 
in our recent contest, that there will be any appreciable change in 
either the format or the editorial flavor of these bulletins. Those 
returns are overwhelmingly in favor of keeping The Bulletin very 
much the same as it has gradually become in a normal development 
out of past experience. 


So this particular bulletin represents an exception, and not a 
change. But we do have several thousand new members who have 
joined the Society over the past few months. We expect to have tens 
of thousands of new members during the months immediately ahead. 
Also, we already have approximately eighty thousand new sub- 
scribers to The Bulletin, as a result of our drive for increased 
readership which began with the new year. And we hope that this 
total will steadily increase. 


It has seemed well worthwhile, therefore, to use one whole 
bulletin to restate our case. That is, to make clear what The John 
Birch Society is, what we are trying to do, what we have 
accomplished so far, and why our efforts should be supported. So we 
are devoting this February issue wholly to that purpose. 

















We are well aware that this interlude interrupts and postpones a 
number of discussions in the January Bulletin which were “to be 
continued next month." But another month and another bulletin 
will soon arrive. Do not let this break in our exhortations as a cheer 
leader cause any parallel break in your drive behind any of the 
agenda items on which we all need to be working. And we ask you to 
maintain full steam ahead particularly on the following projects: (I) 
Recruitment; (VI) Support Your Local Police; (IX) American 
Opinion Speakers Bureau — especially in setting up sizable audiences 
for speakers sponsored by this bureau; (XII) Vietnam with a 
renewed and increased drive for signatures on our petitions, because 
of some very aggressive plans, based on these petitions, which we 
intend to get under way just as soon as you finish obtaining for us 
the two million signatures; and (F), our Monthly Mailing Program 


The “thin” item recommended for the February mailing under 
Project F is Saint Martin?, The Martin.Luther King Memorial, by 
George. Schuyler. (Fifty copies for one dollar.) And the more 
substantial piece, for those chapters that can afford it, is Clenched 
Fist, A History. Of The Communist Salute, by Dave Gumaer. (Prices: 
1-99 copies, seven for one dollar; 100-999 copies, twelve cents each; 
1,000 copies or over, ten cents each.) And both items should already 
be available at practically all bookstore units, as well as by mail from 
either Belmont or San Marino. 


Paperbound copies of A Biographical Dictionary Of The Left (Con- 
solidated Volume I, retail price two dollars) are now being mailed out 
as your MMM bonus for December. The January MMM bonus will be 
determined and forwarded to you a little later. The MMM bonus for 
February will consist of four reprints of What Is The John Birch 
Society ?, which you can now begin reading on the next page. 


There will be an oral message on a record for your February 
chapter meetings, and we believe you will find the information it 
contains both interesting and exciting. In the meantime, and as 
always, I send to every faithful member my affectionate regards.

WHAT IS THE JOHN BIRCH SOCIETY? 


At this beginning of our twelfth year let's take a look in the 
mirror. Your editor is making many speeches these days, before 
college audiences, on What Is The John Birch Society? Perhaps it is 
worthwhile to answer that question again for many other people, 
including even some of our own members! 


So we are devoting this February, 1970 Bulletin to a basic 
summary, in which we shall incorporate much that has been written 
before. For the essential facts of our history must be included in the 
record. But we shall give more attention here, than in past reports, to 
an outline of our accomplishments. And you may be surprised at 
how substantial that outline has become. 


Let’s start at the proper point, however. The John Birch Society 
was founded in Indianapolis on December 9, 1958. It was chartered 
under the General Laws of Massachusetts as a non-profit educational 
organization. We have lived up meticulously to those specifications 
(including not making any profit!) for more than a decade. But we 
have no tax-exempt status in the eyes of the federal government. 
And since we are aggressively anti-Communist, there would not be a 
chance in the world of our being granted any such classification. 


During these eleven years we have sought to bring into The John 
Birch Society only men and women of good character, humane 
consciences, and religious ideals. For we are striving to set an 
example, by dedication, integrity, and purpose — in word and deed — 
which our children's children may follow without hesitation. 
Members of the Society are of all races, colors, and creeds. We are 
individualists who disagree among ourselves about many things. But 
we are firmly united in devotion to those beliefs, principles, and 
purposes which we do hold in common. For we have voluntarily 
joined together: 


(1) To combat more effectively the evil forces which now 
threaten our freedom, our lives, our country, and our civilization;

i (2) To prevail upon our fellow citizens to start pulling out of the 
ecepening morass of collectivism, and then climb up the mountain to 


higher levels of indiv 
ndividual freedom and 
and responsibility thé a

(3) To restore, with brighter lustre and deeper conviction, the 
faith-inspired morality, the spiritual sense of values and the 
ennobling aspirations, on which our western civilization has been 
built. The longrange objective of the Society has bea condensed 


into the slogan: Less government, more responsibility, and — with 
God's help — a better world 


So We Collide With Communism . . . 


s These purposes bring us immediately into conflict with the 
Communists, on two levels. For on the ideological plane the 
Communists seek always and everywhere to bring about more 
government, less individual responsibility, and an amoral world. And 
on the plane of action, until the Communists can be stopped from com- 
pleting their subjugation of the whole planet, there will be no oppor- 
tunity for us to move forward at all towards our permanent goals. 


We have undertaken, therefore, to play a leading role in slowing 
down, stopping, and eventually routing the Communist Conspiracy. 
» au that the one thing no conspiracy can withstand is the light 
E RAN 1 he only danger which the Communists fear 

conspiracy is exposure. For this reason we do all 
that we can to bring to our fellow citizens more knowledge and a 
better understanding of the methods, the progress, and the menace 
of the с ommunist machine. In this undertaking we have become à 
new form of opposition to the Communists which they have never 
faced before in any of the vast areas they have already taken over. 


So the Communists, grasping this fact very early, set out in 1961 
to destroy us. The most official Communist publication in the 
United States was then called The Worker. This is where the line was 
laid down for the faithful to follow. And so. during the last six 
months of 1961, there was only one issue of this weekly paper which 
did not contain an attack somewhere in its pages on The John Birch 
Society. A number of issues contained as many. as five or six separate 
attacks on us at that many different places. Thes Gomeyeuprgnt the 
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point all right, and have been carrying out the indicated program 
against us, in all of its deadly variations, ever since. 


Of course the Communists follow Lenin's basic strategy of ad- 
vancing Communism by non-Communist hands. They could never im- 
pose the tyrannical rule of some three percent of a population over a 
whole population — which they repeatedly do in one country after 
another — unless they could inveigle enough non-Communists and even 
anti-Communists among that other ninety-seven percent into doing 
their dirty work for them. Deceptively appealing, for instance, to every 
motivation in human character, from sordid selfishness to “practical 
politics” to misguided idealism, they have gradually beguiled a great 
many very good Americans into joining the attack on us. 


In fact, the maligning of The John Birch Society has now 
exceeded in its combination of vindictiveness, extensiveness, and 
long continuance that faced by any other body of people in 
American history, with the possible exception of the Mormon 
Church during the Nineteenth Century. And in general our defamers 
do not even try, at any time, to refute the facts on which we focus 
attention. Instead, they follow the strategy laid down for them by 
the Communists: Ignore the accusation, but destroy the accuser. So 
even the mildest of our critics usually sidestep our disturbing 
exposures of conspiratorial activities in high places, and merely call 
us names for bringing such facts to light. 


And This Stirs Up The Politicians . . . 

The John Birch Society is in no sense a political organization. We 
try to give our members information, understanding, and — we hope 

even inspiration, which will make them better citizens. As good 
citizens they may take an active part in politics. But each member 
does so entirely on his own, working in the party of his choice, for 
the candidate of his choice, exactly as do members of the American 
Legion, or of the Knights of Columbus, or of the Rotary Club, or of 
a Baptist Church. 


For we regard education as the means, and political action as only 
the mechanics, for bringing about improvements in government. The 
mechanics of change will automatically be used when sufficient 
education has prepared the way. We mean it quite literally, therefore, 
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M we state that education is our total strategy, and truth is our 
2 DM Or when We say, as made clear throughout The Blue 

oK and emphasized on its last page, that our gigantic task is simply 
to create understanding. 


Members of The John Birch Society, however, are extremely hard 
working, highly respected in their local communities, and always ear- 
nestly determined on behalf of any cause or candidate that they sup- 
port. When circumstances do bring any appreciable number together 
behind any particular candidate, their weight is out of all proportion to 
their numbers. And that weight is usually felt, of course, on the side 
of the Conservatives of either party or of any party. f 


So the Liberals of all parties naturally raise all of the clamor they 
can against Birchers in politics. As the stranglehold of the Liberals on 
both major parties has steadily increased, even Conservative politi- 
cians have felt unceasing pressures to “improve their images” by 
joining the chorus of attack on The John Birch Society. Very few of 
them indeed have ever realized the extent to which they were thus 
Tunning interference for the Communists. 


Related to this effort of the Liberals, to make the Society a 
football on the political playground, has been another part of the 
mammoth and many-faceted campaign which the Conspiracy has 
generated against us. This is the deliberate and widespread attempt to 
foster the belief that we are “racists” or “fascists” or anti-Semitic, or 
adherents of some other disreputable “ism.” And to have The John 
Birch Society associated in the public mind with the Communist 


Party, or the Ku Klux Klan, and other so-called “extremists of the 
Left and of the Right.” 


All such charges are one hundred percent false, of course. It is a 
cardinal principle of The John Birch Society that every human being 
Is to be judged and treated as an individual, on the basis of his own 
character, knowledge, and Purposes. Our approach to the problems 
of today is so different from the Viewpoint of the Klans that we have. 
— knowingly admitted a member of any Klan into the Society. 

© estimate that about forty- percent of our total membership is 
Catholic. Many of our finest Chapter rs are Jewish. And we are 


proud of our small but growing numb. of Negro members, who аге 
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working so hard and so courageously with us, to show our 
fellow citizens, both white and colored, how the Negroes are being 
-used today by the Communists to serve Communist purposes. 


But our enemies have absolutely no regard for the truth. Since 
their campaign to destroy us started ten years ago, the Communists 
and their dupes and allies have resorted to every conceivable 
falsehood, distortion, vilification, undermining stratagem and open 
attack, to try to carry out the orders to that end which were issued 
from Moscow in December of 1960. The Society has lived through it 
all, grown tenfold in size, and steadily increased its influence and 
effectiveness throughout the decade since that time. In fact, before 
looking further in depth at either the body or the spirit of The John 
Birch Society, let us remember that deeds speak louder than words. 
The best way to make clear what the Society is may well be through 
describing what the Society has done. 


We are going to begin this rather proud parade, therefore. by 
pulling one episode out of the chronological sequence, putting it at 
the head of the line, and telling what happened in more detail than 
we can afford to give other exhibits. For this comparatively short 
narrative from the neglected pages of history will alone reveal more 
about the background, nature, purposes, methods, spiritual outlook 
and hard-earned accomplishments of The John Birch Society than 
would a hundred pages of more formal exposition. And, while the 
whole incident is well known to most of our veteran members, it is 
doubtful if our newer members or new subscribers to The Bulletin 
have ever heard of it at all. 


Il. THE AMERICUS STORY 


During the summer of 1963 a group of militant agitators, directed 
by the “non-violent” Martin Luther King and his allies, the Student 
"Non-violent" Coordinating Committee, set out to bring serious and 
organized violence to the town of Americus, Georgia. But at first the 
effort was remarkably unsuccessful. Law and order were promptly 
restored. Desegregation in the schools and in local employment 
proceeded peacefully for the next two years. While the agitators 
desperately sought an "incident" that would give them something to 
shout about.

All of this time, of course, there were at work these dozens of 
outside agitators, whose whole purpose was to make trouble. From 
— beginning the tactics, developments, and events of the

edge of the way the Communists work.) But prophecy is not 
prevention. And more serious trouble was steadily brewing. So the 
Birchers | redoubled their efforts. They formed a Committee of 
Responsible Citizens of Sumter County. With this help they devised 
Various specific steps for heading off violence before it got started. 
And they went to work with almost unbelievable patience, good will 
and industry to prevent the destruction of their city which some of 
the agitators had openly boasted would be carried out. 


J Y hotheads among resentful Whites were as hard to control as 
€ Blacks who had been made militant by excitement. On the night 
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of July 27, 1965 state troopers were required to protect the civil 
rights marchers, and to turn back the more bitter Whites who were 
bent on violence. The next day agitators among these more excitable 
white citizens called for a mass meeting at the fairgrounds that 
evening. When the time came the crowd was hard to calm down. 
Violence was contemplated, and was in the air. One courageous 
Bircher talked and pleaded twenty-five minutes for a non-violent 
approach to the problem that was creating such dangerous passions. 


Actually he had good control of the situation until somebody 
started passing corn liquor up and down the rows of late teenagers 
and the early-twenties group. Then things began to get out of hand. 
Many left the meeting and started congregating on street corners in 
the town. Some missile throwing took place, and eventually the 
agitators, on both sides and of both races, had their really serious 
*incident" which Mr. King's minions had so desired. 


Around 11:30 P.M. a white boy, standing on the premises of a 
service station at a street intersection, began throwing rocks at 
passing cars. Another young white man, Andy Whatley, twenty-one 
years old, who had just realized his ambition to join the Marine 
Corps, and who had worked that evening as projectionist at the local 
drive-in theater, stopped by where a group had congregated at this 
service station. He arrived just before a car with two young Negroes 
inside passed the intersection. One of the Negroes leaned from the 
window of the car, with a pistol in his hand, and fired three shots 
one of which hit Andy Whatley in the head. Our Bircher, Dr. C, was 
on first call for emergency that night, and did everything possible, as 
promptly as possible, to save the boy’s life. But Andy Whatley died 
in the hospital in Albany, Georgia, at approximately three o'clock in 
the morning. And the King forces had the explosive charge which 
could be counted on to tear the town to pieces. 


Few people felt that open and widespread violence could be 
prevented. Throughout the day word spread all over Americus of a 
mass meeting of white citizens to be held that night. To add fuel to 
the already blazing flame, Lester Maddox, the Atlanta restaurant 
owner, who had closed his place after a futile but much publicized 
resistance to the 1964 Civil Rights Act, had agreed to speak at the 
meeting. There were responsible reports of violent action being

Then McDuffie slapped 
e cab o the pick-up truck, and his voice took on the earnestness of 
a revival evangelist. He told the crowd that violence would odi aid 
the ‘civil rights” demonstrators, and the purposes for which у= 
had invaded the city. Violence was exactly what these — 
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wanted. He pleaded for peace and reason. The crowd, caught up in 
the momentum of enthusiasm for his opening remarks. listened 
intently. 


As McDuffie continued his pleas for peace there was applause, 
generated by the carefully seeded Birch-inspired element within the 
mob, which applause soon grew in force. Then he paused, and 
offered the “floor” to any other speaker who had a viewpoint to 
express. Quickly, Charles Crisp, a highly respected banker, took the 
stand, followed closely by the Rev. Harry Moore (a much loved blind 
Methodist minister), by former Solicitor General Steve Pace, Jr., and 
by a number of other key civic leaders. They all espoused the same 
theme as had Jim McDuffie. 


One of these “other civic leaders,” most of whom were Birchers, 
was our Doctor C. He had been up all night the night before, you will 
remember, trying to save the life of young Andy Whatley. He had 
been in the very midst of the whole crisis, and planning, for thirty-six 
hours. His appearance, like that of the other brave men who faced 
this crowd composed of scores of groups on the very edge of 
committing wholesale murder and destruction, required courage of a 
high order. His remarks epitomized the appeal that was being made. 
He said: “My soul is heavy. My mind is tired. No one here doubts 
how I feel. We must not retaliate against Communist dupes, and give 
them the bodies that they desire. Oh Lord, our help in ages past, be 
our hope for years to come. Penetrate every heart in this group 
tonight and leave ‘not hate, but love. " 


By the time Lester Maddox appeared on the scene, the meeting 
was under firm control. His cooperation in talking down violence had 
been solicited prior to his entrance to the auditorium — to which the 
keys now, strangely, had been found — and while the crowd was 
surging into the building. A taped appeal for peace and reason by 
Congressman Bo Callaway, which had been broadcast earlier, was 
now played as a prelude to the Maddox speech. Finally, Maddox 
took the stand, joined in the plea for peace, and by the time the 
meeting ended at 10:30 P.M. the crowd was quietly filtering out. 
They had seen. a miracle performed by a few men who were 
themselves sufficiently inspired to inspire others to heroic efforts. 

* ж * 
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The struggle was not entirely over, of course, nor the danger 
entirely past. The marching, the demands, and the agitation 
continued. Some elements of the outside press, which had descended 
on Americus, helped the agitators all they could to create the turmoil 
that was sought. Cruel threats were used on many Negroes to try to 
terrorize them into supporting the agitation. 


The sequence of further labors and measures of the Birch groups, 
during the next several weeks, is a saga in itself. But we cannot spare 
the room to give the details here. And the real opportunity of the 
King's invaders "to tear down Americus" had been lost when Birch 
leadership kept a murder by one Negro criminal (who was duly tried, 
convicted, and sentenced to life imprisonment for the murder) from 
being blamed on all the Negroes of the community. The steam of the 
whole campaign had been caused to subside by putting out the one 
big fire for which that murder was the fuel. And eventually Americus 
became a wiser but normal and peaceful city again. 


„Nor have we exaggerated the part played by members of The John 
Birch Society in bringing about this happy ending. One outside 
recorder of the events, telling how many of the leaders on the side of 
sanity in this struggle were members of chapters of The John Birch 
Society in Sumter County, also wrote: “It was ironic, then, that a 
group, labeled as extremists by the national press, had provided a 
corps of leadership that brought restraint and reason at a time of 
seemingly certain violence.” Two federal conciliators for the Depart- 
ment of Commerce’s Community Relations Service, who certainly 
could not be assumed to have any bias in our favor, said openly in 
later interviews with official representatives of their Department that 
The John Birch Society was responsible- for preventing violence in 
Americus. So did the man who was acting as Mayor (because of the 
Mayor being out of town) on the night that Andy Whatley was 
murdered. And so did many others. ч 





We were and are very proud of the part played by our members in 
the story of Americus. For this defeat of Communist designs by the 
creation of understanding, by the promotion of good will, and by the 
courage of responsible leadership, is exactly what the Society asks of 
its members in the many other crises that are now a part of our daily 
lives. There are several other cities and towns where our members

helped mightily to prevent mob action from getting out of hand. But 
we shall let Americus stand for them all. And if you would like a 
separate folder that gives the planning and the labors of our members 
in somewhat more detail, just order The Americus Story. (Ten copies

III. WHAT HAVE WE ACCOMPLISHED? (Specifically) 


When we move on now, after 
giving The Americus Story such special 
attention, to a much more rapid 
synopsis of some of our achievements, 
the record divides sharply into two sec- 
tions. One is a list of minor but specific 
victories on various small parts of the 
gigantic battleground. The other is a 
report on the more general measures of 
progress in our total educational cam- 
paign. The first list, if we had room to 
make it complete, or anything more 
than a sample collection, would be the 
more striking: while the second list 
would be of tremendously greater im- 
portance. So let’s take them in that 
order. And in this section it may make 
for easier reading if we number the 
paragraphs. 

1. In 1960 the Soviets and their 
American sympathizers began a long 
drive to put Communist-made con- 
sumer goods on the American retail 
market. What did it matter that the 
people of Poland were half starving, if 
hams packed in Poland could be ex- 
tensively sold in American stores as a 
propaganda stunt. For the eventual 
merger of all countries and all peoples 
together in one Communist empire, it 
would be very helpful to create the 
impression that we could all do busi- 
ness together, and exchange products 
on ordinary commercial terms, even 
now. The fact that, even with slave 
labor, these Communist regimes could 
not possibly produce and distribute 
anything on a competitive basis, and 





that all of these export operations 
would have to be subsidized at terrific 
expense, was considered unimportant 
compared to the psychological gains to 
be expected. 

One of the very first items thus 
planned for sale in the United States 
was of all things Soviet-made 
automobiles. Of course, after fifty 
years of all those five-year plans, and 
of all the pretended Soviet techno- 
logical progres, the Communist 
regime in Russia still has not been able 
to manufacture enough automobiles 
for themselves in the whole country of 
two hundred million people to fill the 
parking lots at the major American 
airports. Five years ago they gave up 
so hopelessly and completely that they 
set out to have the Italian Fiat 
Company establish a branch in Russia 
and finally make them some auto- 
mobiles with equipment and 
machinery to be supplied directly or 
indirectly by American manufacturers. 
And the costs of this equipment were 
to be paid or guaranteed, directly or 
indirectly, by the American taxpayers. 

he collapse or postponement of 
this deal has been blamed by the 
Liberal press — correctly for once, we 
believe — on a campaign of The John 
Birch Society to publicize what was 
happening. So the plan was reactivated 
a couple of years later, with Fiat 
supposedly being backed mainly from 
other than American sources. And we 
do not know what is now actually 
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happening to the scheme. But that is 
getting well ahead of our story. For 
ten or eleven years ago the American 
people were still swallowing a great 
deal more nonsense about the Soviet 
regime than they are today. 

So the Comsymps thought they 
could actually peddle a few Russian- 
made automobiles in the United 
States, make the ownership of such 
cars quite a status symbol for the 
sophisticated Leftists of supposedly 
smart society, and thus advance one 
step further the propaganda line of the 
one-worlders. Consequently, for a 
number of obvious reasons, they chose 
Los Angeles as their "pilot" market, 
and opened up four lots in the city for 
the sale of these Soviet masterpieces 
on wheels. 

Quite unfortunately, from the 
Soviet point of view, The John Birch 
Society was just getting under way, 
and already had a few dozen chapters 
in Los Angeles County. This brought 
into at least a tenuous relationship 
with each other quite a number of 
patriotic Americans with the same 
basic understanding of Communism. 
And so, entirely on their own, many 
of these members of the Society got 
together an d picket lines 
marching up and down, with appro- 
priate placards, around these auto- 
mobile sales lots of the Soviet orga- 
nization. 

We — the home office of the 
Society — knew nothing about this 
until it was all over. We have never 
advocated nor even condoned picket 
lines at any time or for any purpose. 
But retroactively, in this instance, we 
temper our disapproval. For the results 
were rapid, conclusive, and farreach- 
ing. Naturally, the Soviet employees 
called for the police, as soon as the 
picketing started. But our people were 


very orderly, there were no grounds on 
which the police should act, and the 
police being themselves patriotic 
Americans — could not entirely refrain 
from showing their sympathy with the 
protest. So that any attempt of the 
Soviet sales agents to frighten off the 
pickets by the usual Communist 
roughhouse tactics was promptly 
squelched. The whole situation be- 
came quickly and increasingly un- 
appealing to any would-be purchasers. 
So, lo and behold, in a few more 
weeks the Soviet representatives 
folded their awnings, closed all four 
sales lots, and the Soviet horseless 
carriages disappeared for good from 
the American scene 

2. An early formal effort on the 
part of the Society had been carried 
out by the Committee Against 
Summit Entanglements. This was a 
front group, or ad hoc committee, 
formed exactly in accordance with 
general lines set forth at the founding 
meeting of the Society. The com- 
mittee was established, in the late 
spring of 1959, to protest by-peti- 
"tions against the forthcoming second 
Summit Conference. Whether in part 
because of these activities, or whether 
entirely because the Communist bosses 
came up with what they thought was a 
better idea, we do not know, but at 
any rate the plans were changed. At 
the end of July it was announced 
from Washington that Khrushchev 
was going to pay a visit of state to 
our country, President Eisenhower 
would then return the visit by a trip 
to Moscow, and that the Summit 
Conference was being postponed to 
follow immediately after this exchange 
of visits. 

Practically overnight we altered the 
immediate purpose of the Committee 
to a protest against Khrushchev's visit, 
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and decided to use full-page newspaper 
advertisements to voice that protest. 
We enlarged our Committee — still a 
front group, most of whom were not 
actually. members of the Society — to 
consist of about eighty very patriotic 
Americans. Because the time to orga- 
nize this protest was so short, and all 





of the work had to be done in our 
small JBS office, it was almost a 
necessity that the Founder of the 
Society serve as Chairman of the 
Committee. So the roster of this whole 
Committee, as it appeared in the posi- 
tion of a signature to the advertise- 
ments, read as follows:

We raised the money and ran the 
full-page advertisements in the New 
York Times, the Chicago Tribune, the 
Detroit Free Press, the Dallas. News, 
the Cincinnati Enquirer, the Arizona 
Republic, the Houston Chronicle, the 
Indianapolis Star, and nearly a hun- 
dred other newspapers throughout the 
country. The public reaction was so 
favorable that, with just two more 
weeks in which to work, we believe we 
could have made it formidable enough 
for the visit to have been called off. 

Here was “the butcher of Buda- 


pest,” a man who had probably had 
more people brutally murdered by his 
direct personal orders than any other 
man in history, a man who — as 
Eugene Lyons once wrote had 
“reached the Kremlin pinnacle in the 
only way that the Soviet pyramid of 
power can be scaled: over piles of 
corpses,” a man who represented our 
most deadly enemies, and who had 
sworn to bury us; here was this man 
being lavishly entertained by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and treated 
as a royal visitor from one end of our 
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country to the other. We couldn't stop 
it. There wasn't time. But we did 
create enough | ublic unders| ding of 
the tit ae Бе at —— 
So that as a propaganda play his trip 
was almost a total flop within the 
United States. 

It is true that elsewhere in the 
world all of the publicity about his 
wonderful treatment here, all of the 
books filled with pictures which our 
government helped his press agents to 
obtain — that all of this worldwide 
Propaganda was worth more than a 
dozen armies to the Soviet cause. But 
even those benefits fell somewhat 
short of the total plus value which had 
been planned and expected. For the 
rising resentment of the American 
people did cause President Eisen- 
hower’s return visit to Moscow to be 
“postponed” for good. And our ad- 
vertisements had helped mightily to 
bring about this skeptical and critical 
mood. 

3. In October 1959 Newsweek 
published an article on a patriotic 
group of French Army officers, known 
as the Red Hand, that was trying to 
stop the flow of arms to the Commu- 
nist FLN which was committing such 
incredible and extensive atrocities in 
Algeria. The article was loaded with 
falsehoods and distortions, and pre- 
sented the whole picture exactly back- 
wards. It went so far in taking the side 
of those Communist murderers, who 
were prowling Europe to obtain arms 
by any means, that it glorified their 
known leader, one Si Mustapha, as a 
great, noble, democratic Arab freedom 
fighter who was working despite in- 
credible danger to himself for the 
independence of his country. 

In our November 1959 Bulletin we 
pointed out to our members, and 
asked them to point out to Newsweek 
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in a flood of letters, that the whole 
article had presented the situation 
upside down, as could be best illus- 
trated by the fact that Si Mustapha 
Was not even an Arab, but actually was 
an East German Communist named 
Winfried Muller. For a while “News- 
week stood its ground and ridiculed 
these charges. But our members, 
relying on our accuracy, did not cease 
their bombardment of the magazine, 
and of anybody else who was inter- 
ested, with provable facts. So on 
December 16, 1959 Newsweek finally 
gave in, and wrote your editor a letter, 
which we published in the January 
1960 Bulletin, that began as follows: 


Please forgive our delay in 
replying to your letter of 
November 12. Our editors have 
been checking closely with intel- 
ligence and all other available 
sources into the story to which 
you objected. And, because 
Newsweek prides itself on the 
balance and accuracy of its 
stories, it is with real embarrass- 
ment and concern that I must 
agree that we were off line with 
this one. 

For one thing, there is no 
question but that Si Mustapha is 
indeed, as you wrote, the 
German Winfried Muller, widely 
believed to be or to have beena 
Communist leader. 


It was typical of Newsweek's in- 
tellectual dishonesty that this letter 
Was not published in the magazine 
itself, to offset some of the damage 
that had been done to the patriotic 
anti-Communists in France by the 
original article and its wide distribu- 
tion as a reprint in leaflet form. But 
our small victory was widely known, 
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and did help to put some brakes on 
the brazen misreporting of Newsweek 
and similar magazines with a pro- 
Communist slant. 

4. There had been started in 1958 
a powerfully organized movement to 
have the Department Stores of the 
United States substitute United Na- 
tions insignia and other one-world 
propaganda pieces for conventional 
Christmas decorations in their win- 
dows and throughout the stores. The 
basic idea was to convert Christmas 
itself into some kind of atheistic, 
United Nations, universal “brother- 
hood,” one-world celebration, without 
any religious significance. And then 
once this had been accomplished, 
gradually to take either all religious or 
all patriotic meaning, as the case might 
be, out of Easter, the Fourth of July, 
and all of our other national holidays. 
Bamberger's, in Newark, New Jersey, 
had been used as the pilot operation. 
And by the summer of 1959 the 
managements of a huge number of the 
leading Department Stores throughout 
the country had already agreed to 
inaugurate this practice that fall. 

We came out in the summer of 
1959 with a determined campaign to 
put an end to this vicious pro-Commu- 
nist movement. We were quite small at 
that time. But our members did such 
an excellent job of writing dignified 
protests about this plan, and of draw- 
ing other groups and sparking other 
drives into support of our Opposition, 
that within one more year the whole 
movement had utterly collapsed. 

5. On August 4, 1961 Senator 
Strom Thurmond introduced Senate 
Resolution No. 191. Its purpose was 
to have the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. or some subcommittee 
thereof; investigate the commands and 
constraints being exerted on our 


military commanders to keep them 
from speaking out against Commu- 
nism, and especially from setting up 
programs to inform their troops of the 
nature and intentions of our Commu- 
nist. enemies. The resolution was 
prompted in part by, and the investiga- 
tion was intended to include, what had 
happened. to General. Edwin A. Walker 
as a result of the “pro-blue” training 
program he had inaugurated for the 
troops in Germany under his com- 
mand, 

Senate Resolution 19T was referred 
to the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee where, under pressures from 
the Kennedy Administration exercised 
largely through Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara, it would have 
been buried for good without ever 
coming to the floor of the Senate. 
Since our regular monthly bulletin 
would not be out in time, we im- 
mediately sent out a special memo- 
randum to our members, asking them 
to send telegrams at once, in favor of 
the investigation, to Senator Thur- 
mond and to Senator Russell of 
Georgia who was Chairman of the 
parent committee. The response to our 
request was immediate, terrific, and 
effective. When the crucial vote came 
the Senate Armed Services Committee 
sharply reversed its previous attitude, 
and almost unanimously endorsed the 
Thurmond Resolution. 

The next obstacle thrown up to 
block the investigation was lack of 
money for the subcommittee to con- 
duct it. But by this time our Septem- 
ber Bulletin appeared, with far more 
details about the whole matter, and 
with an emphatic request that all 
members of the Society get into the 
act with additional telegrams and a 
flood of letters to several other mem- 
bers of the Armed Services Com- 





mittee, as well as Senators Thurmond 
and Russell, urging that all necessary 
steps be taken to carry out this investi- 
gation properly as proposed by the 
Thurmond Resolution. Information 
which we later received from various 
sources indicated that our members 
poured about 150,000 letters and tele- 
grams altogether into Washington over 
this matter. And Senator Thurmond 
himself said that without the efforts of 
The John Birch Society the hearings 
would not have taken place. For this 
proof of an aroused public opinion 
certainly had a great deal to do with 
the fact that the money was appro- 
priated; the investigation was then 
duly made by the Armed Services 
Preparedness Subcommittee; and the 
hearings of this Subcommittee were 
published in several volumes. 

6. It was at about this same time 
that a huge spate of publicity, care- 
fully and craftily set off by Dwight 
Eisenhower and John Foster Dulles, 
was let loose over Harry Overstreet’s 
book, What We Must Know About 
Communism, Not since Elmer Davis’ 
But We Were Born Free had there been 
so cleverly false a book about the 
Communist menace unleashed on the 
American people. To anybody who 
understood enough about the work- 
ings of the Conspiracy, Overstreet's 
book was visibly designed to get your 
confidence with the first three 
quarters of its contents, and then in 
the last quarter to sell you the exact 
current Communist line. 

We published in American Opinion 
a studiously documented article en- 
titled What We Must Know About 
Overstreet. It showed the blatant false- 
hoods to which Harry Overstreet had 
resorted, in connection with his earlier 
and continuing close affiliations with 
Communists and support of Com- 


munist purposes. The article further 
showed that, in his pose as an “anti- 
Communist,” Overstreet was an arch 
hypocrite of the first water. The 
Society then made reprints of this 
article available to our members, who 
were able to use it not only to offset 
some of the pro-Communist double- 
talk in the book itself, but greatly to 
minimize Overstreet’s opportunities to 
continue propagating his same clever 
line from the lecture platforms which 
had been open to him. We did not care 
how much he spoke, so long as the 
Program Chairmen and the audiences 
had some idea of who he really was 
and of what he was trying to do. But 
this very knowledge so defeated his 
purposes that for a long time there: 
after he practically disappeared from 
the lecture circuit altogether. 

7. Most Americans have now 
largely forgotten the- Billie Sol Estes 
case. They have forgotten even more 
completely that it was a John Bircher, 
a young physician, Dr, John Dunn, of 
Pecos, Texas, who was responsible for 
the investigation and disclosures. Or 
that, for his labor, pains, and patrio- 
tism, Docior Dunn was mercilessly, 
smeared and harassed in his home 
town of Pecos — where his, brilliant 
career as a surgeon was viciously de- 
stroyed by falsehoods, frame-ups, and 
pressures of unbelievable ruthlessness 
against his patients — and persecuted 
even after he moved elsewhere. And 
that eleven other Birchers in Pecos 
were compelled by similar persecution 
to give up their businesses or resign 
their jobs and move away from their 
home town in order to make a living. 

For Dr. Dunn had not only caused 
the destruction of a gigantic fraud 
involving tens of millions of dollars, 
exposed the venality of a lot of high- 
ranking politicians who made this 
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fraud possible, and brought down 
from notorious preeminence a phony 
tycoon with feet of clay and com- 
mitments made of rubber. But in 
doing so Dr. Dunn had visibly 
scratched the surface of some poten- 
tial scandal of a far more unsavory 
character that reached a great deal 
higher. The real truth about opera- 
tions, of which Pecos was then the 
physical base, will probably never 
come out and could never be proved. 

On June 20, 1962 Westbrook 

Pegler’s column about the cans gan 
as follows: The man who set off the 
Billie Sol Estes earthquake is a mem- 
ber of the John Birch Society. So this 
major mishap to the New Frontier 
is... the first major political coup of 
John Birch." The wording was in- 
accurate. But for what Dr. Dunn and 
his fellow Birchers did accomplish, 
however, at such tremendous cost to 
themselves, they deserve immense 
credit and an honored place in the 
records of the Society. 

8. In the spring of 1962 there was 
a huge furore in Northhampton, 
Massachusetts about the flying of the 
United Nations flag over City Hall. 
Taken down once, it was restored in 
March, apparently by orders of the 
City Property Committee. Then, by 
the action of some patriotic citizens 
and a courageous mayor, it was again 
removed. This time a Massachusetts 
statute was invoked, which made it a 
crime to fly the flag of “a foreign 
country” over a municipal. building. 
The dispute was settled temporarily by 
a decision of the Attorney General of 
Massachusetts, who decreed that the 
United Nations was not “a foreign 
country” within the meaning of the 
statute. 

At this point we stepped into the 
picture, and asked our members all 
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over the United States to try to get 
bills passed by their state legislatures, 
specifically forbidding the flying of 
the United Nations flag over either 
state-owned or municipal owned 
buildings within those states. The first 
state in which our members were 
successful in getting this proposal 
carried out was Louisiana, where a bill 
which banned the flying of the United 
Nations flag on public buildings — 
state, parish, or municipal — was 
passed in the Louisiana House by a 
vote of 99 to 0, and in the Senate by a 
large majority. 

How many other states followed 
suit we do not know. But obviously 
the extent of the rising resentment of 
the American people, against the in- 
sidiously proceeding submergence of 
our national independence under the 
sovereignty of the United Nations, 
caused the one-world politicians to 
back away from this particular form of 
demonstration. The next case of which 
we learned, where the United Nations 
flag was flown over municipal build- 
ings, was in Minneapolis in 1968. And 
the mayor who was primarily respon- 
sible for that treasonous exhibition 
was thrown out of office in the elec- 
tions of 1969. 

9. Since we simply must keep this 
parade in bounds, we should begin to 
do a lot of skipping. So let us mention 
next our efforts to stop or minimize 
the sale of. goods made by Communist 
slave labor on the shelves of America’s 
retail outlets. We are not talking now 
about the plan for the sale of Soviet 
automobiles in this country, because 
(as we explained far above) that 
embryonic idiocy had already suffered 
a fatal abortion at the time of being 
born. But by the spring-of 1963 the 
program of Moscow and our State 
Department, to give this production of 











commercially acceptable merchandise 
by the Communist bloc of nations 
some semblance of reality, was 
beginning to make visible headway. A 
great many items, from Polish hams to 

of all things — Christmas toys and 
decorations, were beginning to show 
up on our retail counters. 

Our opposition to this criminal 
hypocrisy soon took the form of 
supporting an ad hoc group, The Com- 
mittee To Warn Of The Arrival Of 
Communist Merchandise On The Local 
Business Scene, founded by one of our 
members in Miami, Florida. In due 
course this national committee had 
over 350 regional or local branches. 
Acting partly at least under our 
general guidance, the members of 
these committees proceeded primarily 
through friendly contacts and protests 
with retail outlets which were buying 
Communist merchandise. We added to 
the program of these committees one 
suggestion to be followed, both by 
their members and by our Society 
members who worked independently, 
which we think was very helpful. It 
was to be sure to show appreciation, 
by words and by business, to those 
stores which refused to carry this 
slavelabor merchandise. 

Despite all of this effort, however, 
our campaign was far from fully suc- 
cessful. One difficulty that we faced 
consisted of all the pressures from the 
State Department, both in support of 
such trade with the Communists, and 
in disparagement of our efforts as 
“contrary to the policies of our gov- 
ernment.” So there are still far too 
many Communist-made goods on 
American retail shelves in some areas 





is a disgrace because — among 
other reasons — it is-just- one way of 
subsidizing and helping the very 


enemies who are killing our sons in 
Vietnam. But we were not able to stop 
it. We can claim credit only for the 
fact that in many parts of the country 
we did get many large chains, as well 
as wholesalers and smaller stores, to 
discontinue the sale of such mer- 
chandise. And we give space to this 
whole project here, despite our such 
limited success, because it ties in so 
closely with plans we already have 
formed for some future activities. 

10. In 1963 our members played a 
very important part, indeed, in pre- 
venting added government controls 
over agriculture, through their success- 
ful efforts to defeat the so-called 
Wheat Referendum. 

11. Early in 1964 we got behind the 
sale of a recently published book, None 
Dare Call It Treason, by John Stormer. 
Many of our COUNCIL members, and 
other leading members of the Society, 
had helped mightily to give the book 
its original start, by buying sizable 
quantities which they gave or mailed 
to their friends and acquaintances. 
Then we recommended it in our 
bulletins, began to order it for the 
growing number of our bookstore 
units, and urged our field staff to back 
it with whatever support they could 
offer. 

The result was that eventually we 
were perhaps given more credit than 
we deserved for our part in making 
None Dare Call It Treason so in- 
credible a success. For the truth is that 
this book presented, in a simple, 
straightforward, and masterly way, à 
factual review of the inroads the Com- 
munist Conspiracy had already made 
towards destroying our Republic and 
enslaving the American people. It was 
sold by the publisher on a sliding scale 
which made it quite inexpensive in large 
quantities for complimentary distri- 
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bution. It was quite timely, because so 
many of our fellow citizens were 
beginning to wake up again, after being 
lulled to sleep about the Communist 
danger by the propaganda and pretenses 
of the Eisenhower Administration. 
And all of these advantages were 
magnified by the fact that we were in 
a Presidential election year, when 
more people would pay more atten- 
tion to the very issues covered by this 
book than at any other time. 

But our members were aware of all 
these factors too. And they recognized 
None Dare Call It Treason as a power- 
ful educational tool for creating more 
widespread understanding of at least 
the elementary facts and features of 
the Conspiracy. So we kept the pub- 
lisher absolutely buried with orders for 
many months, with a lot of other 
groups and individuals participating in 
this hectic demand. With the result 
that by December, 1964, when the 
excitement was over, None Dare Call 
It Treason had sold over five million 
copies. This is the largest sale of any 
one book, we believe, within so short a 
period of time, in all publishing his- 
tory. And after giving due credit to 
everybody else, we do not believe that 
the book would have had one-half as 
much sale, nor one-third as much 
impact, if there had been no such 
nationwide organization as The John 
Birch Society to start it turning over 
and then to keep it rolling. 

12. Some years ago the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee pub- 
lished an excellent study on the Com- 
munist plot to undermine, demoralize, 
and destroy local police forces every- 
where in the free world. From the 
Communist point of view there were 
many sound reasons for this attack. 
But nowhere else was it so vital to 
their strategy as in the United States.

And at the very core of this program 
was to be the establishment, in cities 
of any size all over the United States, 
of Civilian Police Review Boards. 

For these review boards, composed 
of drooling sob sisters, half-baked do- 
gooders, demagogic politicians, 
ambitious name builders, and a 
sprinkling of crypto-Communists to 
guide them, were gradually to make all 
members of local police forces afraid 
to do their duty properly, for fear of 
being hauled before such a board 
weeks or months after some encounter 
with a criminal, to justify their actions 
in such encounter. If, in the heat of 
being attacked by armed robbers who 
had been caught in the act, or by 
vandals engaged in murderous rioting, 
a policeman did not use limitless 
restraint and unquestionable good 
judgement, even in defending his own 
life, then he might be condemned by 
one of these boards later to a 
reprimand or a fine or suspension or 
even loss of his job. There was no surer 
way to bring about the complete 
demoralization of local police forces 
than to have this threat always hanging 
over their heads — which was exactly 
what the Communists wanted. 

The John Birch Society, having 
started its Support Your Local Police 
campaign years ago, and set up SYLP 
Committees all over the country, made 
the elimination of these harassment 
boards one of its early and main 
Objectives. This task was carried out 
entirely by educating the public in 
each city to the real meaning, purpose, 
and practices of these civilian review 
boards, so that new ones could not be 
established, and those already set up 
could gradually be eliminated. We 
were increasingly successful, until the 
whole issue finally came to a head 
with Mayor John Lindsay's effort in 











1966 to establish such a review board 
for New York City. Due largely to the 
efforts of our members and our SYLP 
committees at the time, and due al- 
most entirely to the long educational 
campaign we had been carrying on for 
years, this referendum was overwhelm- 
ingly defeated. And while the enemy 
has still found plenty of ways to 
weaken the effectiveness of local 
police forces, and to subject them to 
incredible brutality and humiliation at 
the hands of hoodlums, rioters, and 
criminals of every sort, this particular 
method has now become almost en- 
tirely a thing of the past. 

13. In 1964 we founded the Man- 
ning Johnson Scholarships, under the 
auspices of which we gave awards of 
one thousand dollars each, per year, to 
worthy Negro students to help them 
go through college. We maintained 
these awards regularly until the Com- 
munists and their dupes and allies had 
stirred up so much bitterness towards 
white people on the part of the black 
people in this country that even the 
most courageous and deserving Negro 
students were afraid to accept scholar- 
ships from The John Birch Society. 
And we hope to reinstate these annual 
awards in due course, when enough 
good will and common sense can be 
restored to our country. 

+ ж * 

At this point we have just counted 
the memoranda prepared for us, by a 
research assistant, on specific items 
which should be mentioned in this 
section of this pamphlet. We find that 
we have covered only thirteen, and 
there are forty-one left! It is perfectly 
obvious, therefore, that long before we 
got through even mentioning all of 
those items in these pages there would 
be no pages left. And so, to be 
practical, we shall have to finish paint- 





ing this section of our canvas with just 
a very few broad strokes indeed. 

For one thing we shall have to 
group together in one paragraph the 
participation by our members in the 
July 15, 1967 Indianapolis parade, 
with their history-making form of 
tribute to our men who have died in 
Vietnam; the magnificently expanded 
use of the same theme by our twelve 
hundred members who took part in 
the July 4, 1968 parade at Huntington 
Beach, California; and literally hun- 
dreds of other prize-winning floats and 
performances contributed by our 
members all over the United States to 
these conventional manifestations of 
patriotism and civic pride. 

The careful thought, tremendous 
labor, and meticulous concern for 
both good taste and dramatic effec- 
tiveness, in every Birch contribution, 
which have made prize-winning almost 
a standard result, achieved a new level 
of impact at Huntington Beach. One 
of the professional broadcasters, in 
describing this part of the parade — 
which had already caused considerable 
open weeping among the two hundred 
thousand viewers himself broke 
down in tears and was unable for a 
while to go on with his program. 
Which was a worthwhile accomplish- 
ment on our part. For we think a great 
many more people should have been 
weeping then and now over what has 
been done to our men in Vietnam by 
their own government. 

ж ж ж 

Also we must cover with only a 
sentence all of the tremendous work 
done by our members, all over the 
United States, to protect the Califor- 
nia grape growers against the illegal 
boycott and other destructive tactics 
of one of Walter Reuther's hoodlum 
agents named. Cesar Chavez. And men- 
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tion only in passing the decisive defeat 
administered to the same Chavez 
forces, in their efforts to seize control 
of the canteloupe industry in the Rio 
Grande valley, by three months of 
continuous and indefatigable labor on 
the part of our members in the area. 
And summarize, in just one further 
sentence, the whole mighty part 
played by the Society in blocking so 
far these and other initial plans of 
Walter Reuther towards obtaining a 
stranglehold over the harvesting of all 
farm products in America. 

These accomplishments have been 
of extreme importance because of 
Reuther's visible design to get in posi- 
tion to create famine, whenever 
famine may be needed in the United 
States — exactly as it has been used in 
so many other countries as a 
weapon in compelling the fathers of 
hungry children to knuckle under to 
the Communist machine for the sake 
of ration cards. The whole con- 
spiratorial plan for eventual subjuga- 
tion of the American people, and for 
breaking down all resistance, has been 
directly involved in this pilot opera- 
tion against the California grape 
growers. And The John Birch Society 
can be very proud of its role of 
leadership in spiking or at least delay- 
ing this whole evil design.

Certainly we must at least mention 
our highly successful campaign, now 
nearly three years old, to obtain signa- 
tures on our petitions to Congress 
against aid to our Communist enemies. 
The same American press that will give 
headlines and pictures to any little un- 
checked collection of five thousand 
signatures on behalf of some pro-Viet- 
cong position has almost entirely 
ignored this largest and most substan- 
tive petition drive in American history. 
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But the more than a million and a half 
names and addresses that have been 
signed to our “Vietnam Petitions” rep- 
resent an almost incredible amount of 
patient and conscientious work on the 
part of tens of thousand of our 
members. 

Just the impact of the millions of 
conversations engaged in by Birchers 
with non-Birchers, and of having our 
petitions themselves read carefully by 
hundreds of thousands of patriotic 
Americans, in the course of gathering 
these signatures, has alone constituted a 
huge and very worthwhile advance in 
our whole educational program. And 
the impact of these signatures on the 
fifty-two courageous Senators and Con- 
gressmen, to each of whom large 
batches of the signed petitions have 
been delivered, should not be under- 
rated, we can assure you. The real effec- 
tiveness of the whole long hard cam- 
paign will become more apparent, how- 
ever, with measures to be put into 
effect, and steps to be taken, when we 
have received the full two million signa- 
tures that make up our announced goal. 
And this will be, we hope, within the 
next three or four months. In the mean- 
time we already consider our Vietnam 
Petition Drive one of our greatest and 
most farreaching achievements. 

* * * 

There are still more than thirty 
untouched items on that list. But we 
cannot spare any more space for this 
section. Reluctantly, therefore, we 
shall simply skip everything else, ex- 
cept the very last of our specific 
victories to date. As just one more step 
in our long and continuous campaign 
to expose the United Nations and all 
of its brood as instrumentalities of the 
Communist Conspiracy, we set out in 
the fall of 1969 to pérsuade our Post 
Office Department to stop allowing its 
























































premises and prestige to be used by 
UNICEF for the sale of their so-called 
Christmas cards. 

Everything about UNICEP’s activi- 
ties — like those of the whole United 
Nations complex — is so full of fraud 
and falsehood and atheistic blasphemy 
and pro-Communist designs, that the 
job was not really too difficult. By 
distributing approximately one million 
copies of a thin folder we had pre- 
pared giving the real facts about 
UNICEF, our members sparked a suf- 
ficiently widespread protest against 
this “Christmas card” operation to 
cause the Post Office Department to 
announce that its facilities would not 
be made available to UNICEF for this 
purpose in 1970, And we are quite 
sure that there were many thousands 
of patriotic Americans in the Post 
Office Department itself who were 


delighted and relieved at this result. 

There was one lesson made crystal 
clear by this episode, as by almost 
every other activity we have touched 
on in this section. It was this simple 
fact: All that is needed to stop the 
Communists at any point is to create a 
sufficient understanding of what they 
are really doing, or trying to do, under 
whatever pretense is being used. It has 
been by steadfastly following this 
policy that The John Birch Society 
has, we believe, already done more to 
slow down the Communist advance 
than all of the other anti-Communist 
groups in America put together. And it 
is by continuing to follow this policy, 
with ever more strength and effort and 
determination, that the Society will 
play a leading role in finally stopping 
the Communists and routing the whole 
Conspiracy. 


IV. WHAT HAVE WE ACCOMPLISHED (/n General) 


Most important of all, we have 
established a nationwide educational 
army. It has a fully paid field staff, of 
tremendous dedication, ability, and 
experience. This army is fighting with 
‘facts as its only weapons. And the 
whole army knows that to be better 
informed is to be better armed. 

For help towards informing our- 
selves first, and then others, we estab- 
lished a publishing division. It is now 
turning out books and magazines and 
pamphlets with a retail value of about 
five million dollars per year. This 
volume is sharply increasing at the 
present time. | More Important, how- 
ever, 1s the fact that without us such 
scholarly and significant books as Rose 
Martin’s Fabian "reeway, Prince 
Michel Sturdza’s The Suicide Of 
Europe, G. Edward Griffin's The Fear- 
ful Master, and Hilaire du Berrier’s 
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Background To Betrayal might never 
have been published at all. 

s 1 s- 
tributors of the Conservative books 
and reprints of approximately one 
hundred other publishers. Our mem- 
bers now operate some four hundred 
"reading rooms that sell p 
scattered. throughout the , count 
most of them under the name of Amer- 
ican Opinion Libraries. And by mail, 
from our Boston and Los Angeles 
offices, we supply directly to the reader 
huge quantities of authoritative and 
dependable anti-Communist books and 
pamphlets, that it would be practically 
impossible for you to buy at or through 
any commercial bookstore in America. 
We had to create not only our own pub- 
lishing business, but even our own chan- 
nels of distribution; and it is of extreme 
importance that we have done so. 
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The smothering of anti-Communist 
literature, and glorification of pro- 
Communist books, has been an in- 
creasingly vital arm of Communist 
strategy for two generations. The 
whole process was well described and 
fully documented in John T. Flynn's 
While You Slept — which was itself 
promptly and almost completely 
smothered. We revived this book as an 
inexpensive paperbound reprint, and 
have given it a reach and influence 
many times what it would otherwise 
have had. 

One of America’s 
diplomats, Arthur Bliss Lane, gave up 
his career, his friends — and eventually 
his life — to try to tell the American 
people of the deliberate, cruel, and 
treasonous betrayal of Poland into 
Communist hands by Dean Acheson 
and our State Department. His book 
for that purpose, / Saw Poland Be- 
trayed, was smothered after one small 
printing, and would have disappeared 
without leaving hardly a ripple, had we 
not brought out an inexpensive paper- 
bound reprint, and eventually dis- 
tributed — entirely through our own 
channels — some two hundred thou- 
sand copies. 

The same thing was true of General 
Willoughby's Shanghai Conspiracy, of 
de Toledano's Seeds Of Treason, of 
McCarthy’s America’s Retreat From 
Victory, and of some forty other 
carefully factual and very revealing 
books about the Communist Con- 
Spiracy and the traitors within our 
government, which appeared and then 
disappeared in the first decade after 
World War II — all of which were saved 
from quick oblivion and given huge 
and lasting influence by our republica- 
tion and extensive distribution. This 
lasting contribution towards a far 
greater and more rapid understanding 
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of the Conspiracy at work has been 
one of the truly gigantic and most 
worthwhile accomplishments of The 
John Birch Society. 

* ж k 

Parallel to this promotion through 
the printed word have been the build- 
up of our American Opinion Speakers 
Bureau, and our production of films, 
filmstrips, tapes, and records which 
present various parts and features of 
the whole anti-Communist story. It 
has been estimated by some observers 
that our Speakers Bureau, if measured 
by the number of engagements 
handled, may well be the largest in the 
world. This is because it has literally 
thousands of volunteer but very active 
"salesmen" throughout the United 
States (among our members), who 
work continuously to set up sizable 
audiences for all of the speakers whom 
the bureau sends on extensive and 
repeated tours. 

We do not know whether this ap- 
praisal is correct or not. But we do 
know that we have dozens of excellent 
and very well informed speakers ap- 
pearing regularly and frequently all 
over the United States. Some of them 
have made as many as fifty or (in one 
case) even seventy-five lectures, on 
that many consecutive nights, in just 
one tour. Besides these nightly 
speeches before paying audiences, 
which provide the necessary revenue 
for such tours, these lecturers make 
additional daily appearances pro bono 
publico before high school assemblies, 
service clubs, other groups, and on 
various radio and television programs, 
in almost every town where they stop. 
And the total impact of all these 
speakers, before all audiences that 
they reach, is a very sizable and 
helpful feature of our total educa- 
tional program. 
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The same thing is true of our 
audio-visual materials already men- 
lioned. Just one of our films, Anarchy 
USA, which runs for about ninety 
minutes, has now been shown 
probably ten thousand times, and has 
played a terrific part in showing 
patriotic Americans — of both races — 
the Communist hands and plans be- 
hind all of the agitation and trouble 
that have been developed in the name 
of civil rights. Other films, filmstrips, 
and records have contributed mightily 
io a growing understanding of many 
other activities and purposes of the 
Conspiratorial forces so busily at work 
all around us. And providing this 
continuous stream of factual informa- 
tion about the deceptive and terrorist 
tactics, which the Communists have 
used so successfully in other countries 
and are now applying so diligently to 
our own, is one of the accomplish- 
ments of The John Birch Society of 
which we are very proud. 

+ + + 

A Communist central government 
cannot count on the members of local 
police forces to carry out, against their 
friends and neighbors, the brutal 
orders of that central government 
required for breaking down all resis- 
tance. In fact, the Insiders of such a 
central government cannot even 
foment and carry out the destructive 
riots which they need, to create the 
semblance of revolution and to enable 
themselves to seize more power under 
the pretense of preventing revolution, 
unless local police forces can first be 
hamstrung to keep them from 
squelching such riots before the mob 
action even gets properly started. (As 
was done by Mayor Cavanaugh of 
Detroit and. Governor Romney of 
Michigan, at the beginning of the 
Detroit riots in 1967.) 


So the Communists started a world- 
wide attack, some twenty years ago, to 
undermine, demoralize, and destroy 
local police forces everywhere. Be- 
cause of our federal system of govern- 
ment, this attack on the local police 
was more important to the Commu- 
nists here in the United States than 
anywhere else in the world. So there has 
been no limit to the cleverness, vicious- 
ness, extensiveness, or persistence of 
that attack. Charges of "police bru- 
tality,” the establishment of civilian 
police review boards, and other forms 
of harassment were only the beginning. 
The great drive now is to have the 
federal government gradually seize 
complete control of these local police 
forces, through grants-in-aid, training 
programs, “guidelines,” federal assis- 


tance to law enforcement, and all of . 


the same kinds of steps by which this 
same central government has gradually 
seized control over our whole system 
of public education. 

The John Birch Society was the 
first organization in the United States 
to start calling widespread attention to 
this whole worldwide Communist plot 
against local police forces. Our mem- 
bers have distributed literally millions 
of our printed messages explaining 
what the Communists were doing in 
this area, and why. They are still doing 
so. We started forming our local and 
regional Support Your Local Police 
committees years ago, and new ones 
are still being formed in many areas 
today. Our whole drive, represented 
by the slogan, Support Your Local 
Police — And Keep Them Indepen- 
dent, has now won tremendous back- 
ing from patriotic citizens everywhere. 
To maintain local, independent, police 
forces as a vital and even final bulwark 
against Communist-inspired lawless- 
ness and terror is going to require one

of the most determined fights of these 
next few years. But the progress made 
in that direction, and the base of 
understanding already laid down for 
that fight, constitute one of the most 
worthwhile accomplishments of The 
John Birch Society. 
+ + e 

Starting in 1966 we began to ex- 
pand our reach and multiply our effec- 
tiveness by the much wider formation 
of ad.hoc committees. With the SYLP 
committees already thriving and ex- 
panding, the next group that we 
undertook to make more numerous 
and more active consisted of the 
TACT Committees. Their basic pur- 
pose has been simply to tell the Truth 
About Civil Turmoil, to all of the 
public that they could reach. 

A major function of these commit- 
tees has been to set up audiences for 
TACT tours by our appropriate speak- 
ers. Especially effective on these tours 
have been our very able and courageous 
Negro speakers, who could tell their 
audiences out of their own knowledge 
and experience — as past members of 
the Communist Party — exactly how 
their race was being used by the Com- 
munists to serve Communist purposes. 
But the TACT Committees have helped 
us to distribute vast quantities of books 
and pamphlets which showed the 
Communist hands and plans behind 
the “civil rights” movement, including 
half a million copies of Alan Stang’s 
superb and fully documented history 
of that movement since 1928, entitled 
It's Very Simple. They have also made 
countless showings of Anarchy USA 
and our other suitable films. 

Through every form of honorable 
activity that was useful to their pur- 
poses, the patriotic and public spirited 
members of these TACT Committees 
have helped mightily to wake up hun- 





dreds of thousands of their fellow 
citizens to the whole horrible fraud 
that has been perpetrated on our 
country by the Communists in the 
name of “civil rights.” Exactly as a 
similar gigantic and cruel fraud was 
perpetrated by the Communists on the 
people of China under the equally 
idealistic sounding pretense of 
“agrarian reform.” And we proudly 
claim credit for the educational work 
of these committees as one of the 
most substantial accomplishments of 
The John Birch Society. 

The next ad hoc network that we 
built up consisted of the TRAIN Com- 
mittees (To Restore American Indepen- 
dence Now.) Their main objective so far 
has been to protest the incredible 
amount and variety of material aid, 
moral support, and diplomatic backing 
given to the Communist bloc of nations 
by the agencies of our own government. 
Our Vietnam Petition Drive is simply 
one form of that protest. A second 
major objective has been to make more 
of the public aware of the plain truth 
about that longrange instrumentality 
of Communist conquest, known as the 
United Nations. 

The organizational pattern and 
modus operandi of the TRAIN Com- 
mittees have been very similar to those 
of the TACT Committees. With many 
hundreds of such groups throughout 
the country, all of them setting up 
speeches, distributing literature, get- 
ting petitions signed, and doing every- 
thing appropriate within their power 
to reveal the Communist influences 
and purposes at work in connection 
with the whole foreign policy of our 
nation, the TRAIN Committees have 
already made a powerfully patriotic 
contribution to the job of saving this 
country from eventually being swal- 
lowed up in the Communist one-world 
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empire. They will do even more in the 
future. And The John Birch Society, 
as the parent organization, will remain 
quite proud of their accomplishments. 

Last of the huge ad hoc associations 
to be mentioned consists of the 
MOTOREDE Committees. They pro- 
vide the active implementation of our 
Movement To Restore Decency. You 
need only to look around you for one 
hour — or go to a movie, or turn on 
your television set, or read your daily 
newspaper, or look at the magazines 
on the nearest newsstand — to see how 
badly such a national movement is 
needed. We first began organizing 
these MOTOREDE Committees in 
January 1969. There are now several 
hundred in existence throughout the 
country, and we believe that in due 
course there will be several thousand. 
We believe that their constructive 
program will become increasingly im- 
portant in restoring civilized manners, 
morals, and values to American daily 
life especially among our young 
people who have become the primary 
targets of every form of Communist 
seduction and subversion. And we are 
sure that the Movement To Restore 
Decency will in time provide many 
accomplishments of which the Society 
will be very proud indeed.

Moving to ideological rather than 
organizational achievements, let us cite 
the long, entirely proper, and constitu- 
tional movement in which we were 
engaged to bring about the impeach- 
ment of Chief Justice Earl Warren of 
the Supreme Court. As only one result 
of our educational efforts in support 
of that movement, we have awakened 
hundreds of thousands of our fellow 
Citizens to the vital differences 
between - republic and.a democracy. 


Many of them have come to realize the 


lengths to which our Founding Fathers 
went in order to give us a republic (not 
a democracy) — if we could keep it! 

By the time of the beginning of the 
Christian era the ablest Romans had 
learned, from the experience of the 
Greeks and of themselves, that a 
democracy was the worst of all pos- 
sible forms of government. “Demoe- 
racy,” wrote Seneca, “is more cruel 
than wars or tyrants.” Our Founding 
Fathers knew a great deal of history, 
and had almost a blank slate on which 
to write. They believed that a constitu- 
tional republic such as the early 
Roman republic was probably the 
best of all forms of government, and 
agreed with Cicero in his fears that a 
democracy would necessarily become 
“mob rule, chaos, and dictatorship.” 

For two generations the Commu- 
nist influences in this country have 
carried on a two-pronged drive: 
(1) To convert our republic into a 
democracy; and (2) to make the 
American people believe that we were 
supposed to be a democracy. This 
drive was given its greatest. impetus, 
and its most successful advance, by the 
United States Supreme Court under 
the leadership of Earl Warren. And but 
for all of the vast educational work 
done by our members, in connection 
with our Movement To Impeach Earl 
Warren, there is no telling how far this 
destruction of our republic would 
already have gone by now. 

For one thing, our mailing slogan, 
This is a Republic, Not a Democracy — 
Let’s keep it that way!, has now been 
seen many times over many years by 
millions of people. And among other 
activities within this movement, our 
members have distributed sizable 
quantities of our forty-page pamphlet, 
Republics und Democracies (three 
copies for one dollar), which sets out 
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the historical, philosophical, political, 
and sociological differences between 
the two forms of government in the 
whole period from the days of Solon 
(600 B.C.) until the present time. This 
pamphlet, and all of the efforts con- 
nected with its theme, have had some 
palpable influence toward slowing 
down the destructive change that has 
been so cunningly and diligently pro- 
moted. And however inadequate this 
Opposition has been, we are still very 
proud of what has been accomplished. 

(In fact, the failure of the Senate to 
ratify the nomination of Abe Fortas as 
Chief Justice was blamed “by the 
Liberal press on the distrust of the 
Court that had been created by our 
long Impeach Warren campaign. And 
we accept the compliment.) 

+ + & 

We have taken the lead, and we 
believe have done more than all other 
groups in America put together, to 
make clear the Communist aims (and 
the absolute necessity from their 
point of view) to destroy the three 
great basic human loyalties: Loyalty 
to God, loyalty to country, and 
loyalty to family, 

+ + = 

We have been, and are, fighting 
effectively on a great many other 
fronts. And we have helped mightily 
to offset the emotional and ex- 
travagant tendencies of the prejudiced 
and the poorly informed to blame 
Communism on any one group or 
race or organization. The historical 
facts clearly reveal that the inter- 
national Communist Conspiracy 
reaches through every conceivable 
body it can utilize in any way to 
promote its ends. And we have in- 
sisted from the beginning that we are 
fighting the Communists and nobody 
else. 





The Factfinding Subcommittee of 
the California Senate ended the 
twenty-five thousand word report of 
its two-year investigation of The 
John Birch Society with these para- 
graphs: 





We believe that the reason 
the John Birch Society has at- 
tracted so many members is 
that it simply appeared to them 
to be the most effective, indeed 
the only, organization through 
which they could join in a 
national movement to learn the 
truth about the Communist 
menace and then take some 
positive concerted action to 
prevent its spread. 

Our investigation and study 
was requested by the Society, 
which had been publicly 
charged with being a secret, 
fascist, subversive, un-American, 
anti-Semitic organization. We 
have not found any of these 
accusations to be supported by 
the evidence. 


What we have accomplished, above 
all else, is to keep The John Birch 
Society alive and growing, as a 
rallying point for the increasing 
number of informed and patriotic 
anti-Communists. Our members have 
achieved this result, through stag- 
gering labor and sacrifice, despite 
unceasing  harassments, and dis- 
tortions of their actions, and pres- 
sures amounting in many instances to 
serious persecution. And we intend to 
keep on growing. For we believe the 
incredibly vicious and massive attacks 
on the Society have been due, in 
any final analysis, not to our mis- 
takes and our failure, but to our 
successes and our progress. 
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V. IN CONCLUSION: WHICH DO YOU CHOOSE? 


We cannot give you here the full 
basis for that choice. But let's put 
down a few point-by-point compari- 
sons of the Society with its Commu- 
nist enemies, 

(1) The Communists seek un- 
limited power for themselves, over the 
whole human race. The John Birch 
Society does not want any power at all 
over anybody, either now or in the 
future. Agreeing with Lord Acton that 
“power tends to corrupt; absolute 
power corrupts absolutely," {һе 
Society seeks to make progress 
towards its goals only by education 
and persuasion. 

(2) The Communists believe that 
any means may be used to attain their 
ends. Once this Principle is accepted, 
all moral codes are replaced by a 
system of value judgements. For who 
decides which end is noble enough to 
justify how much foulness in bringing 
it about? Why the man who wishes to 
use the foul means to attain ends that 
appeal to him, of course. And even 
murder then needs no more defense 
than the ancient adage: De gustibus 
non est disputandum. (There is no 
disputing about tastes.) 

The John Birch Society, on the 
other hand, believes that improper 
means are never justified by even the 
noblest of aims, and that means are as 
important as ends in any worthwhile 
civilization. 

(3) The Communists always accuse 
their enemies such as The John 
Birch Society of exactly those 
crimes which the Communists them- 
selves are committing. We do not bear 
false witness against anybody, about 
anything. 

(4) The Communists believe that 
words should be used to conceal 
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thoughts, and that promises are made 
to be broken. The John Birch Society 
believes that simple truth is the very 
core of morality; and that when we 
can persuade enough people to make 
truth the prerequisite to all statements 
and the accepted guide to all actions, 
at least half of the world’s problems 
will rapidly disappear. 

(5) The Communists operate in 
secrecy and darkness. We follow the 
preponderant custom, among all 
American voluntary associations, of 
not publishing the list of our members. 
With that exception, The John Birch 
Society has absolutely no secrets of 
any kind. 

(6) The Communists seek to break 
down all morality, all tradition, and to 
destroy the whole spiritual and 
esthetic sense of values which we have 
inherited. The Society believes that a 
reverent continuity in human affairs is 
of extreme importance; and that even 
the most desirable change should be 
made cautiously, in order to be sure 
that it constitutes improvement. 

(7) The Communists believe that 
man is just a material combination of 
atoms, with no other purpose than 
satisfaction of the desires of the 
physical entity thus assembled. The 
John Birch Society believes that a 
Divine Creator has endowed man with 
a purpose and an upward reach which 
are far superior to, and frequently 
prompt a willing sacrifice of, the 
desires and needs of the individual 
himself. 

(8) The Communists Lenin, 
Lunacharsky, and many others — 
openly preach that “men must learn to 
hate,” and that only through spreading 
sufficient hatred can the Communists 
succeed in ruling the world. The John 
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Birch Society hates nobody, not even 
the Communists, but only the evil 
which they. do. It always seeks justice, 
as a fundamental requirement of any 
civilized human association, but not 
revenge or persecution. And the 
Society believes that love for one’s 
neighbor and good will towards all 
men should be a fundamental motiva- 
tion in all human relationships. 

We have summarized the difference 
between the Communist program and 
our own in the following paragraph 

“We must oppose secrecy with 
openhandedness. We must publish 
to the world our beliefs, our pur- 
poses, and our methods, as fully as 
the collectivists conceal and disguise 
their own. We must oppose 
spiracy not with counter-conspiracy, 
but with exposure, justice, and edu- 
cation. We must oppose falsehoods 
with truth, blasphemy with rever- 
ence, foul means with good means, 
immorality and amorality with more 
spiritual faith and dedication, root- 
lessness and chaos with tradition and 
stability, relativity with absolutes, 
pragmatism with deeper purposes, 
hedonism with a more responsible 

pursuit of happiness, cruelty with 
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compassion, and hatred with love.” 

The Communists pretend to believe 

and some of them undoubtedly do 
believe that Communism is “the 
wave of the future.” We believe, in- 
stead, that the whole world is now 
tired of so much strife and bestiality, 
treason and immorality, cruelty and 
confusion, blasphemy and destruc- 
tiveness, bitterness and fear, doubt and 
despair that always go hand in hand 
with Communism. We believe that 
mankind may be about ready to arise, 
shake off this Communist tyranny and 
move forward again 
towards a more enlightened and 
humane existence.

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AND A POSTSCRIPT 


Last fall Ralph Abernathy and his 
Southern Christian Leadership Con- 
ference set out with ruthless plans to 
impose on Sandersville, Georgia the 
same horror which Abernathy’s pre- 
decessor, Martin Luther King, had 
tried so hard to bring to Americus. 

The usual outside hoodlums — all Ne- 
groes in this case — have been sent by 
the SCLC into Sandersville. Their job is 
to terrorize the Negro population of the 
town into supporting the agitation, the 
boycotts, the marches, and all the 
efforts to create bitterness and pro- 
voke "incidents." Those Negroes who 
will not join the act have their homes 
burned, their children injured, and 
their whole lives enveloped in constant 
fear. And this time a new element had 
been introduced. The sheriff of the 
county, under some evil influence, has 
been refusing to enforce the laws 
against such terroristic tactics. 

But history repeats itself. Here 
again members of The John Birch 
Society have taken the lead in efforts 
to preserve the unity of the town, and 
to keep “instant solutions” by any of 
the Whites from setting off the vio- 
lence sought by the agitators. The 
Birchers and their friends began to 
show Anarchy USA to everybody they 
could. They formed a local TACT 
Committee. They brought in two of 
our speakers. Julia Brown, a Black, 
and Alan Stang, a White, spoke from 
the same platform to large mixed 
audiences. These speakers pointed out 





so convincingly from their own 
knowledge as to leave no doubt in 
anybody’s mind that all of these 
troubles were being created by Com- 
munists to serve Communist purposes. 
And Governor Lester Maddox, to 
whom an appeal had been made for 
help, has taken steps to see that the 
laws will be enforced to protect the 
Negroes in Sandersville from these 
terrorists of their own race 

Abernathy's vicious attempt to set 
up Washington County, Georgia as a 
sample of what agitation and terror 
can accomplish is doomed to failure. It 
is being defeated by the same persis- 
tent and courageous guardians of good 
will that saved Americus a few years 
ago. And we can find no more fitting 
paragraph with which to end this 
introduction of ourselves than the 
following statement made recently, to 
a reporter for The Review Of The 
News, by the pastor of the Primitive 
Baptist Church in Sandersville: 

"In one single night I had gathered 
around my table a Catholic, a Negro, a 
Jew, and members of my funda- 
mentalist church. Each of us was there 
to work on a common problem of 
great importance to all, and no one 
compromised a single personal princi- 
ple. We were.just being good Amer- 
icans. Please include in your article my 
earnest thanks to the national staff of 
TACT, and to The John Birch Society 
which founded it. They have made me 
a better man.” 
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Members of the John Birch Society can 
the Teunder of their organizatien-wi unqualified 
pride. The more contact they have with Mr. Robert 
Welch through his writings or in person, the deeper 
their admiration grows. 


Mr. Welch was born December 1, 1899, on a farm 
in North Carolina. His ancestry is full of farm- 
ers and Baptist preachers traceable to Miles 
Welch, who came to this country in 1720. 


By the time he was seven he had read extensively 
the nine volumes of Ridpath's TAe History of the 
World. He has been a serious student of history all 
of his life. He read for the love of reading. The 
more he read, the deeper his understanding became 
of the civilizations of the past and the more 
soundly his appreciation grew for the great coun- 
try in which he had been born. 


Robert Welch was educated for four years at the 
University of North Carolina (enrolled at the age 
of twelve), the United States Naval Academy (2 
years), Harvard Law School (2 years), and the 
school of hard knocks (about 40 years). He is 
married, has two sons, four grandchildren, and a 
golden retriever dog. 


In 1919-he moved to Boston and started his career 
in the business world: Most-of his adult life has 
been in the candy manufacturing business. He was 
vice-president in charge of sales and advertising 
of one of the larger national companies. He is 
director of one bank and has served as a director 
of several other business organizations. 


Mr. Welch was a member of the board of directors 
of the National Association of Manufacturers for 
seven years. He also served three years as regional 
vice-president of NAM, as chairman of its Edu- 
cation Committee. 





During the mid-thirties, he became greatly dis- 
turbed about the direction in which our Nation 
was headed, His concern was deep enough that he 
wrote an unpublished article titled A Weight on 
My Shoulders. In this article he stated: “The glory 
that is passing in America that I was born in; that 
was given to me by courageous and far-seeing 
men, many of whom died for that purpose; that I 
grew up in, went to school in, and loved more every 
year as I came to understand what a miraculous 
achievement it was as compared with any other 











social group at any place or any time in this his- 
tory of the world...my America is being made 
over into a carbon copy of thousands of despotisms 
that have gone before.” 

At that time, Mr. Welch expressed, as soundly as 
he knew how, his sorrow at what was taking place 
in America. 

A great part of his life has been spent traveling. 
This includes two trips made specifically to Eng- 
land to study the effects of the socialist govern- 
ment, one trip around the world and fairly 
extensive additional traveling in North America, 
South America and Asia. 

He has authored outstanding books. Some of these 
are: May God Forgive Us, The Life of John Birch, 
and The Politician (the documented stoty of 
Dwight D. Eisenhower). Also, he has written arti- 
cles too numerous to count, but all of which should 
be read. 

The founder of The John Birch Society is a man of 
many talents. He has always had a deep apprecia- 
tion and: love for great poetry and can literally 
quote passages of great poetry by the hour. His 
library has many volumes of classics, which show 
signs of constant use. One of his many interests is 
pure mathematies. He has worked on Fermat's 
Last Theorem extensively. He is well known as an 
accomplished chess enthusiast. During his life he 
has played many of the masters on even terms. He 
has a library of treasured volumes on chess. 

Mr. Welch, a most qualified student of history, 
reads and speaks several languages. While in col- 
lege he tutored Spanish. He reads Latin, has read 
all of Goethe in German and, even now, can quote 
many of La Fontaine’s Fables in French. With the 
disciplined mind of a mathematician, an outstand- 
ing grasp of past and present civilizations (gained 
through a lifetime of study), anda deep and abid- 
ing love for this great Republic, he has been a 
distinguished leader of The John Birch Society. 
On January 1, 1957, Robert Welch gave up most of 
his business responsibilities and most of his 
income in order to devote practically all of his 
time and energy to the anti-communist cause. He 
and an outstanding group of men formed The John 
Birch Society. 
Through his leadership, the Society has grown to 
where it is probably the most feared enemy of the 
international communist conspiracy. The wounded 
cries from the communist left are truly a just trib- 
ute to this great patriotic American.

| 
LL of a sudden Nashua was a 
town full of subversives. The 
local newspaper carried letters to 
the editor about a | leftist tidal 
washing away the continent of 
good conservatism that was Nashua 
in some misty past. | 
More blatant than the letters was 
the campaign on a local radio sta- 
tion program. Anonymous callers 
on an “open line” program, which 
invites listeners to call startled lis- 
teners with such questions as 
“What're all the Communist books 
doing in the Nashua library?” 
And even more blatant was the 
underground whispering campaign, 
the anonymous letters and phone 
calls to various persons in town. 
Now, the question was: Where 
did all the alleged subversion 
come from in the past three years? 
Well, for one there were those 
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who favored a mental health clinic 
in the city. For years the city has 
felt the need for a clinic to aid 
those who, while not so confused 
as to require hospitalization, could 
be helped by out-patient therapy 
administered by psycliatrists or 
social workers. 

When the civic leaders, and the 
clergymen interested tried to get a 
clinic started, , however, a few 
found themselyes the target of a 
vicious campaign charging them 
with trying to subvert the minds of 
the people. | 

Normally this sort of charge 
might be dismissed and the mo- 
tives of thosé so set against psy- 
chiatry open to question. Indeed 
the sickest paranoid is often most 
resistant to therapy. 

But the approach used by the 
opponents who equated mental 


health and Communism buffaloed 
the mental health backers. 

One Nashua clergyman was actu- 
ally asked whether he was involved 
in this "Communist committee." 
He recalls it as an unnerving ex- 
perience because there was no 
logical reply. 

Another group under attack 
were those in Nashua who worked 
for better racial understanding. 

Martin Luther King was nomi- 
nated for a Lenin prize by one 
Nashuan. 

Another Nashuan, during a de- 
bate, was badly harried — how can 
anyone reasonably deny the reality 
of the injustice done by the Ameri- 
can Negro — lashed back by saying 
that at sometime in the 30's an 
officer of the NAACP was in a 
world law organization suspected 
of being a Communist front. 

Another attempt to muddy the 
water was a speaker from an affili- 
ate of the John Birch Society 
brought to town tosstart the move- 
ment on a national level. 

First of all there has never been 
any serious charge of Communists 
in the Civil Rights Movement — on 
the contrary, the indigenous qual- 
ity of the Movement is perhaps its 
most outstanding quality. 

Yet our Nashuans were willing 
to write off the NAACP and its 
years of struggle through the 
American courts with a casual 
slander. 

The local Republican party has 
also felt the sting. During the presi- 
dential campaign many of those 
who had spent years in the party 
found themselves being elbowed 
out of power by a new breed. 
Confused and bitter, many of them 
decided to sit the campaign out. 
And many voted against the Re- 
publican candidate for the first time 
in their lives. 

After the shambles of the Re- 
publican defeat, those forced out 
of the party, disturbed by the 
image of the new wave, sought to 
get back. 


The New Hampshire Churchman 
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But when they attended meet- 


ings of one of the city party 
branches they found a new ruling 
which would bar recent members 
from voting; most of| the Republi- 
can moderates were hit by the 
arbitrary ban. 

Fourthly, the library in Nashua 
has been a target. It) has been hit 
with requests to add Birch Society 
and other extremist literature. The 
extremist books backed have no 
standing, are not reviewed nation- 
ally, and are simply (tracts wildly 
attacking American institutions — 
churches; schools, the presidents, 
the courts. 


When the library questioned the 


validity of the books and their lack 


of documentation, the librarian 
was immediately subject to a cam- 
paign of villification| and. abuse. 
There were teiephone calls from 
persens who told him he must be 
à Communist, accusations on the 
radio, poison pen letters, and a 
whispering campaign. 


Hard Core 

On one other occasion a legisla- 
tive proposal which ‘would muzzle 
speakers at the state university 
was introduced into the Legisla- 
ture. 

It was opposed by some Nashua 
representatives. They thought it 
smacked too much of totalitarian- 
ism and were, in fact, surprised it 
ever came up. 

One legislator, a | Republican 
wheel-horse, was shocked to find 
himself a target as a left-wing 


sympathizer. He took a great deal 
of his valuable time to list his back- 


ground, his long record of dedica- 


tion, and that of his family, to city 


and state affairs and to the Re- 
publican party. 

But he found this counted for 
nothing against those who suddenly 
saw him as an enemy. 

And so it went, and so it goes. 

There were similarities in each 
of these five efforts to so radically 


3 E the city institutions, the men- 
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tal health group, the- Republican 
party, the library, the fair-housing 
group, constitutional free speech 
advocates. 

The similarities gradually be- 
came more evident. For one thing, 
the techniques — first the persua- 
sion, then the disguised threats, 
then the public calumny, and in- 
nuendo and the whispered hints of 
subversion. 

Then finally the faces of those 
behind the campaigns came into 
focus and once identified, the same 
faces reappeared in each new am- 
buscade. And the surprising thing 
here was that for all the fear and 
suspicion aroused, there were not 
more than 20 to 30 hard-core ex- 
tremists in the city —a dedicated 
and fanatic hard-core to be sure. 





Civic Responsibility 

But the city isn't giving way to 
this hard-core or throwing up its 
hands to let the modern Brown- 
Shirts take over. Far from it. 

In fact, the most heartening as- 
pect of the right-wing extremist 
movement is the response it eli- 
cited. 

For one thing the charges of the 
mental health opponents sobered 
the minister, but it did not stop 
him; the city's small fair-housing 
group is still fighting racial injus- 
tice; the moderate Republicans 
have appealed the arbitrary ruling 
which deprived them of a vote; 
the library hasn't been intimidated; 
the bill opposing free speech was 
killed, 

There has been a move now to 
form a local committee of civic 
responsibility. The committee of 
distinguished Nashua civic leaders 
intends to present factual informa- 
tion on opposing sides of contro- 
versial public issues —a truly 
non-partisan approach, 

It intends to urge community 
leaders to use their influence 
counteract irresponsible pressures 
directed against public officials or 
institutions. 


to 





At the same time, it seeks to 
stem the tide of hatred, bigotry 
and violence by exposing the veiled 
aims of their spokesmen. 

The response of the city to ex- 
tremist attacks is by far the most 
heartening aspect of the whole 
sorry business. 

But if the short-term arms of the 
extremists have been blocked, the 
destructive long-range goals re- 
main. 

With the zeal found only in 
fanaties you can expect the extrem- 
ists to come back on some other 
front. In other cities the schools, 
the PTA, and the police depart- 
ments have also been targets. 

What is ultimately at stake here 
is the preservation of our demo- 
cratic structure built over the years. 
One of the strategic errors moder- 
ates make is to underestimate the 
extent of the threat. 

One of the tactical errors moder- 
ates make is to remain on the de- 
fensive against accusations, to be 
forever answering instead of coun- 
tering. 

Extremist 

Logie is a moderate tool, almost 
a tenet of faith. Yet you must keep 
in mind the illogic that is being 
dealt with. 

Also, that beyond d rantings 
of the extremist you often have a 
mind which does not want reason, 
a mind which cannot tolerate rea- 
son, which. subsists on unreason — 
Eisenhower was a Communist tool, 
Civil Rights is a leftist plot, fluori- 
dation is à Red machination, 
churches are being taken over. 

So I feel that while moderates 
should keep" their base in reason, 
they might desert that altar occa- 
sionally to understand and to util- 
ize the ‘emotional appeal of their 
own convictions, 

The American institution so 
painfully built up by all of us is 
too precious to be torn down by 
psyeopaths who seek to destroy 
our system — and we can and must 
get emotional about defending it.

Dear Mr. Heinsohn: 


Since the May Reader's Digest came out we have heard from a 
number of readers who objected to references in it to the John 
Birch Society. These readers have asked why, in his discussion 
* of "The Insidious Campaign to Silence Anti-Communists," Williem 
R. Kintner referred to the Birch Society as "extremist" and to 
its journal as "discredited." We welcome the opportunity these 
letters give us to make our own attitude toward the Birch Society 
clear. ; 


A letter has gone out to Robert Welch, founder and present 
head of the Birch Society, in reply to his offer of a manuscript 
describing the history, purposes and activities of the organization. 
We told Mr. Welch we could not see our w&y clear to publishing his 
manuscript, since his views do in fact strike us as extreme in the 
sense that they go far beyond the views of most reasonable people 
in condeming, entirely without factual evidence, public officials, 
government leaders, official О. S. policies, etc., etc. Mr. Welch 
iš entitled to his opinions; his followers to theirs. But The 
Reader's Digest is under no obligation to print such extreme views 
and would in fact be failing in its responsibility to its readers 
were it to do so in the absence of any authoritative support for 
them. 


In response to Mr. Welch's protest against the reference to 
his journal as "discredited" we have pointed out that the word 
simply means disbelieved and that many of the extreme allegations 
and interpretations appearing in the Society's publications are 
unquestionably disbelieved by the vast majority of Americans. Few 
Americans accept, for example, the notion that the movement toward 
desegregation in the South has been almost entirely the work of 
communists. Nor is it generally felt that our dangers are largely 
internal. How can thoughtful people so overlook the monumental 
problems of peace and war that confront us in every part of the 
world? Furthermore, Mr. Welch's identification of public figures 
such aš former President Eisenhower as communist or pro-communist 
strikes us as extreme to the point of fantasy.

Americans do accept what Robert Welch says and believe firmly that 
the Birch Society ie performing a useful function.

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THE JOHN BIRCH SOCIETY--GOOD FOR AMERICA 


On December 9, 1958, in Indianapolis, Indiana, at a meeting called 
by Robert H, W. Welch, twelve outspokenly anti-Communist men and women 
founded the now well-lmown John Birch Society.’ Welch, whose keen but 
somewhat overly suspicious mind first gave birth to the Society, be- 
came the leader of the new organization, and the eleven others at the 
meeting became the first members of the National Council of the John 
Birch Society. 

From this quiet but by no means small, when pne considers the wealth 
and influence of the twelve who attended the founding meeting, begin- 
ning, the John Birch Society and particularly Welch were to become 
the center of a great controversy involving every shade of political 
thought in this country. The Birch Society was to ettract members 
from every walk of life, virtuslly every religious denomination, and 
from every sbede of political thinking right of the so-c^lled "middle- 
of-the-road." 

From the outset, the Society prospered under the dynemic end capable 
leadership of "Founder" Welch. As almost everyone has read in the 


> of the 





newspapers and large circulation magazines, the members 
Society grew to over 100,000 of "the most morally energetic, self- 
sacrificing, and dedicated anti-Communists in America. "* 

The primary goal of the John Birch Society is to awaken the com- 
placent and apathetic majority of Americans to the great and immediate 
danger of the Communist threat. The Society purposely tries to remain 
out of the limelight, preferring instead to support anti-Communism 
from behind the scenes. The success of the Communists in discrediting 
the late Senator Joe McCarty attests to the wisdom of this course of 
action. At times, of courss, a strong public stand must be taken on 
certain issues. Often, the Birch Society will form a "front" for this 
specific purpose, such as the Committee Against Summit Entenglements, 
which succeeded in arousing a great deal of public anger about Soviet 
Premier Khruschev's visit to the United States.” 

But, despite the Society's desire to keep out of the limelight, it 
was suddenly catipulted into national prominence in mid-1961. Perhaps 
the story of how this came to pass is best told in the words of Robert 


Welch himself:

This article was followed almost immediately by an article in the 
Santa Barbara (California) Free Press, "which is published by [Supreme 
Court Chief Justice} Eerl Werren's bosom pal, Tom Storke," which also 
viciously attacked the John Birch Society.’ 

Gus Hall, General Secretary of the Communist Party, USA, dispelled 





all doubts of who was waging the smear campaign when he wrote a policy 
statement of the CPUSA which appeared in The Worker of July 16, 1961. 
In a slanderous attack on the Birch Society, he wrote: 


"In the opinion of the Communist Party, there can be no 
doubt but that the threat from the extreme Right is serious.... 

"O..thero is emerging 1n the country an organized movement 
of the facist type, financed by the most chauvenist and aggres- 
sive sectors of Big Business. This is more serious than previous 
developments of this kind, and holds even a greater threat than 
the movement led by the late Senator Joe McCarthy. 

"For one thing, unlike previous facist currents, the presdnt 
movement is taking the form of a membership organization, in 
conspirital action groups, including secret militery formations. 
The speerhead, the John Birch Society, is such an organization..." 


The Senate Internal Security Subcommittee, in the "75-page report" 
that Welch referred to, had this to say about the Communist drive 


against the John Birch Society: 


"Never, since the most virulent days of Goebbels' 'hate' propa- 
ganda, has anything appeared in the United States comparable to 
a l?-page booklet, dated June 1961, put out by the Communist 
Party of the United States in connection with its drive to 
smother the expanding anti-Communist movement in this country. 

"The 35-cent booklet is entitled The Facist Revival, and 
purports to tell 'the inside story of the John Birch Society'... 

1 ..the Communist Party would like to create a new, Pavlovian 
trigger word for this period in its psychological warfare, and 
believes 'Birchite' might be put into the language in this way, 
replacing 'McCarthyite.'"? 








Unfortunately, the Communist Party has enjoyed an alarming success 
in every phase of their anti-anti-Communist prorram. What is even 
more alarming is the wording of anti-Birch Society articles that 
appear in such publications as Life, Look, Time, The New York Times, 


Saturday Review, and the Saturday Evening Post, just to name a few, 





is almost identical to the wording of Gus Hall's article in The 


Worker. Robert Welch's opinions notwithstandinc, this does not mean 
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that all of the publications mentioned above are Communist controlled, 
but their willingness to print articles which coincide with and help 
strengthen an announced Communist program would seem, at the very 
least, imprudent. Of course, if the charges leveled at the Birch 
Society were true, such behavior would be excusable--commendable, 
in fact. But most of the cherges being leveled against the Birch 
Society are distortions of the truth.'? 

Typical of the anti-Birch smear was en erticle published in the 
Saturday Evening Post by Stephen M. Young, Liberal Senator from Ohio. 
In the way of an example of "typical" Birch tactics, Senator Young 


gave this example:

This article, of course, despite the fact that it wes written by 
no less a personage than a United States Senator, is nothing more than 
a piece of anti-anti-Communist propaganda. The language used, such 
as the phrases vigilante committee and hysteria and fear are sure 
indications that the article is no attempt at objective reporting. 
But, even deeper than that, the article is a complete distortion of 
the truth. Young admits thet Dvorman was an active member of the 
ACLU--a group thet has actively defended a large number of Communists, 
and 8 group whose connections with the Communist Netional Lawyers! 
Guild are common knowledge. Further, the abolition of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities is an announced Communist gosl, 
another matter of common knowledge, Also, as a member of the school 
board, Dvorman would certainly have had some say about whet textbooks 
would be used in the schools. But, most importent of all, Young's 
article attempts to put the "blame" of the ouster of Dvorman on the 
John Birch Society, while this was not a function of the Society at 
all, but an action taken by eight men, three of whom happened to be 


Society members. 
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Perhaps the recall committee overstated the case when they called 
the ACLU "flagrantly subversive," but not by much. Note that the 
recall committee did not call Dvorman a Communist, but only said that 
he was "taking part in Communist activities"--wrich he was by allowing 
an active anti-HUAC'er to address a meeting in his home. In short, 
the recall committee was telling the truth when they leveled their 
charges against Dvorman. Thus, it wes not "hysteria and fear" that 
brought Dvorman's ouster, but the actions of an informed public that 
did not want a Leftist on their school board. 

It is no accident that the Left wing has succeeded in imposing a 
double standard in their dealings with the Right wing--when a Right 
winger tells the truth about a Left winger, it is called a "smear," 
and the public agrees; when = Left winger lies about a Right winger, 
it 1s called "truth," and the public sgrees. This type of double- 
think is quite similar to the Communist dielectic, which defines 
truth as "those statements which help further the Communist ceuse." 

A very revealing article appeared in the "TV anā Radio” section 
of the Saturdey Review, which hes been accused several times of 
being a Communist publication. 

The article dealt with Fred Friendly's decision not to feature the 
John Birch Society on the program "CBS Reports," which Mr. Friendly 
produces. The reason Mr. Friendly gave for stopping the production 
was that the Santa Barbara, California, Birch Chapter refused to 
allow CBS to film a meeting except under their own direction--a 


reasonable position when one considers the treatment previously 


a 


given the Birch Society by CBS. CBS, not wanting to become a propa- 
genda organ for the Birch Society, refused to film under these condi- 
tions. 
The article goes оп to say that "a quesi-officiísl zovernment agency" 
made a tape recording of a meeting of a Santa Berbera Birch Chapter>> 
meeting available for Mr. Friendly's use in the production of the 
show. Quite properly, Mr. Friendly refused to use the tape because 
it was made "without the knowledge or consent" of the John Birch 
Society, and he canceled the show.'* 
Now for the $61,000 question--a question which the article ignored 
completely: How did a "quasi-official government agency" get their 


hands on a tape of a Birch Chapter meeting that was made "without the 


e 


knowledge or consent" of the John Birch Society?  Tne lest time that 
this author looked, our Constitution still included a guarantee against 
unreasonable search and séizure. Apparantly, there is at least one 
"quasi-official government agency" that either has never heard of, or 
chooses to ignore, thet particular part of the Bill of Rights. No 
wonder the John Birch Society is so upset about whet is going on in 
this country! 

The effects of the smear heve been far-reaching. The Communists 
have succeeded in making the Birch Society a pariah in Americsen poli- 
tics. The Communist Party has succeeded in getting the majority of 
the American people to swallow their whole line about the John Birch 
Society completely.

Under Lenin the Communists adopted a three- 
step strategy for conquest of the world. They have 
never departed from it since. - 


l. The first step was to take eastern Europe. 
Except for the tiny country of Greece, and the city 
of Istanbul, this stage was completed by 1950. 


2. The second step was to gain control over 
the mass and masses of Asia. Today this is more 
than eighty percent accomplished.

Every riot, vice, or 
blasphemy which they can or dare promote, there- 
fore, helps their cause. 


C. They replace truth with falsehood at every 
level, and make especially effective use of the big 
lie that Communism is an uprising of downtrodden 
people against their exploiting bosses.

With very few exceptions the members of 
the John Birch Society are deeply religious 
people. A member's particular faith 15 en- 
tirely his ow" affair. Our hope is to make 
better Catholics, better Protestants, better 
Jews—or better Mosloms—out of those who 
belong to the society. Our never-ending con- 
cern is with morality, integrity, and purpose. 
Regardless of the differences between us in 
creed and dogma, we ali believe that man is 
endowed by a Divine or with an innate 
desire and conscious purp to Improve both 
his world and himself. We belleve that the 
direction which constitutes improvement is 
clearly visible and identifiable throughout 
man's known history, and that this God- 
given upward reach in the heart of man is 
a composite conscience to which we all must 
listen, 
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We believe that the Communists seck to 
drive their slaves and themselves along 
exactly the opposite and downward direc- 
th to the Satanic debasement of both 
man and his universe. We believe that 
communism is as utterly incompatible with 
all religion as it is contemptuous of. all 
morality and destructive of all freedom, It 
is intrinsically evil. It must be opposed, 
therefore, with equal firmness, on religious 
grounds, moral grounds, and political 
grounds. We believe that the continued 
coexistence of communism and a Christian- 
style civilization on one planet 1s Impossible. 
The struggie between them must end with 
one completely triumphant and the other 
completely destroyed, We intend to do our 
part, therefore, to halt, weaken, rout, and 
eventually to bury, the whole international

Attitude 
toward property is communistic—negating 
property rights. Attitude towards law is that 
the will of the majority shall regulate, 
whether It be based upon deliberation or 
governed by passion, prejudice, and impulse, 































without restraint or regard to consequences. 
Results in demagogism, license, agitation, 
discontent, anarchy.” It is because all his- 
tory proves this to be true that we repeat 
so emphatically: ‘This 1s a Republic, not a 
democracy; let's keep 1t that way."

We are opposed to collectivism as a politi- 
cal and economic system, even when it does

r the collectivism be called socialism 
or the welfare state or the New Deal or the 
Fair Di or the New Frontier, or advanced 
under some other semantic disguise. And 
we are opposed to 1t no matter what may be 
the framework or form of government under 
which collectivism is imposed. We bolieve 
that increasing the size of government, in- 
asing the centralization of government, 
increasing the functions of government 
ct as brakes on material progress and as 
troyers of personal freedom. 
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We bet t oven where the size and 
function vernment are properly 





limited, as much of the power and duties of 
)vernment as possible should be retained 
i the hands mall governmental units 
p е to the people served by 
as possible. For the tendencies 
у body to waste, expansion, 
4 despotism all increase with the distance 
of that body from the people governed; the 
more closely any ning body can be kept 
under observation by those who pay its bills 
nnd provide its dele d authority, the more 
honestly responsible it will be. And the dift- 
fusion of governmental power and functions 
ts one of the t safeguards against 
tyrar man Has ye' vised. For this rea- 
son it is extreme! tant in our case to 
y T , County and State 
g bribed and coerced 
into coming under one direct chain of control 
from Washington 
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We believe that for any people eternal 
vigilance is the price of liberty far more as 
against the insidious encroachment of inter- 
nal tyranny than against the danger of sub- 
jugation from the outside or from the pros- 
pect of any sharp and decisive revolution. 
In a republic we must constantly seek to 
elect and to keep in power a government we 
can trust, manned by people we can trust, 
maintaining a curreney we can trust, and 
working for purposes we can trust (none of 
which we have today). We think it is even 
more important for the government to obey 
the laws than for the people to do £o. But 
for 30 years we have had à steady stream of 
governments which increasingly have re- 
garded our laws and even our Constitution 
as mere pieces of paper, which should not be 
allowed to stand in the way of what they, in 
their omniscient benevolence, considered to

be "for the greatest good of the greatest 
number," (Or in their power-seeking plans 
pretended so to believe.) We want a res- 
toration of a “government of laws, and поё 
of men” in this country; and if a few im- 
peachments are necessary to bring that 
about, then we are all for the impeachments. 
a Ix 

We beueve that in a general way history 
repeats itself. For any combination of 
causes, similar to an earlier combination of 
causes, will lead as a rule to a combination 
of results somewhat similar to the one pro- 
duced before. And history is simply a series 
of causes which produced results, and so on 
&round cycles as clearly discernible as any 
of the dozens that take place elsewhere in 
the physical and biological sciences. But we 
believe that the most important history con- 
sists not of the repetitions but of the changes 
in these recurring links in the serles. For 
the changes mark the extent to which man 
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has elther been able to improve himself and 
his environment, or has allowed both to 
deteriorate, since the last time around. We 
think that this true history is largely deter- 
mined by ambitious individuals (both good 
and evil) and by small minorities who really 
know what they want. And in the John 
Birch Society our sense of gratitude and re- 
sponsibility (to God and to the noble men 
of the past), for what we have inherited 
makes us determined to exert our influence, 
labor, and sacrifice for changes which we 
think will constitute Improvement.

In summary, we are striving, by all hon- 
orable means at our disposal and to the 
limits of our energies and abilities, to bring 
about less government, more responsibility, 
and a better world. Because the Commu- 
nists seek, always and everywhere, to bring 
about more government, less individual re- 
sponsibility, and a completely amoral world, 
we would have to oppose them at every turn, 
even on the philosophical level. Because

they are seeking through a gigantically or- 
ganized conspiracy to destroy all opposition, 
we must fight them even more aggressively 
on the plane of action. But our struggle 
with the Communists, while the most urgent 
and important task before us today, is 
basically only incidental to our more im- 
portant long-range and constructive pur- 
poses. For that very reason we are likely to 
be more effective against the Communists 
than if we were merely an ad hoc group seek- 
ing to expose and destroy so huge and power- 
ful a gang of criminals. In organization, 
dedication, and purpose we offer a new form 
of opposition to the Communists which they 
have not faced in any other country. We 
have tried to raise a standard to which the 
wise and the honest can repair. We wel- 
come all honorable allies in this present 
unceasing war. And we hope that once they 
and we and millions like us have won a deci- 
sive victory at last, many of these same allies 
will join us in our long look toward the 
future.

Mr. ROUSSELOT. Mr. Speaker, the 
Efficiency Research Bureau, a private 
investigating firm, has completed a 
thorough investigation of the John Birch 
Society in Orange County, Calif. Find- 
ings of the Bureau are reported in the 
March 1962, issue of the Santa Ana 
Register, a newspaper published in 
Orange County. I believe the findings 
will be of interest to my colleagues. Un- 
der unanimous consent I place the report 
which appeared in the Register in the 
Appendix of the CONGRESSIONAL RECORD. 

‘The report follows: 

JOHN BIRCH SOCIETY INVESTIGATED 

A private investigating firm, Efficiency Re- 
search Bureau, 800 South Harbor Boulevard, 
Anahelm, conducted a thorough investiga- 
tion of the John Birch Society in Orange 
County, Calif. Efficiency Research Bureau 
was hired by the president of & local manu- 
facturing firm to make an impartial study, 
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A five-man team of Investigators, including 
a Negro clergyman, sat in on numerous Birch 
meetings and accumulated a wealth of data 
on the organization and peration. The 
following are the 14 conclusions to which 
the Investigating team came, based upon 
their extensive rose:

8. Utilizing both white and colored in- 
vestigators, it was learned the John Birch 
Society isn't anti-Semitic, anti-Negro, or 
anti any religious group. That they, in fact, 
have chapters comprised entirely of colored 
membership. Also, it was found John Birch 
Society has Jewish members on the national 
advisory council. 

9. Investigators found no evidence of vio- 
lence or unlawful activity engaged in by 
the John Birch Society. 

10. Investigators did learn that there were 
individuals who carried personal prejudices 
with them into the organization. It was 
learned John Birch Society works to isolate 
persons with such prejudice. If a whole 
chapter is found to share certain prejudices 
the area coordinators try to disseminate such 
groups. 

11. Investigators learned there is a John 
Birch Soclety major coordinator for Orange, 
Los Angeles, and San Bernardino Counties 
and he has two coordinators directly under 
him. 

12, Investigators expected to find a dic- 
tatorship and didn’t find it. 

13. The society as a whole works very 
hard to make sure that John Birch Society 
isn't used as a vehicle to promote preju- 
dices. 

14. Investigative work included checking 
out documented information by factfinding 
groups which is used as a basis for some John 
Birch Society work. 
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Briefly, as I understand it, Welch's theory about the assassination 
of John F. Kennedy goes as follows: 

The Communists were quite displersed with Kennedy's inability to 
Geliver the United States by the target date, 1973. In the opinion 
of the Communists, Lyndon Johnson would be more successful at this, 
so the Communists decided to murder Kennedy. The murder would kill 
two birds with one stone, since a martyred Kennedy would be a very 
useful as a propaganda weapon against the Right wing, which the 
Communists intended to blame for the murder, as well as rid the 
Party of the inefficient Kennedy. The premature statements of many 


Left wingers immediately after the assasination support the theory 


this for. 

The Communist Party, it would seem, picked the wrong man to do 
the job, for Lee Harvey Oswald blew the essignment, was almost im- 
mediately apprehended, and every indicetion pointed to the probability 
that he would talk. The frantic Communists ordered Jack Ruby (Ruben- 
stein) to silence Oswald before he could talk. This Ruby did, in 
front of millions of television viewers. 

The Communists, still in dencer of having their part in the 
assasination exposed, threw the full power of their proparanda 
machine into the well-remembered "climate of hate" tirade, which, 





fortunately for the Communists, completely overshadowed the previous 
‘premature statements. Thus, in spite of the blunders that wére made, 
the Communists were still able to make Rood use of the martyred 

President, and at the same time, blame the Right wing for the murder 


by convincing much of the public that the Right wingers had crested 


a "climate of hatred."

Upon coming of age, Mr. MacDonald first worked as a real estate broker. He 
soon realized that his major interests were in public and industrial relations, and 
above all, in politics, so he has devoted the past 30 years to these fields.

Welch, founder and dictator 

of the John Birch Society, 
delivered a long address in Phoenix, 
Arizona, before an audience of the 
dwindling faithful-which was 
repeated in substance a few days 
later at a conclave in Colorado—and 
in which he revealed his desire to 
derail and defeat the tax-rebellion 
now spreading to all portions of the 
nation. In this, he not only attacked 
the movement in general, but he 
made a personal attack upon me, 
which moves me to respond. 

Although Mr. Welch admitted that 
some of the tax-rebels are brave, 
devoted, and idealistic people, he 
emphasized that no such individuals 
will be tolerated among the member- 
ship of the John Birch Society. 

Mr. Welch went into detail

U.S.A. The ideas he attributes to this 
book are the reverse of what is 
contained in it: he says, for example, 
that I praise the violence engendered 
by the French Revolution; that | am 
in favor of big government and the 
welfare state; and that writers like 
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myself, although unaware of the 
fact, are actually aiding and abetting 
the Communist movement and con- 
spiracy. 

He makes no attempt to refute 
anything that I say except to tell me 
that I should read Burke’s Reflec- 
tions on the French Revolution 
(which I read more than 50 years 
ago) and some other lucubrations, 
not worth the paper on which they 
are inscribed.

Live Free or Die

ONEY is our master, and we 
the servants of the money 
conspirators who are pro- 


pelling us hell-bent into a socialist 
dictatorship. “Big Money” financed 
the Russian “revolution” and has 
promoted communism ever since. 

I think it is more or less generally 
recognized that the international 
money power is the right wing, and 
international communism the left 
wing of the same bird of prey. The 
idea in back of the Soviet-American 
convergence doctrine is not to pro- 
mote peace, but to destroy freedom 
throughout the world via world 
socialism. 

Meyer Amschel Rothschild is 
often quoted as saying that if he 
were permitted to control the 
money of a nation he did not care 
who made the laws, which is to say 
that to control the money of a 
nation is to control that nation. It is 
interesting to note that N. M. Roths- 
child is issuing a “new composite 
European currency” equal to one 
Special Drawing Right, often called 
paper gold. I have no additional 
details, but it appears that it is the 
objective of the Rothschilds to fur- 
ther strengthen their control over 
the European nations included in 
the agreement. The King is dead! 
Long live the King! Paper Gold. 
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In the original draft of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Act, Senator Robert 
Owen inserted a provision for stable 
money, but it was stricken out at 
the insistence of Mr. Paul Warburg 
who was the chief architect of the 
Act. The Senator charged that Mr. 
Warburg was an agent of the Roths- 
childs, and that they bought him a 
partnership in Kuhn Loeb & Co., 
one of whose partners is on record 
as having made the largest financial 
contributions to the Russian "revo- 
lution." 

The truth about money is hard to 
come by, and even harder to believe 
because of the expertise of global 
bankers in the technique of promot- 
ing the “Big Lie.” The choice 
between non-interest bearing United 
States Notes and Federal Reserve 
Notes is a choice between the mone- 
tary philosophy of a Lincoln and 
that of a Warburg. United States 
Notes, as a national currency, have 
been sloganized into disrepute by 
such expressions as Printing Press 
Money, Greenbacks, Fiat Money, 
etc. 

Federal Reserve money is re- 
garded with favor because the 
people fail to recognize that it sub- 
jects them to perpetual usury, ficti- 
tious debt bondage and taxation 
without representation. I look upon 
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Which he is himself involved and 
enmeshed in error, he fails to under- 
stand that before any serious reform 
can be accomplished, we must 
deprive foundations and a vast galaxy 
of other tax-exempts of their privi- 
leges and government subsidies. 

Instead of denigrating and ex-

He 
denounces the conspirators who 
forced the Federal Reserve Act 
through Congress, but he praises 
Hamilton whose First United States 
Bank was, if anything, even worse. 
He seems to think that the tax- 
rebellion is an easy way, but all he 
does is talk about education: it 
would seem that his objective is to 
roduce the best educated slaves in 
istory. 


The Price of Freedom 


The price of freedom has always 
been rebellion with the possibility or 
actuality of death or imprison- 
ment-not the comfortable offices 
and luxurious hotels in which lec- 
tures run on ad infinitum concernin 
some mysterious and unidentified 
"Insiders," who will not be in the 
least disturbed by philosophical nit- 

icking concerning the French Revo- 
ution or the Illuminati. 
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For years, I have been reading the 
publications of the John Birch 
Society; and, at times, I have found 
myself deeply stirred and filled with 
anger at existing injustice. But 1 have 
never discovered who the enemy is 
(unless it was President Eisenhower, 
called the conscious tool of the 
Communist conspiracy in The Politi- 
cian), nor have | ever been able to 
conclude what should be done about 
It. 

Education in the JBS, therefore, 
seems to lead nowhere except to 
frustration; it is as if the organization 
were desperately fearful of offending 
someone or of prompting some defi- 
nite activity.

Interesting and pro- 
vocative as this information is, all of 
it totals only a miniscule portion of 
the total budget.
